And fo toeU was the Charadler ef that 
ExceSent Per/on efiahlifh' J and known that 
he was 'very few days laid inUvs Grave yWhew 
feveral good Men, without being aequairtted 
with one anotbers Thought Sy conjpir d in O- 
pinion, that a faithful Account cf bis Life 
and Virtues was what mivht benefit the 
World; which they accordingly at fever ai 
times propos'dy to a Terfen nearly coacerifef 
inhis Memory ; and who thej hel'ievdweud 
be mefl Zealous to have fmb a work un- 
dertaken. 

Nor woud thefe Hopes have appear* d in 
the leafi III grounded^ had Mr. Bonnelff 
lA^e been the work of a Pen,whicb 'twas once 
expe^ed, or rather defir'A^wud have been 
employ d in it ; which coitd have fet bit 
Virtues in their true Light, and drawn bis 
Charatiier with allits jufi Advantages. But 
fince theft expedationt havefaitd,the world 
fnuftbefatisfi'd with this Worky as 'tis now 
Fublifb'd; of which lean enly fay^ that I

Nor can it he any hjury to his Memory, 
(o FulliJlJ thefe Remains-, which he intend-^ 
ed to conceal ; for his verypefignof ameeal- 
ing them, r aifes, their J^alitt j for otherwiji 
they had not ieenjuih certiain Arguments of 
his Pieiy^ as they new are : And what does' 
£ejl Iftuftrate atii Coniirm'i&/f'Ch^aAer, 
does moil Right to his Memory. 

I have metmth another ahje^ienagain/l 
tile' fillowing Z^fff which J fball hen take< 
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^av iWtice ef^ which is^ that it runs top 
much intbt'firuiH t^ P jnezy rick aid Com- 
menJatien. But it if to fe conjiJered h 
aiijmr to this, that if Mr- BonncllV Pi- 
ety baJ Hot hen of afirain "pery rarely to 
he met with^ his Life ought mt to have hen 
Ttihlifhei at all^ ^wce his Station ivdj pri- 
vate^ anJ he was, only great in firtue and 
Religion. The Uves of Princet,Statefmeny 
Mud Generals, mufi he written^ whether they 
they have heen good Men or ho-, hecaufe their 
Lrves make up the general Hiflory ofKing^ 
doms and States, and confequently of the 
World; and 'tis fit (hat their Fices jboulJ 
he laid open as well as their, Firtues^ that 
fi thofe who fucceed them in their Honour^ 
and Employments, may he eneoura^d to U 
mitate their FirttieSy that fo they may en' 
tail Honour and Praife upon ^heir Hames^ 
and avoid their Fifes, that they may Jc 
pure tbemfelves from Infamy and Rfproafb 
with Pojlerity. But the World has no ufe 
for a Private Mati*s Life^ if there he no- 
thing extrMrdinary in it^ hut only a eom* 
mon mixture of Firtues and Frailties, futh 
as ara matter of daily Ohfervation, Tfye 
iMe of a Privtfte Man Jhould only he Puh- 
liped when hi^ Firtues are very fbining^ 
and his Goodnefifo rpnarkahle, that bis Ex- 
ample may do good to Mankind. But when

As to bis Piety ^f bad a degree of Warmth 
and !Zeal^ that feem^d near Entbu^am; to- 
gether with oH the Solidity, Cwfiancy, and 
Regnlarity, that the Principles efReafon and 
Revelation are apt to produce, in a mind that 
fncerely gives it-felfup to ie conduced hy 
them ; the Example pas mt^ Edifying^anJ 
fiirr'd up many to Imitation. 

As to bis fiumility,«ndStoeetneft ^tam- 
per, thej were exiraordiHafy,and madebim 
comply with bis Fri€nds,i>t feveral hftances 
that etherwife wmd baite ieen very nne^e 
to him ; he feffm*d to have ai little of Self iv 
his own Opiinions «* MNons^at any that I ever 
knew; andcoddtiPftb the ^entefi Chear- 
fnlnefsji

He had a peculiar f^aiueftr Fri^JJbip^ 
and the Art^ in PerfeHion^ of managing it 
t0 advantage j efpeeially that part of it, that 
is exercisdin Reproofs; inwhich hewasfucb 
a Mafter, that he f o«V gain accefs into the 
roH^efl Minjst and reprefent to them, their 
Fadts, ivithfi much Artifice, that they coi^J 
not hut fee and acknowledge their Deformity^ 
without heing effended at him who held the 
Clafs fo them : He coud do this,mt only tt 
Friends, (with tohofe Humour he was ac- 
qnainted^ hut likewife to Strangers, with fuch 
a peculiarity of Addrefs, that hefometimes 
laid the FoundatioH of Frie*id(hip in a Re- 
proof, tho^ it ie too often the Cat^e af its 
diffolution. 

He aHedttivards all with' Prudence and 
Plaimiefs; heco^dvery trell penetrate into 
the Hearts and Dejigns of Men. And his 
Dif cover ies were attended with Faithfulnefs 
arid Secrefie : His Friends were commonly.

But this he 
was riot lopg polTcfs'd of, for he Dy'd in the,D«W 
Year i(Stf4, leaving his Sorijamts SomeIl&ai!i 
One Daughter to the Care of his Wife,a Wo-, 
l^n ofjingular Piety and Prudence, bothi 
Wp^ flic employed in the Education of her 
B> St)rf 
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Son, chiefly in giving a right Tini9:are to his 
Mind, and feafoning it with the Loreof Vir- 
tne and Religion. 

After he had been Inftrufted in the firlt 
Rudimentsof Learning in Z>«i/iH, he wasfcnt 
CO Trym-School. and committed to the Care 
of the Reverend Doftor Tenifm^ now Lord 
Biihop oi Mtath-^ by whofe Inftruftions he 
equally Imptov'd in Learning and Religion ; 
and To great Senfe had he ofhisMafters Kind- 
nefs and Care, that he mentions it more than 
once in his private Papers, with very grateful 
Acknoniedgments : And his Lordfiiip doth 
fiill remember with Pleafure, Mr. Somen's 
early Accompli (hments, and was pleas'd lately 
thus to exprefs himfelf to me by Letter con-

And 'twas very happy for 
Mr. Freeman^ that he found one who had all 
thofe Qualifications, which he cou'd wifh in aa 
Inftruftor aid Friend for his Son : Great Sweec- 
nefs of Temper, join'd with a found and pe- - 
setrating Judgment ; a Sedate Gravity to 
commara Refped, ' mixM with an eafy 
Chearfi}lnefs to gain Lovei a happy way 
of Explaining the Difficulties of Learning, 
having clear Notions himfelf, of what be un- 
dertook to make Intelligible to his Pupil ; a 
noble Genius and lively Fancy, tempei'd with 
Dilcretion and Prudence; and what was more 
valuable than all tfaefe, great Strif^nefs of Life, 
and an excellent Talent at Recommending 
Piety to Young Perfons^ which is a peculiar 
Art ; few knowing bow to cloath Edigion in 
its Tme DreTs, nioO: making it ratbcr a Bur- 
then than a Pkafure to Beginners, lb as ra- 
ther to frighten them from it, than engage 
' them to love it. 

This Gentleman, Mr, Bmnell, very happily 

Inftru^d, making the moft DiiGcult parts of 

^Learning, Plfin and ^afy to him; but his 

Principal Aim was, to give Young Mr. Fr(e- 

'tnan rig|it Notions of Religion and Virtue ; 

r which 
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which he not only cndearourM inhlscoDftant 
ConverfatioQ with bim, but for Hii ufe Com- 
posM many Pious Meditations, nith (hortRe- 
flexions and Advices upon the daily Occur- 
rences of Life. 

He continn'd in Mr. FreemM'% Family till Gwi tMnr 
the Year 1678, and then went with his PupU HoWuiAmth 
into HtMand^ and ftay'd near a Year in Sir Lt- ^*^«x^. 
dine Jetiiinis Family at Nimtguea\erj much""*"* 
to his Satisfadion. From Nimegiun he went 
in the EmbaRadors Company through FUn- 
dtrs and HoUdtid, and fo returnM for Englmd. 
From that time he continn'd with his Papil till 
the Year 1683, when Mr. Frrtmiw was fent 
into tranct and IttUy. In 1684, Mr. Bonnell 
went into FrMce^ and met Mr. Freemtm at 
Lions; and in His Company Viiited feteral 
Parts of France ■■ And fo great was his Tender- 
nefsaad Concern for Mr.FreniMff,that he being 
taken Daageronfly m of the Snuf-Pftx at Tiwr/, 
Mr. BomttU conftantly ExpoCd himfelf to 
that Diftemper, tho' 'cwas what he never had ; 
and upon his being able to Ufe them, fnpply*a 
him with many Excellent Meditations, and of- 
ten joinM with him in Prayers and Thankt 
givings for his Recovery. 

By his Prudent Behaviour, and Ingeuou 
Converfation at JNimegntn^ he procnr'd Sir 
Leolint Jenhn^i Eftecm and Friendlhip, who 
in bis Letters to Mr. Freemdm*s Father, highly 
Applauded Mr. Bonneffs Conduft, and wat 
ever ready to ierve him with his Intereftst 
Conrt, when bis Affairs required it. And, 
with lUrped to bis Papu Mr, frunkm^

Religion would hate thek firit and Principal

Cfaarad!er,ii)beVidouS or Frophaoe. Siwfr 
oaghc to be Enquired after, <br this iNbUe 
Tmft, frioare not narrow ia thefa-.Portants, 
nor' fertile in their Natures, and have bad it 
GeaeroBs Educaci*^ Thenifelres ;- fucb winlii' 
Prtfeace Carries AwealoBf^ with it, and nbofii 
Lives are.tit to be nude E^terfis,ta their Ptf- 
^Is. And wfaeir fucb exceUeac-fenTons artf 
i6und,they are to be Tfeated in fucb amaa* 
acr, as may bring both tfaeir PerS>BS and £iflF« 
ployniencs into ^teem and Credit ', as may 
plainly ftew, that They and their Labocrs are 
highly l^z'd and Vahi^. By tbismeans the 
gteacflt:Tnift Jft cfaeCanmoii-Wsakli} and 
ttpW 
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upon which moll Depends^ wOuId aot be pat 
(as it too often tia^pcDs'i into the worit 
Hands ^ whofor want of Right Qualities, are 
neglef^ed bythore, whole Bulineis it is to Se- 
cure them from Contempt, and whofe Exam- 
ple Influences Others^ till they lofe all Autho- 
rity, even with thoft who are under their 
Gate, and confequeotly all Capacity of doing 
them Good- But with Mr. BaantH^ 'twas 
entirely Otherwife; He was every way Qiiaii- 
i^'d to gain Efteem, His Learning and Pm- 
dence,his Behavioiir and manner of Life com- 
manded jult Refpei^i His Fortune fecur^d him 
from all Temptations to mean Compliances, 
(for on that alone he could bare Sobllfted) 
and the great feverity of his Life, Exacted Re- 
verence nrom all he ConrersM with. 

During Mr. BonneS'% ftay in Mr. Frtemm*% 
Family, he had frequent Returns of Sicknels 
and Pain \ his Conftitution was Tender and 
cafily Injured : And I find by the Meditations 
be then Compos'd, That his Body was an un- 
comfortable Companion to his Mind ■, andtbac 
be was frequently Difturb'd in his Religions 
Courle, by Bodily Diforders. He complains 
with great l^llion of himfelf, for being fome- 
times Uneafy under a load of Sickneis, and 
wifhing its removal with coo much eagernefi. 
One or two of thele Meditations Written ia 
the Year 1680, in the Twenty Seventh Year 
of his Age, will give the Reader a View of 
of his happy Progrefs in Piety \ and how 
Bravely he encountred the Difficulties he met 
wiUi, from Che World and Himfelf j from a 
Dilleia- 
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Diftemper'd Body, and thofc other Infirmi- 
ties which all Mankind feel, and are not to 
be entirely conquer'd while we are in this 
World. 

Thus in one place he confeffcs his Weak- 
nefs to God, and Prays for his Help. ' O my 

* God ! What fliall I think of ray Self? What 

* fliall 1 fay to Thee! What am I but a Sinful 
' Dilcontented Creatnre, whofe Obedience 

* has at befl: been very Imperfeft ! Thou halt 

* long AfBiQed me with a Lingring Sicknefs 
' in the Flower of my Life ; and haft added 

* (becaufe I have not duly Improv'd by this) 
' other ChaAifements beiides, and which 1 
' hope have not wanted their Effed upon my 

* Soul. Thou Lord art Wife, and thy Wif- 

* dom is deeply to be ador'd by us, which I 

* humbly defire to do. But ah ! Lord had 

* my Wifdom beentochoofemy Chaftifement, 

* I noald have had lefs of a Painful Sicknefs, 
*and moreoffuch other AffltSions, as thoa 
' layeft upon Men ^ and this, not to pleafe my 
' Flelh, but for the Good of my Soul \ having 

' found by lb much Experience, that this is not - 

* fp proper to kill our Sins, and turn onr 
'Hearts to thee^ not fo mortifying to the 

* Pride or Difcontent of oar Minds ; not fo 
'quickening to Repentance, and other Chri- 
' ftian Graces, as the lofs of Eftate, and dif- 
' pleafure of Men \ thefalfenefs of Fricnds,and 

* injnries from Others. True indeed, when 

* once Thou didft raifc my Sicknefs fo, as to 

* confume my Body, and make even my Life 
. * Oaogeroas, through the Bleffing of Thy 

C 'Grace 
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* Grace, it had a faving EfFcd upon my Soul : 

* But in all other times, the Natural EfTedt of 

* it bas beeo, to make me Intermit my Devo- 

* tions, add DJftnrb my Pious Thoughts ; to 

* matte me Uneafy and Difcontentcd with my 
' Condition, and Impatient after Change. 

* But in other AffliQions,whilethc Health of 

* Body remains Entirp, the Heart is Humbled, 

* our Devotions are Quickned, and we Faft 

* and Pray to good pnrpofe, till out Soul is 

* brought over to Thee, and conlirm'd io thy 

* Ways. If t now fall;, it is not only all the 

* time in Pain, but ends in more, by Encrealing 

* myDifliemper, andlndifpofingmy Mind for 

* the Exercifes of Religion-, the conftant Pra- 

* ftice of which alone maintains the Life of 

* my Soul. And yet Thou choofelt thus to 

* Afflia me ftlll ! However Lord, 1 will Faft, 

* and O ! that I may never omit to Pray. And 

* do "Jhou, O Lord, Fortify my Soul I bc- 

* feech Thee, that in That I may ever Perfe- 

* vere : Let rae confider that the Life of my 

* Soul is above the Health of my Body, bow- 

* ever I find it daily to Decay. 

* Upon the whole, O my God, I am weary 

* of being Diicontented and Murmuring a- 

* gaiuH Thee. I humbly confefs, that 1 nave 

* found in the Depth of my Heart, that my 

* Prayers to Thee, for making me ContenbKl 
^ with my Condition, have had too often this 

* meaning, tlMC Thou (hould'ftroakemy Con- 

* dition filch as I might (vouchfafe to) be coo* 

* tented with; and that when I havereTolv'd 

* to fubmit my felf to Tbee, and be contented. 
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* it has beea with a profpect, or fccret hopes, 

* after fuch a Condition-, and that therefore, 

* when Thoa haft difapointcd thcfe wilful and 

* groundlefs Hopes, 1 have refum'd my former 
' Impatience : This, Lord, upon a Serious Re- 

* view, has been too often the Scnfe of my 

* Heart. But behold, I am truly Difpleas'd at 

* my Self, and both Weary and AOiam'd of 

* my Impatience \ and therefore do delire 

* moft humbly to Return nnto Thee, and with 
' Thee, to Condemn my Self. Thou haft 
' Touchfafed often, to enlighten and qnlet my 
' Soul, who have- not deferred that favour 

* from Thee : And this one Conlideratioa 
' (hall £itis6e me, as it has done^ that Thoo 

* only know'ft the time of my Life here, and 
' how to make a fuitable Provifion for that 

* time. Yet, O Lord, I groan under the Bnr- 

* den of an Aking Flelh, and maayCtho' not 
' Extream, which is thy Mercy) never inter- 

* n3itting Pains. My Sins inde»l deferve this, 

* and more: But might 1 choofc for the good 

* of my Soul, as Ifatd, ^which I know thon 

* doft favour,) I (houM with Submifllon to thy 

* WilHora, defircfome other kind of Chaftife- 

* menc and take leave to wonder at thy Difpen- 
' fation to me. But I am abundantly fatisiy'd, 

* and aflur'd in my felf, from thy immenfe 
' Wiidom and exceeding Love, to which I 

* heartily and cheerfully refign up my felf, 

* that even this is beft for my Soul, however 
' unlikely it feems to me. Thy Wifdom is 

* above myShaUowComprehenfion, and there- 

* fore to Thee 1 Saaifice thefe GHmmertng 

C 1 Sparks 
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* Sparks of m7 faint Reafon, and (hall repofe 
' my Self upon Thy mighty Love. 

Another time Reflefting upon the Sins, 
which had been the EITe As of his Sicknefs and 
Atfliftion, he endeavours to quiet his Mind, 
by propoiiog to it the more dapgerous Sins, 
which generally attend Profpcrlty and Health, 

* Yoi fee, O my Soul, (fayj he) what Sins Stck- 

* nefs and Affliftion lead you to, (which in- 
' deed are 111, and the Lord in Mercy grant 

* me Pardon for them,) but you do not fee to 

* how much greater, Health and Plenty, Free- 

* dom and Appiaufe, Honour and the good 

* things of this World,- wou'd have brought 
' you, had God vouchfafed them. It is not 

* polfible for thee, to have a profpeft of thefe ; 

* but frnm the wickednefs of thy Heart, thoa 

* may'ft guefs what wou'd have become of 
' thee, had he dealt with thee with a more 

* bountiful Hand, and as he docs with fome o- 

* thers. The Child that dare Sin even under 

* the Rod, what wou'd it have done in the 

* midft of Smiles? 

* O Let the confideration of thofe Sins, 

* from which the goodnefs of God has kept 

* thee, make thee heartily contented with the 

* way that he hath taken with thee •, and ex- 
' ceeding joyful with that Condition, which 

* bath been a means to thee of avoiding any 

* one Sin. It is a Curfed Delufion of the 
' Devil, who plunges Souls in Sin, that have 
' begun only to Tamper with it*, and draws 

* them wholly away from God, who have 
» wantonly turn'dalittleout of the right Path; 
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' by making them believe That now their 

* Hand is in they may go on.: that fincc they 

* have begun a Score, it will not much encreafe 

* their Guilt, to gratify themfelves in the next 
'Enjoyments: The Sum of their Guilt will 

* be much the fame, if having gone fo far, they 
' take t'other Satisla<flion in alfo ; the fame 
' Repentance will ferve to account for both, 

* and the fame Humiliation to wipe out all, 
' and ihis Temptation feldom fails to carry 

* iti efpccially when there is a Itrong Party 

* within, and a predifpoCtion in our Minds 

* by former Commiflions. But O my Soul, let 

* meknow that it is 1 nfinite matter ot Rejoyclng, 
' to be fav'd from one Sin ; that we who bear 
'upon God's Patience by our Commifiions, 

* ftioa'd rather than difplcafe him, fufFer any 

* thing, to avoid one Evil. The contrary is 
' the Language of a Heart alineated from God, 

* and that has forgot the Sweets of his Fa- 
' vour : befidcs the confequence is more fatal, 
' and feldom terminates in one Sin ; butcn- 

' creaiing the Enmity of our Will towards ■ 

* God, difpofes us afterwards to commit the 
*^fame, and other Sin$, maliciouQy, and in a 
^ kind of Defiance to him, which before we 

* did out of Weakncfs and Childilh Infirmity, 

* For the Firft Sins which are committed by 

* a Child of God, are Innocent, in refpeft of 
' the additional Repetitions, which are com- 
' mitted on prefumption of God's reconcilea- 

* blenefs, and hopes of Repentance : For this 

* does Two Things ; It habituates the Perfon 
J p ttje Sio, a»d makes him more powerfully 

C 3 .* dif- 
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' difpos'd to it by a bodily and mental Ha- 

* bit and Incliaation : And it raifes in his 

* Mind aSenfe ofgreater Guilt, and by con- 

* fcquence of God's Difpleafiirci The efFcft 

* of n hich is, that he contra^s an Enntity to 
^ God ; for being habituated and inclined to 

* his Sin, and knowing on the other fide, that 

* God is difpleas'd with him for it, he likewife 

* becomes Angry with God, who ftands in the 

* way of his Enjoyment and Gratifying him- 

* &lf^ and this breeds Enmity to God, which 

* is the cooftant Affcftion of a Sinner, as Love 

* is of a Saint, and nothing more hardens our 

* Heart from returning to God, or concludes 

* us inaltateof Sin, than this does; becaufe 

* it makes us Sin malicioufly, the Breach is 

* made wide, and Reconciliation not eafy ; 
' and in the mean time Habits growPower- 

* ful,3nd they carry away the Soul that is thus 

* Eflrang'd from God, with the fame eare,that 

* a Wolf devoursa Solitary Sheep that is gone 

* aftray, and cjuite outof tt1e^ghtofitsShep- 
* herd. It is in the condition of the Ifraelitts^ 

* when Mofes wasfo long in the Mount; jis 
' for this Man ("and this God) vho hnught us 
' out of Egypt, we know not what is hecome of 

* them : "Up,, let m make other Godt. 

' Hear, O Lord ray God, the Humble Re- 

* queft ofThy Unworthy Servant, according 

* as I unfcignedly defire to pour it out before 

* Thee; Let me have Grace to ferveThec; 

* Let me be deliver'd from every Sin, and all 

* occalionsof Falling^ Let me have Grace to 

* yip.% opofl Tbee with never ceafing 

DiligMce 
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* Diligence, in well'doing io humble, con- 

* Itant, and earned Prayer ; Let me proceed 
' in Holinefs, Exemplarincfs, and all Chrifti- 
' an Graces i make me Inwardly Sound in re- 

* fpeitofmy feJf^, and Outwardly Infiuentia! 
' to all I convcrfe with : that thy Grace may 
' be in my Heart and on my Tongue, in my 
' Looks and in my Eyes, and Aiine bright ia 
' all my Aftions. 

• Teach me, O my God, the wifdom of 
' Salvation, and let me underftand Thy Will, 

* and way of proceeding in dealing with my 

* Soul. In ail ray Sufferings I find that this 

* gives me eafe, and makes me able quietly to 

* fubmit, while Thou doft tell my Soul, hit 

* thy Wm I jhoH^ thus Suffer-^ For in fubmit- 

* ting to Thy Will, I hope to pleafe Thee; 

* ana in gaining Thy Favour, I gain more 

* than the World can make me lofe. Farc- 

* wel then all Frojsfts and vain Contrivances j 

* this is the VTiB of my God, This muft be 
' beft for my Soil; Here I will ftay, and 

* here will I fubmit. 

The great Benefit of thefe fevcre Tryals, 
from Sicknefs and other AfBidtions he exprefles 
in the following Meditation, Compos'd foon 
after the Former. 

* O Lord, Thou didfl: bring the Wife Hea- 

* then to the knowledge of Thy Son, by 
' the leading of a Star : How early didfl: 
' Thou make them partakers of this great 

* Bleffing! whofcMinds having duly improv'd 

* their Natural Light, Thou didlt Form by 

* Thy Bleficd Spirit to that degree of Saving 

G 4 ' Hu- 
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* Humility, that they were not offended at the 

* meannefs of onr Saviours Circumftances. 
' Had not that exceeding grtttt 7fl)f,wherewitK 

* they were Tranfported, when they faw the 
■ ' Star Conducing them to the place where 

* our Saviour lay, buried all Carnal AlFcftions 

* in them, the Pride of their Heart woud 

* have made them have flung back, as NAomati 

* did from £///)!»«, faying, furely we thought 

* to have found feme great Prince richly At- 

* tended, and in defpight of the Heavenly 
' Signal, counted all but a Dclufion, and have 
' refusd to have fubmitted their reafon to Jo 

* great Abfurdities: ButThou,0 Lord,didfl; 

* not only enlighten their Eyes, but touch 
' their Hearts, and inflame their Spirits with 

* Heavenly Afftftjons, fo that when they faw 

* the > tar, they rejoyced with exceeding great Joy, 
» Thou, O Lord, haft thought fit to Afflift 

* me in divers manners; in Mercy I Truft for 

* the good of my Soul, that thou may ft not 
' Condetnn me rv.th the World : But, O Gtaci- 

* cious Lord, while 1 find .my Soul mov'd 
< to Thee by fuch Cbaftifements, while 1 find 
( e^ch ofthemto have its natural and due Ef- 

* ftift upon my Spirit, while I find my Sool 

* humbled by Reproaches, my Mind drawn 
t off the World, and refign'd to Thee with 

'( humble and contented depeudance at Loffes J 
( whileit isthuswith meuponeachOccalion; 

* Let Men contemn and fpcait evil of me ; 

* Let the News come of the lofs of my Eftatc 
' or other Calamity, I fliall Rejoyce, O my

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*- brings me to the Haven vtre I nonld be^ and to 
' that temper of Mind, which is more preci- 

* DOS than all things open Earth. Indeed 

* trhile Afflidions have net this due EfTed they 
' are like wandering Fires, that lead my Soul 

* fo much the more Aftrayj but when they 

* A«vf,they are like this BlcIIed Star thatCon- 
' duds me to my Saviour -, whom when I 

* find warming my Soul with heavenly AfFc- 
■* aions, I cannot but Rejoice leith exceeding 

' i^eat Joy ; with Joy, to find my Lord, while 

* I lofe the Worlds with 7(>>' to find my hea- 

* Tenly Phyfick work kindly on my Soul; 

* and an Eternal Health fpringing up in it. 

* O my God, fo guide me, fo condud qie, fo 

* prepare my SonL gnd temper my Mind, 

* that I may chearfijlly follow the Motions of 

* Thy.Blefled Providence, and yield my felf 
' to the mighty Workmanfliip of thy Eternal 

* Spirit. 

There is another thing which I Oiall here 
take notice of, concerning Mr. BomelPs early 
and bappy progrefs in Piety ^ which is, that 
as both at Ctanbritige^nd Mr. Freeman's he was 
a conftant Communicant, fo his fctf Examina- 
tions for the Sacrament were ftrift and fevere. 
He began very early "a- molt ufeful Praftice, 
which he continued during his whole Life, 
and that was, upon every Return of the Holy 
Sacrament, to put down in Writing thofe 
Thoughts which at that time molt Affeded 
and Entertained his Mind. I have a good 
number of Sacramental Meditations, compos'd 
^y hiqi, betwixt the Twenty Firft and Twen- 
ty 
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ty ScTcnth Years of his Age : A Time of Life 
too commonly giren np to Senfnality and Va- 
nity. But here we fee a Young Man inftead 
of Intinlging himfelf in Folly and Pleafure, 
Bemoaning and Confelliag hisSinSj earnefily 
Praying for Grace to relifl: every Temptati- 
OQ, and taking more Pains to gc his Soul for 
appearing at the Lord's Table, than others at 
that Age ufually do to Cloath and Adorn 
their Body's. The following Confeffion and 
Prayer, Written on iVhltfon Eve^ia the Twen- 
ty Sixth Year of his Age, will fufficiently con- 
firm what I fay. 
^ O my God, I know I am uowof thy, and I 

* believe I am mnch more ^ I fee my Sins to 

* be very great, but when thoa flialt open 

* mine Eyes, (as I humbly entreat tixt) I fbaU 
' * fee them much greater. I who had under- 

* taken the higheft Degree ofHolinefs find my 

* felf not only to have come Ihort of thy

Jtuit at Scctt-Cfiiy in his Anedions, fo a mighty zeal for 
trEmflof thM, a Contempt of this World, and a Mind 
vttntt. rais'd above Us perilhing concerns, had before 
this time given him strong delires of quit- 
ting all Seailar Employments, and dedicating 
himfelf entirely to the fervice of God ; Ic 
cou'd be no Worldly confideratioo which 
fiiggefted thatthonght to him ^ for the Tem- 
poral Advantages of his Office, were greater 
than what he cou'd have expefted in a long 
time, from any Ecclefiaftical Preferment \ and 
his Station was belldes, of fufficient Dignity 
and Credit. But in things relating to God, 
he conferred not with Flep ttnd Slood ^ and no- 
thiognindred him from adually cntring into 
HolyOrders,bac theconHderation that his Em- 
ployment was a great Tmlt, and that he mnft 
' render an Account to God, not only for hi» 
Difcharge ofit, but for theHandsiatowhich 
be fliou'd put it: A Man of knowledge and

His dellres of entring into the Miiiiltryj^n Enemy u 
were of a very early Date-, for I find that fc-Sff/<"Vi«j /or 
feral Attempts were made by his Friends, do- Pr^w»»«»*' 
ring his Refideace in EngUnd) to procure him 
fome fettlement in the Church there ; fome of 
which mighthavefucceeded, had he feconded 
his Friends 2eal. by any Endeavours of his 
owa: But tkat he was io far from doing, 
that he reckon'd it a great uahappinds to the 
Church, that Incereft aud Application had a- ' 
ny (hare in the difpo&l of Spiritual Things. 
And when his Friend, Mr. Freemtai,ovl of a 
feafe of Mr- BotmelPs great Merit, and the Ser- 
vices he had done him, defign'd to have pur- 
chased the Advowlbn of a Benefice, that he 
might prefent Mr. BomeU to it ; be himfelf 
was the only Ferfon that oppos'd it, and lb 
difappointed the kind lateations of his Friend. 
And 'tis probable that fome Endeavours of Ihs 
Friends^for his Advantaee, occafion'd the fol- 
lowing Meditation, Written in the Yean 680, 
wherein we will fee what were hisfentiments 
Kf folicitiog for fipploynienjis in the Church i 
and 
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and what Motives he propofes to himfetf, why 
he (hoa'd in all thofc Affairs , chearfnlty Ibb- 
mit to the Will of God, and acquiefce io his 
Wifflom. 

' I have often thought it (fayj he) a great 
' misfortune of fbme Men, nhofe condition 

* engages them in foliciting for Preferment 

* and Places, which they often mifs ^ and aa 

* unhappy effeA of fomc Employments, par- 
' ticularly in Divinity. And I can't but pi- 

* ty foch Men whofc Employments almoft nc - 

* ceflarily engage them in (ftch conflicts, as 

* fcem very uneafy to Flelh and Blood,and very 

* apt to fhock a Chriftian Temper ; For to 
' vpbat is one carried more violently, than to 

* grudge and hate a Rival or Competitor ? 
' To fpeakEvil of him when occafion is offer'd, 

* andenvy him ifhefucceeds? And what Jea- 

* loulies, what AnimoHtses, what Heart-Burn- 

* ings, are commonly the effeft of fuch De- 

* bates; are naturally apt (without much 

* ftruggline with ones fclf) to be produced

his Aflions, fuch unfh^ken Fidelity was his 
Rule and Goide, fo known an Enemy was he 
to Faftion and Intrigue j that he was not on- 
ly free from Blame, but even Siil^icion ; and 
the Enemies of his Religion Revcrenc'd his 
Perfon. 

He wanted not his (hare of thofe Appre- 
hcoiions, which the ftate of thefe Kingdoms 
('and of Ireland in particniar) rais'd in the 
Minds of all tree Proteftants ^ He faw the 
Clouds gathering, and expcfted and prepar'd 
for a Storm : But the Effe(fts which thefe 
threatning Dangers had upon him, were dif- 
ferent from what they prodac'din the genera- 
lity of Men. For, inltesd of being difinay'd 
at the profpeft of them, inftead of linking na- 
deraioad of Fears, anddefpairing ofDelive- 
rance, he conlider'd the true end and great 
benefit of judgments ; and what need molt 
Churches have, of being awaken'd by Corre- 
ftioas, who are too apt to be corrupted by 
Profpcrity, and luU'd a deep by a long courlc 
of Peace and Safety. Therefore Writing to 
his Friend Mr. Strype^ in the Year id8(^, ha 
exprefies himfelf thus. ' The Armyisalrea- 
I dycbaog'd, and God kno^vswbatan Efie>%

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* an Ecclefiaftical Commiffion might produce 

* in the Church. I find our Church-men ex- 
'■ pea it. Our Civil Officers depend on the 
' King's Plcafiirc^ among the reft, my Telf. I

* ing the Church of EngltirA \ and had rather, 
' if it pleafc God, bear my (hare in Suffer- 

* ing, than that any fcandalous Pcrfons,(hou'd

' if it might be made happy with a quickening 
f Difcipiine. 

All that Reign, his Thoughts "were very 
much eraploy'd, in arming nimfelf againft 
thofc Dangers which he faw approaching, and 
prepiring for the Tevereft Tryals. His Pri- 
vate Papers are full of excellent Prayers and 
Meditations, proper for a Devout Chriftian in 
times of Difficulty andDiftrjefs. Andhefeems 
to have then Idbour'd more, than at any time 
of his Life before, to dtfengage his Affeftions 
entirely from this World, and bring his Mind 
to fuch A n I ndifFerency to it, that he might not 
be at all folicitous about his Fate here, but Itill 
be ready and willing to remove upon thefirft 
Summons. It was then his daily work to for- 
tify his Soul, with a noble Faith m' God, 
with true Chriftian Courage and BraveTy,aDd 
the firmefb refolutions of Sacrificing v^j?, even 
Life it felf, to God and his Duty, mou'dhebe 
call'dto it.

And we have reafon to Blefs God 
that he (among other Religious PerIbBs}wa9 
then devoutly employ'd in fervent Addrefles 
to God for his Church and our Holy Religion;

Tho* Mr, BenneS\>ox:% his own fharc of the

our Troubles not producing that Reformati- 
on among Proieftants vJhich might have beea 
expected while the Rod was upon them, tho' 
no doubt a great many were very much bet- 
tered by it. What his fenfeofthefc things 
were will ruffi:ientiy appear by the enfuing

' Wickednefs \ the Judgments of Ood gone 
' ont ^infti[,and yet the Inhnbitants of ie 
' do pot learn Righteoufoers ; God fceras re- 
' folve(l to Reform or Cut us off, aqd yet lit- 

* tie Reformation appears. And what caa 

* thofe nowdo whofeethi^ftace ofoor Age, 

* who fee it, and fee thcmfelves without Pow- 

* ertohelpit? Who fee the Wicked nefi of 
' the World and canqot fnatch Men outof 
? the Fire ? Where is the Lord God oiEUjsh ? 
' Where is the Promife of the Comforter, fo 

* plentifully fulfilled to the Blefled Apoftles 
' of our Lord ? Whereis ihi' double Porti- 
1 OQ of his Spirit that defcended on them? 

* Is not the Promif ■, Hejha/l remain vlth yoit 

* dwayt ? Lord God, theftfare thy Flock now, 

* as much as they wer^ of Old, th^ People 

* and the Shfepof thy Pafture, tho' they have

When in the Progrefs of the War, the 
Proteftants in Dhbtin were deny*d the exercife 
^/theic Religion ^ their Churches tara'd in- 
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to Prifons, aod their Minifters confia'd : Mr. 
BenneS deeply lamented thofe Sins nhich 
biought down that which he accounted th^ 
fevereft of God's Jodgmepts; and endea-t 
vonr'd to fupply the want bftheChiirches 
publick Prayers, by the greater Conftancy and 
Feivorsof hisPrivate Devotions. Thus 7«ot 
the i^th 16^0, a few Days before the Vifto^ 
ryofthe *o*», heexprcfs'dthe Sorrowsand 
Devotion of his Soul, in the following Medi* 
tatiob. 

' Juftly,0 Lord, for our negligence in thy 

* Worlhip and Service, doft Thou ftin: us 

* out from the liberty of meeting together to 

* Celebrate it. Yet even this 1 truftftlll turn 

* to good, to thofe thatFear Thee, inmaking

^ Tby Qraeebe wanting to osj for Tboa 

* can'ft 
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* cao'ft work without means, as well ai »iA 

* them ; aed even diis fevore difpen&tion of 

* Thy Providence, will be turn'd to a merey 

* to all of us, if it puts us upon Rq)cntaiice 

* for all our abufcs of that great freedom of 
' Thy Holy Ordinances, which Thou haft fo 

* long indulged to as; for our irrererent, 

* carelefs, undeTout Behaviour in Thy Wor- 

* ftip; for our plea^ng our fclres in other 
' things, in our coming into Thy Houfit of 

* Prayer, bcildes meeting and ferving Thes 

* ourGod. If it help us to repent of theft a- 

* bufes of Thy Houfe here, before Thou take 

* us to Thy Houfe in tiie Heavens-, and if it 
*■ mis us with hungdngs, and thirftings,and 
' longings after thofe opportunities of ferv- 

* ing Thee, which we have too flightly valn'd 
^ hitherto ; Thou may'ft make even a total 

* deprivement, turn to a greater Blefllng, to 

* as,''asl trunrtbonwiltdo, ifthon Ihaltthinlc 
f fit 1*0 to deal with us ) than the freelt enjoy- 

* ment.Thoa knoweft how to cpndufl: thy Ser? 

* vants to thy Self; for this is the end of all 

* their Travels ; O let this Aim fill our Souls, 
^ and we (hall unconcernedly leave to Thee 
^ tbe ordering of thethingsof this World, 
' which we haredanewith. 

But thefe Calamities were foon over, fuc- 
ceeded by all that Joy which long wifli'd for 
Liberty, Safety and Peace con'd give. One 
general Releafe difirhargM all our PriTonersj 
9ndour Churches again returnM to their true 
life, and became Houfes of Prayer. And af 
Mr. Sonnei had always cxprefs'd bis Sorrow 
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In GcBiteatial Complaints and Ferreot Pray- 
ers to God, fo DOW his Joy turned all to Praif- 
es. But how different were his Reflexions 

opotti.ehat forprizing Turn of Affairs, from 
tboreof moft others, who Ihar'd in the deli- 
verance it gave! As different it is to befear*d 
ashb Behaviour had been before. The mn- 
tual CarelTes of the Proteftants, after their 
new-gain'd Freedom, he improved to the no- 
bleQ; parpofes, thence to raife his Mind to 
Hearen, and contemplate thofe endearments, 
that Seraphic Love and Joy which (hall 611 the 
Souls of the faithful, at their meeting in 
that happy place. 
■neDay of * How did we fee (lays he) the Proteftants 
Dublin'r De- ' on the great day of our Revelation, Thitrf- 
UwTtvce. 4 ^^the Thirdof >/>, (aDay evertobere-

' treated, and what from time to tim? they

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* O cbat diis may be a happy T)pe to u^ 
' as ii is as lively an Emblem as this World 
*'. can give of the joyfal meeting of the Scr- 

* Taats of God in Heaven at the great day of 
' Jubilee, when all the Terrors of Death and 

* jodgment fliall be orer, and Chrift our 

* great Deliverer Ihalt have put all oar Ene- 

* mics under bis Feet. How will they thea 

* Embrace and Cktngratolate for their Efcape 

* from all their Terrors and Fears ! How ffill 

* they welcome one another into that btefled 

* and fecure abode of eternal Peace and Joy! 

* How may we ftppoft, will they enquire of 

* one another, how they paft through thofe 
' days wherein they were parted ! Wbatdif* 

* ficulties they met with in Life, after the o* 

* th«rs had left them ! With what Apprehen- 

* Cons or Terrors they paft through theif 

* IsftAgonyl And what comforts or Inpporct 

* they had under it! One wiDiay,! remem- 
' ber you were a Prifoher in Bondage to 
*■ Sin, and under the flavery of divers Lufts ; 

* How were you fet free ? How did yon con- 
*■ quer thofe great and ftnbborn Enemies we

After this manner did Mr. BomeU improTt 
that great Deliverance \ and lb much did Re- 
ligion polTefs his Thoughts, that (as I find 
from his Papers^ it was his ufnal Pra^ice^froni 
tfae daily Occnrrences of Che World^ and the 
ftioft familiar Affairs of Life, to draw fuch 
Refle&ionS) as might belt keep hJs Mind in a 
dtToiic frame, and confirm him in his Duty. 

But His (hare in that general Joy was fooil 
abated, from Two Caufcsi Tteonepartico- 
lar to Htmfcif; The other of more publick 
Concernment. The Death of his Mother was 
his particular canfe of Grief, which be heard of 
by the flrit Letters that came from Engloid^ 
and wbidi he iamented with true Religions 
Sorrow. He bore her the traderefl: Refbeai^ 
as fteti as gt%atell: Love ; for She had done 
, Ctcry thing for him, which natural fondneft 
or ittigious coa(%fQ cou'd fug^eft ; and be 
was ftnfible of all his Obligations to her^ 
from Duty and Gratitude, as well as Nature. 
His Meditations upon her Death, (too long 
and particular to be here inferted) (hew a Spi- 
rit tnily afQided for fuch a Lofs \ yet fubout- 
ting without Murmur to the Will of Gocl,~ 
th* greateft Love to his Parent, yet greater 10 
Him who had Eaken her away. 
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His other casft of Trottble, and what Hr Lemmtt 
toochM him as iimfibly as any Lofs cou*d do, thtpiv^ie^ 
was Che little Rcforntatioti which the IvA^-^yf^"". "f' 
meets of God had wrought in this Kingdom. ^ T. "" 
He reafonably txpcaed that thofc who had ^^""""* 
lamcDted the waoc of their Charches, (hon'd 
throng to thera with Joy, when they were rc- 
ftor'd to thtni, and Ptaife God cootinoally 
for that great Mercy : That Unity and Lore 
Oiou'd uoiver&tty preriiil among thoie who 
were not only Proieilbrs of the fame Rctigioa, 
but hod been FeliOw-fitff erers for it } Bot chat 
Difjputes, Cooteocions, and RereDge fbou'd 
be for ever done away. But when he faw 
ooT Troubles fncctelcd by a torrent of Vice, 
sod the Rod no fooner remov'd, but God v/>o 
hti affOintzd /t,by too many forgotten ^ when 
be fitw ItBmorality and Prophaneaefs C-vn- 
quer as faft as oar Vidorious Arms \ and that 
toe &nie Army that delivered us, did cormpC 
Ds too; fb melancholy a profpect did very 
moch move him, rais'dmany fad Thoughts in 
his Mind, and made him rondude that the 
cime of our compleat IDeliveraoce was n >c 
yec come. 

The following Meditation written 7«^ the 
Third id9o, will exprcfs his fenfeof thefe 
things, and particularly (hew how be lame.i • 
ed the violent Behaviour of fome ProteIlaaT% 
immediately upon their Deliverance.

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* How do I fear that the Standard of Piety 

* is loft in the World, and of that Holinefs 
' withoHt which HO Man Jhalt fee the Lerd? I 

* know Chrilt will uphold his Church, and

* Age to the end- And therefore even in 

* this Age, he has his faithful Servants. But 

* I fear they are fo few, and the nnmbcr of o- 
' thers fo great ^ that either they are not ta-

' A good Man that lives in the continoal prd- 

* fped or apprehenfion of Death, is quite a- 
' nother thing from the feme good Man that 
' lives oat of this profpeS. When the whole 

* Church therefore lives contianally in this 
' apprehenHon, (as was the ftate of the Pri- 

* mitive Church, for the firft Three Hundred 

* Years after Chrift) no wonder if it be quite 

* different in the ineafDre and exercife of Pie- 

* ty, from the Church at other times. 'Tis 

* true they were not always under adnal Per- 
' fecution, but then it mull be conBdered, that 

* for fome time after God frees Men from 

* this hard ftate, the fenfe of their former 
' Troubles leaves a deep Impreffion upon 

* their Miods. They had coBtrafted firm 

* habits of ftrift and pious Living^ and the 

* firftfrcedomthatGod gave them fromthcir 
' Fears, did not make them relax anything 

* of their ftriftnefs j but only encrcasd theif 

* tbankfulnefs, and more cheerful ferving him 

* in their former road, tiD God thought 6t to 
- ■■ ' bring again their former ftraits upon them, 

* by a renewed Perfecution. And fo it was, 

* fora whileafter God put a final end to their 

* PcrfecutioDS, by the Emperor ConfiMimite'S 

* becomingaChriftian. With^hat Zeal did 

* the Chriftians flock to the pubuck Churches, 

* Confecrated from Heathen Fanes, to Tcm- 
' pl'esof the Uvitig God, and cover the Pare- 
' ments with their Proftrate Bodies? But by 

* degrees this Fervour decay'd ; Lukewarm- 

*nefe 
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' nersand Worldlinefscreptinto the Churcir, 
' and has been ever fmce ftrikiogits Roots 
' deep into it to this very day; the whole 

* Chriltian Church having never fince fuffered 

* any general PerfecutionV' It has pleas d God 
' fometimesto Afflift particular Churches, and 

* rouxe them up; but this has been fo littls 
' general, that we may well fear that the Spi- 
' rit of Religion is almoft dccay'd in the 

* World ; And as nothing but a great Per- 
' fccution in Huoiane appearance can awaken 
' it, fo in the mean time we know not where 
' to look for it ; but have reafon to fear, that 
' ifwethink it enough for usto be as good as 
' onr Neighbours , we (hall come fhort at lafl: 
'. of the Kingdom of Heaven. Alas ! it is the 
' eafieft thing that can be, to gotoHeaven 
' according to the Notion of the Men of the 
' World now. At their rate. Who will be 
' dapin'd ? But fureiv there muft be Two 
' Heavens, at great diftance the one from the 
' other : One for the Superficial Chriftians 
' of this Age, and Another for the Piousand 

* Painful, the mortified and religioufly ftrift

To both thefe 1 ihaii add a Prayer of his 
npon his Bir»*i-day, November 14 1690, and 
tho' only part of it falls in with what went 
before, yet no doubt the Pious Reader will be 
fiifficicDtly pleas'd with the whole. 

' Omo^ High and CiorioHS Lord God! WhQ 

* haft made me and given me foch great Ca- 

* pacitics, evea to be able to love Tbee : I 
■ F 3 was 
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* was nothing when Thou wcrt pleas'd to 

* give mea Bcing,and am nothing yet,but what 

* Thou (halt bs pleas'd to make me. Thou 
' ordereft and difpofeft of me with thetcn- 
' dernefs of a Father, and with infinite Wif- 

* dom : Sometimes Thoa haft vouchfatcd 

* meleifiue, and the quiet enjoyment of thy 
' felf : At other times Thou haft fill'd me 

* with Hurry and Bufmefs; and with Cares^ 
' if not fo much Hurrying, yet more Diftraft- 
' ing than either. Sometimes Thou haft 

* granted me Health, a chearful Temper, and

* remembrance of thefe Enjoyments, to car-

* this fort. Thou hadft ftut me up, and Thy

' Enable me to reform my ftlf, and then 
' vouchfafe to make ufeof me for Thy Glo- 
^ ry, in the wayThy Wifdomhas ordaln'd 

* for me : O thon who haft known me be- 

* fore I was, and made me wliat I am. 

Thefe Apprehenfions of the decay of Piety, R^fihes a- 
ftirr'd up anew in Mr. J5oweff's Mind, yiagAtnto quit 
former defiresof betaking himfelf entirely to !>''' E»"/y- 
the fervice of God, and quitting all Secular'"^"'- 
Bufinefs. In order to this, heentred into a 
firm refolutioa of parting with hisEmployr 
nient,fo foonashecou'dfiDdone,uponwhom 
with aneafie Mind he might devolvefo great 
a Trult ; and in a little time heaftually agreeci 
with a Gentleman of fufficient Abilities for it. 
But that Gentleman's Delays firlt, and after, 
wards his Rcfolutions of living conftantly in 
EngUndy kept Mr. Bonatii much, longer en- 
gag'd in his Employment, than he cou'dpof- 
fibly have expeded. Butat laft he was free'd 
from it, by a new Agreement wblcb be made 
f 4 ffft» 
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with the GcDtlenian who now enjoys it ; 
but even fo, much time was fpent before He 
•coud be fettled in it. 
1 Marri' While this tedious Affair was trunfafting, 
Mr. BonneU chang'd his condition of Life, and 
entred into a Marri'd State, which he did in 
the latter end of the Year 1 693. The Per- 
fon he made choice of, was Jane ConynghMm^ 
Daughter to Sir filbert Coityngham ; a Gentle- 
man, very well kaown in this Kingdom, for 
his firm adherence to the Royal Family, du. 
ring the Civil Wars ; in whofe Caufe, he of- 
ten expos'd his Life to the greateft Dangers ; 
and for his Bravery and Condnd in the late 
War, commanding a Regiment of Dragoons, 
and at lafl; Dying in the Service. Mr. Bon- 
ueB had fome Years' before, entred into a 
ftria Ftiendihip with this Gentlewoman. He 
believed her Temper and manner of Life ve* 
ry well fuited to bis own, and that fhe had 
thofe Qualities which he chiefly defir'd in a 
Wife. And as this was an Affair of the great- 
eft Moment to him, of any in this World j 
fo I have thofe Materials ih my bands which 
fhew, that with all imaginable C!?onftancy and 
Ardor,hcbcg'dGod'sdirefti6nin'hisRefoIu- 
tioQ and Choice, that every thought' of his 
Tilind, and every ftep he fhou'd make, might 
be overrul'd by bis Providence : That Pro- 
vidence to whofe condud and difpofal he had 
long before, refign'd up himfelf and all bis 
concerns ; and whofe motions he was fiilly 
determin'd, without Che leaft Reludancy, to 

■-'•■'- .He 
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He had at all times different thoiightsof 
ihe Happiflefs of a Marri'd State from the 
geoerality of Men, who are govern'd more 
b? violent and diforderly PaOions, than by 
Reafon and Religion. The following Me- 
ditation is a fufEcient Proof of this, written 
by him in the ^6th Year of his Age, and which 
he Inttllcs The Wi^, or an Idea of Marriagt. 

* Marriage is the Rcprefentativc of the 
' moft facred Union between Chrift and his 

* Church,Chrift,who left his Blefled Father to 
' become Marri'd to Mankind, and efpoufe a 
' whole Church for a Wife. Till this was In- 
' ftituted Man was but half made and Im' 
' perfea ; Vw this JhallaMm leave hij Fxthtr 

* md Mother faid God himfelf. 

' For thiSjFirfl: let me ferve a fufScicnt time 
' of Court(hip,but let it be fweetced with the 
' Convcrfation of the Perfon i love, and if 

* there be oppofitioa of others to ftruggle 
' with, it will but render the convcrfation 
' the more favoury, and afford matter for 

* Entertainment and Oifcourfe, and tikewife 
' many times for Divertifement j at lead it 
'■ will the more endear under a common Suf- 
' fcriag. Next upon Marriage, let m irame- 

* diately remove from the mixt Company in 
' which hitherto we have liv'd, to enjoy each 
' other in a more folitary Retirement, where 
' all things about us are our own, and to be 
' our own Care : And here,let us be fuiEcienC 
' Company to each other as jiJam was to Eve 

* in Paradice. Here let rae in ray f apiily be 
I |he Pricit of the molt High God, and let his 
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' Praifes be always in my Mouth. And when 
■ God gives a Child that can begin to talk, 

* let it be both my Wifes concern and mine, 
' with equal zeal, and equal natnralncfs, to 
' make the works of God the conftant matter 

* of our Difcourfe, and Inftrudton to our 
' Child. As others talk to their Child of a 

* Grand Mother, an Aunt, or the Vanities of 

* the World, let us talk to onrs of its Maker 

* and our Father, God; and of the Place 

* whither we hope to go. Heaven ; and of 

* the Company we fliall have therc.the Blefled 

* Angels, Let methereforehavca Wifeofa 
' natural, free, ingenuous and noble Piety, 
^ which (hall notconfift in Phrafes, and Tone, 

* and Melancholy, and Cenfure, but in vlgo- 
' rous Zeal, Uprightnefs, and Integrity and 

* faithfninefs of Heart to God : A clear 

* chearful unaffeded Difpofition, with a moft 

* ardentand bold Love to God. So that we 

* may notconverfe of God becanfe it is our 
' Duty, but becaufe our Hearts are full of 

* him, and weare us'd to it, fothat wcfliall 

* do it before we are aware. Then fliall we 
' fleepand awake with him, walk and fie ia 

* his Prefence, and live the Life of Angels 

* upon Earth. Nor (hall it be in the Power 

* of the Wicked one to injeft Peeviflinefs or 
' Qiiarrels, or Dil^eafures, as being out of 
' Humour, the EfFefts of Folly and Impiety, 

* but we fliall ever be one in the Lord.

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He continu'd in a Marri'd ftate Fiire Yeais, 
and Five Months ; bnt the latter part of that 
time, it pleas d God to allonr him but little 
Health ; the laft Year efpecially, whea his 
Diforders rcturn'd more frequently, and with 
greater violence thanTiefore. Thofe Bodily 
Diftcmpers flioclt'd bis Refotntionsof entring 
into Holy Orders, at lealt thns far, that if he 
ftiou'd take that facred Charaftcr upon him, 
he wonld apply himfdf to the Duties of it fo 
far as he was able, but without undertaking a 
Parochial Cure : For thus 1 find him expreC- 
ling himfeif, fomc Years before his Death. 
If "ly vant of Health jhaulJ hinder me from ta- 
iing a Cure which I very much apprehend^ I 
cox'd cmttatedfy fpend my time in the tr.ofi profi- 
table manntr I was capable off for the good of 
the Church,particiilarly in devotionalthitrgs which 
futn to bt my Talent^ and in whieh withoHt muck 
more Study J might hope to faceted. And fuch 
high Thoughts had he, of the extent and dif- 
ficulty of the Paftoral Duty, that he efteem'd 
his frequent returns of Sickncfs^ equivalent to 
a declaration of Providence, that he was not 
deligD'd for the more laborious performances 
of it, tho''the Bent of his deilres was continu- 
ally that way. 

But evea thefe DeHres were at laft inter- ^*' suknffi 
rapted, by that Fatal Sicknefs which brought*^ ^"'* 
him to his End. For in Jpril 1699 he was 
fcized' with a Malignant Fever, which about 
that time reigned very much in Dublin ; by ' 

iCi his Head was fo much aflitAed, that he bad 
*ot a coaftaot comnwod of bis Thoughts, 
nor 

,ooglc 
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nor that uoitlurbed Exercife of his Faculties, 
which all Men delire in thofe Extremities. 
For fomc EJays of his Sicknefs, his Rearon was 
clear, aad to the laft, he had freqnent Inter- 
vals of pcrfeft Underftanding. A nd then 'tis 
impofTibie to conceive One in the greatcft 
Painand Anguifli, more Submifiive, morePa- 
tient, more Refign'd to the Will of God: 
Then Prayers and Praifeswcre his only Lan- 
guage , or calling upon others to Pray for 
him. But no Murmnr, no Complaint, came 
Out of his Month. And tho" no doubt he had 
aJl the Ck>mfoits of a good Confcience, and 
powerful Snpports from God, in that great 
confiift of Nature, ycc he exprefs'd himfelf 
with all chat Humility and awful Concern \ 
which becomes a Sinner, when he Reflefted 
npon that Pure and Holy God, at whofe Bit 
he was foon to be Try'd, Now ffays he) 
mufi IfiantiorfaU before my great Judge. And 
when it was anfwer'd that no doubt he wou'd 
ftand firm before him, through the Merits of 
our Crucified Saviour : His Reply ihews, up- 
on what a firm Fouodatiou, he built his De- 
pendance and Hopes : Ws in that (fays hej 
Itraft \ he inofxiiis in that 1 triifi. And his 
laft Moments of Reafon, were fpent in tliofe 
Heavenly Exercifes, wherein every good Man 
wou*ddclire to breath out his Soul :, and which' 
, to him, DO doobt, were the happy beginnings 
of endlefs Praifes above. He Dy'd the Twen- 
ty Eighth Day of ^pril 1699, in the Forty 
Sixth Year of his Age; and his Body lyes 
Intarr'd in St. Jfii/i's Church in X>ff^//». .Of 
Three 
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Three Cbildren (Two Son s and a Daughter) 
wbercwUh God had Blelled him, the Daugh- 
ter only Survived him. And he left behind 
him a truly atfliAed Widow, who, 1 am per- 
fwaded, will perfevere to ftiew the World, 
How juftly Ihepriz'd his excellent Qualities 
and tender Love^ and who has fpar'd no 
Pains to get his Life and Character publilh'd, 
that fo fome Jultice may be done to his Me- 
mory, and the World benefited by his Ex- 
ample. And even that Child which did fur- 
\TiTC him, has (ince followed her Father, after 
having !iv*d fo long as to Ihew that (he Inhe- 
rited his Virtues, the fweetnefs of his Tem- 
per, his Devoutnefs and Patience, fo that had 
. it pleas'd God to have continued her in the 
' World, (he promis'd to have been a very 
ihining Example of Piety and Goodnefs. And 
indeed both from what 1 faw in her my felf, 
and from the Informations of others upon 
which I entirely depend, I have been ftrong- 
ly Inclined to mention fbme of her particular 
Sayings and Aflions, and to have given In- 
ftances of her Piety and Patience at Four, Five, 
and Six Years Old. But they are fo extraor- 
dinary, that I choofe to fupprefs them, be- 
caufe they would hardly obtain belief I 
(ball only obferve from what I knew of that 
phiid, that Parents don't be^in time enough 
{o form their Childrens Minds to Religion. 
Sin gets the firft PodelEon of their Hearts,and 
they are taught Lying andVanity much foon- 
CTj than to Love God or pray to him. 
Whereas 
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Wfaereasiftbe fame early Care was nsM with 
the generality of Children, as was Xakta with 
her, to give them fuch ApprehenCons of God, 
of Sin, of Truth, of Heaven and Hell as they 
are capable of, tho* the Succefs would not ia 
many be equal to what it was in her,few hav- 
ing fuch natural DifpofitionstoGoodnefs as 
appeared in her, yet wou'd it be fuch, as 
rfou'd go a great way in Reforming the world, 
and making the next Generation Good and 
Virtooos. 
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HAving thus gone through tlie moft re- 
markable PalTagcsof Mr. ^flOToT's Life, 
and withal given the Reader iome general 
view of his Piety and Virtue 4 1 flialt nowr 
eotcr Bpon that pan of this Work, for the 
fake of which the relt: was put together, and 
without which the World is not much con- 
cern'd to know his Story : And that is, par- 
dcolarly to defcribe his Charader and Excei- 
Icocies j to recommend him as a Pattern wor- 
thy our Imitation, in. all the duties of the 
ChriftieQ Life^ ai^ Co fbew from bim, htm 
Beautiftii Cbrifttanity is, when reducM to 
VtaSiic&\ wbea it becomes a rule of Life and 
Manners ; and not, as it is with moH Men 
confined to the Thoughts, and made anunac- 
tivc Notion of the Mind. 

As to his P^rfon -, He was Tall,wcll Shap'd, H/ j Perfm] 
and Fair. His Afpsa wasComdy, and fhewyT""?"- «« 
great fweetaefs, mix'd with Life and ^ght;^""""^'/^ 
UaeiE. Thpre was a TeneraMe Gravity jii'"^'"*' 
bis Loojc, a natural Modefiy, and lincere O-^ 
jieanefs. . Buc in the Houfe of God, his conn- 
tenaoce fiod fomethiiig in it, that looli^d Hea- 
venly and Seraphit^l ^ anuadifltinUad necy, 
a Devoutaefs that never can be imitated nor 

and 
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and appeared always eaUe aod uoforcM. His 
natural aad acquired Serioulhefs, was tempered 
with a very eagagiog Chearfalncfs in Conver- 
fation. 

Hewas Mailer of the Accomplifhingtas well 
as NeceUary parts of Learning \ had dtrough- 
ly digefted the Greek and Romaa Authors, 
imderftood the French Language perfedly 
well, and had made good progrels in the He- 
brew. In Philofophy and Oratory, he ex- 
ceeded mo(t of his Contemporaries in the 
Univerficy \ and -ippl jr'd himfetf with good 
fuccefs, to Mathematicks and Muflck. In the 
courfe of his Studies, he read feveral of the 
Fathers^ and among his Private Papers,! find 
forae parts of the Greek Fathers, particolarly 
Synejius^ Tranflated by him into EngUfh. He 
had a Delicacy of Thoaghi and ExprefGon, 
that is very rarely to be met with v ft that 
there was a particular Beauty and Flame, in 
any thing that he Compos'dj eTpccially upon 
Pious Subje£ts. He had a nice Talle both in 
Men and Books, and was very couverfant in 
our bell Englifh Divines : But he particular- 
ly admir'd Hooker ; whom he us'd to com- 
mend, as an Author who writ with a Primi- 
tive Spirit, but modern Judgment and Cor- 
rcdnefs. All Books of Devotion he read with 
with a very fenfiblePlcafure, but was parti-, 
calarly fond of two Authors, Ktmfis: and S<- 
lesy and has left behind him a correft Trantb- 
tion of The IntrotiH^im to * Devout Life writ- 
ten by the latter. But the Holy Scriptures 
were bis ooAjRaataAd daily $tndy ; He read 
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them,hethoughtthem,nay,hepray'dthem6ver "-■ 
too, abundance of his MeditatioRS taking theif 
rife fromthofe palTagesof fcrlpture he then read. 
Few underftood,or praftic'd better, the Art* 
of gentile Converfation \ and none mote ia- 
duftrioufly avoided all Difcourffe th^tlook'd 
affefted and vain, or any way feem'd t6 aim 
at raifing his own value. He feldorii tatk'd 
with any, but (without defigning it) he gain'd 
tipon them, and had aparticillar Artol Ob- 
liging. His 'Abilities for Biifincfs, are *ery 
well known to all the Officers of the Revenue^ 
and many Others, who had the experience or 
them bcfides : And thofe who were oblig'd 
to attend him, were fo treated by him, as if 
it had been his Duty to wait on them : It 
being his great ftudy to give every one Eafe 
and Oil^atch \ and ndne knew what Delays 
6r Difficulties meant, where he was concern'd, 
or had power to rertiove them. 

But thefe are things of a lower nature (tho* 
very excellent in themfelves") when compar'd 
with his Piety towards God, his Jufllce and 
Oiarity to Man, his Sobriety and Temperance 
with refpeft to bimfelf : I fhallthereforein 
the Profecution of this Work, confiderMr. 
BomieU as a Chriftian ; and give the jufteft 
account 1 can, from fuch Materials as I have 
before me, of his difcharging thefeveral Du- 
ties wc oweto God, our Neighbour, and oor 
Selves.

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«« Lave tj" The Love of God the firft and greateft dtf^ 
Oiidi ty of the Law, was what he earneftly endea- 

yoar'd to excite and confirm in bis Sonl. His 
Papers are full of excellent Meditations, to 
engage us to love God, with ail our Faculties 
and Powers ; aod penitential Complaints of 
his Loves felUug To fliort, both of his Dnty 
and Delires. And he took the true way, to 
Kindle this Heavenly Flame of Divine Love 
in his Heart, even by frequently contempla- 
ting thofe Attributes of God, which are apt- 
eft to command our Love ; His infinite Gpod- 
tiefs and unlimited Bounty ; Elis paternal 
Circ, and watchful Providence ; But chiefly 
that ftupendouslnftanceofhis Love, tbeRe- 
dempCioa of the World, by the Death and 
PaQion of his Sod. 

He bad great and noble thoughts qf Chri- 
flianity, and never rcHeded on the wonder' 
fut Companion of God in fending his Son to 
Dye for us-, without the flroogeft Emotions 
of Love,- and Tbankftilnefv and Wonder. 
The Love of Chrift was the Subjed of his 
daily Thoughts^. It fill'd his Heart and em- 
ploy'd his Pen; And his Private Meditations 
upon the aftooifhing Love of our Redeemer, 
do Ihew of what Spirit he was, that Compos'd 
rhem^ a Spirit truly afTcded with that iofi- 
aite Love, all over Humility and Gratitude, . 
and overflowing with Love, Acknowledge- v, 
ments and Praife. 

I (hall here Infert a/em of thefe Meditati- 
ons, by which the Reader may Judge of the

None coH'd more induftrioufly avoid all 
approaches to Pride and Vain-Glory j or 
whenevcrhe wasfurprized intoafecretOim- 
placency, at Efteem and Praife, cotCd be more 
humbled before God, for it ; and more bit- 
terly bewail it. He always aggravated the 
Fault in himfelf, repTefentcd it in its blackeft ■

private Papers are full of Arguments agamft 
Pride, Meditations upon thedeformity of that , 
Sin, and devout Prayers to be protected froA^ , 
its Aflaults : Some of Thtfe I Ihall infert here,

* Soul, and by confcqnence the joy of my" 

* Life. 

Thus did he conquer Pride and Vanity ia 
himfelf J and no Man feems to have been bet- 
ter acquainted with the Remedies that are 
mod proper for that outragious Diltemper • 
which, fome of his Advices, will fufficiemly 
Biake appear. 

* If yon are fubjed Cfayj he^ to Spiritnal 
-' Pride, go to Prayers, to Churches, where 

* you are not known \ asd Qiift Churches, 

* that you may not feem conftant. But if 
« you have furraountcd this weafcnefs, keep 

* to the tame Church whac yquareknowi; 

* that your Examfk may edifie Oihtrs^ as well - 

* as the Prayers edifie yourfeif. 

In another place, he prefcribes this Cure 
fcr Vanity. 

' When your fit of Paffion lie-in Vanity, 

* converfe not with the things that make yoir 

* think much of your fclfj Read rather' than' 
' Write,, Hear raifa|r 0jm Speak: Talk 
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* not of your Self, of your Sicknefs, or your 

* Health, of your Love or Diflike, of your 
' way of Living or Humour, or any thing 
' that belongs to you. 

.To the fame purpofe is the following Me- 
ditation. 

* Wdtch and be Sober, i Thefl^ y. 7. Be 
' Sober be yigilant. i Pet. f . 8. Whatever 
' makes our Minds drunk, is oppftfice to this 
' Sobriety \ and every thing that makes us 
' think unrcafonably, docs thus Intoxicate 

* ns, that is, makes us think otherwife, than 
' fobcr Reafon won'd didbte to us ; which 
' is the true Notion of Drunkennefs. Moft 
' fores of Pleafures do this, but particirfarly, 
' that which we take in the Efteem of Men. 
' Thefe unhappy words, / and Mc, what a 
' Ferment do they raifein our Blood ! How 

* tronblefome yetpleafiag! How unquietly 
' importunate, how fond are we, to talk and 
' tell Stories of our felvcsl And yet how 
' fick doesitmake ourSouls! If we hearour 

* felves well fpokea of, it may perhaps pafs 
' over, and we may recover our Minds. Yet 
' there is danger, that even this will return 
f again to our Thoughts, and perhaps when 
' we are better employ'd. But furely I had 

* almoft as willingly meet the Devil (under 
V Gods Chain ) as thefe Thoughts ; that is, 
' the Devil in his ugly and frightful Drefs, as 

* in this Cfor it is the Devil ftill) Tawdry, 
' pleafing pifguife. If then there be fo much 

* danger, from a few words tranliently fpo- 
' fceoi What {hall we fay, when we put forth 
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' all our ftreiigth for hoars together, in couj- 

* pany; to ftiew our Parts, our fleafon, cop 

* Learning, or whatever elfe we pleafe our 
■ fdvet^ or may pleafe others in. What is 
' this bot to bath our felvesinPoifon,9od lef 

* it foak into our Blood, and fill all our 
' Veins ! I^ord in the niidft of what fnares 
f do we walk ;, on what Precipices do we 
' ftand / It is 4 Miracle of thy Alinighty 

* Goodneffi, that ipakcs it poflible forCrca- 
*- tures thus befet, tp be ever able to get to 
' Heaven. Nothing lefs than thy Mercy and 
' Pother, cou'dfave us oat of them. 

Agreeable to all thefe Meditations, Advi- 
ces, and Prayers, ni^s Mr- SoKmli's Pradice. 
A mbdelt Unaffcded humility app^r'd in his 
Words, his Aftipns a(wi very CoOfttenance : 
JVbt (as he kimfelf-, in ont flace, iefcri'bei this i^ir~ 
tue) Mt A^eiltd Jh^iimilfty^fuch as ekfirei to he ta- 
iea mticeof ^ but fuck a 'rue Humiliiy, as maiei 
us fir ft look upofj ourfeives as Nothing i «»':/ fi^SWj 
tJOt j't mucin as imce tefie£i^ whether others take 
notife sf HJ, or «o .■ Such a true Hunt'l'ty^ that 
diffiifff it feif through iht whole BoAy at^ SquI^ 
That infiuencts i^d impregnates every Motigh^ 
ThoHghty a^d Word j that jhines in ivfrygefiure^ 
and teoh-i and aU qur DeportBiept. ' ' 

But this Spirit of Huqiility, did in a parti- 
cular ipanner, direft and govern hi? Devoti» 
oijs. H? fometimes found that w/wf bis Foict 
in Private Prayer, w^ of great uft to tiim, 
to quicken his ^e^l, a^d keep hjs Thought* 
. attentive \ and he always ha^his Lodgingfo 
conrrivM, that he might ufe Ms Voice without 
beiogheardj aad in hi^Sicknefsjbe never (be- 
'■^ ■-. '^ ■■■■■' fore 
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'fe>re his Marriage) allow'd any one to be 
confbmly in the Room with liim ; becaufe 
tlie prcfence, even of a Servant, reftraind 
him frem Praying with hi* Voice. And af- 
ter Marriage, he was not pleas 'd when any 
were prefent upon thofe occafions, but Shi 
alone, with whom he was free from thcfe Rc- 
ferves. Siich deep impreffioas had Humility 
made ia his SonI, that no Sicitners, ao Pain, 
eou'd in the lead get |be better of il. 

His Charity to th^ Poor, tho' Kry great 
and exteiifive for his Fortune, (as will be af- 
terwards ibewn) yet )*fas always roanag'd with 
the greateft Secrecy and ModeBy imaginable j 
it being his great endeavour to conceal tt as 
much as polTible \ of which we may be con- 
vinc'd by the fellowing Meditation, wherein 
he enquires, why, by doing our Alms openly, 
we have no Reward. 

' Theend of Alms is not Mely to relieve 

• the Poor ; for what was the Widows Mlt» 

• Cwhichyet was a great Charity; to thispnr- 
' pofe ? Ood needs not oof Alms fer this 
' end, no more than be did the Sacrifices 
' ofold, to enrich himfelf M ife Bt4"l 

• iht Fmfi are mim^ faith God. ) n like man- 
' manner with one aft of His WilUHecou 4 
' enrich fif he thought fit) all the Poor la 
' the World. But he requires oiir Alms, as 
' hedid the Saaifices of old, only as Teftimo- 
' nies, or Fruits of theinwa'd Grates of our 
' Minds. A Sacrifice, without Contrition 

' was a vain Oblation; but theSacrihces o» j 
I God,are a broken Heart. Again, the Poor 
! are as truly reliev'd by Alms without Cha- 
"'■ H<i ':"'?! 
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* rity, as with it •, wiiich (hews, that the JEe/ief 
' of the Poor, is not primarily intended by 

* God, but a fmcere Defirt of picaling hiui. 

* 'Tis then the inward Graces of the Mind, 
' that are revrarded by God -, fuch as, true 

* Humility, Contempt of the World, Rcli- 

* ance oji Gods Providence, and finccre de- 

* fire to pleafe him i which Graces canoot be 

* in the Mind of One that aiTe^is to do his 
' Alms openly, {^or what Hupiility is there 

* inpnethat is greedypfyain Glory ? What 
' reliance on Gods Providepcc, in One, that 

* thinks tp purchafc Faypurs frpm the World, 

* by (hews pfGoodrjefs? What contempt' 

* ofthe World, in one that TrafEcks with it, 
' and hopes for Jlcfjards firopi it ? What 

* fincerp Delire to pte^fe God, iq ope that 
' above all things, feeks to pleafe Men. So 

* then, here being no Graces to l>e rewarded, 

* no Reward is to be e^pe^ed. lo fum, ont- 

* ward Afls have the outward f<.eward$ \ 
f which, l)y the eftablifh'd Laws of God in 
' Nature, arife from theiji, as Trees fpring 

* from Seeds ; but the inward and fpiritnai 
' Afts of the Mind, have fpiritual and eter- 

* nal Rewards Affign'd them by God. 

' yain-GIory is oppofite,notDnly to one 
' Grace, ^ut ea^s oi)t the Lire of all Graces id 

* our Souls, We have great rcafon therefore, 

* to w^tch againft this Vice with all our care; 

* efpecially in Religious Matters : For if the 
' Light thM isin us be Darknefs, How great it 

* that Darhiejsf If the Good nedo, be pria- 

* cipally 
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* cipally defign'd to pleafe Mco, How roid 
' are we of all Goodnefs ? 

He us'd to wifli there «cre fome Church in 
D«t/;», wherein the Holy Sacrament were 
Admipiftred every Lordi-Daf^ Fer gmta a- 
hutfrom church n ChMrch (be faid,) had fome- 
thing ofOftentation in if, and 'twas with difficol- 
ty, that he at laft conquer'd this Scruple. And 
when he went to Churches to which he was 
DOE acculbomed, he generally chofe the moft 
priratc PJqce, where he might be leaft ob- 
fery'dyand lead difturb'd^ and when he was 
fohappily plac'd.,he always contipa'd upon his 
Knees, at his Private Devotions, till the Pnb- 
lick Service began. But if he was forc'd to 
be fatisfi'd with a mote Pnblick Scat, and 
there were company about him, be fbortn'd 
his Private Prayers, that he might not be ta- 
ken notice of^ For he avoided bdng flnga- 
lar and remarkable in all his Anions, much 
more in thofe of Religion ; in them he aim'd 
at fomething greater than Fame, more lafting 
aud fubftantiat than the vain applaufe of 
Men,'even tbofe Praifes which are cndlefs, 
and that Honour which never can decay. 

Bat his Opinion of the Seaecy of Reli- 
gious Anions, apd hi». Practice too, the Rea- 
der will belt learn from faimfclfin theTwo 
following Meditations; which areftillfar' 
thcr lafb^uces of his Humility, and his great 
Watchfnlnefs againlt whatever bad tbeleaft 
ipqdeiicy to Vanity.

David lays ■, It is better to fall into the fJatfJi 
of Cod, thMtofMen. For we hare do dis- 
pute whetber we (hou'd humble our felvcs 
before God or no ; Buc the difEculty of 
doing thrs to Men, aeates us all our uneafi- 
nefs. If Perfoos are Ifflpoverilb'd,or SicJcy 
or fufFer from Heaven, they feemto have 
no Religion, if they are not capable of Con- 
folation ■■, but if they groan under the Yoke 
of an Imperious Man, and are Qiaio'd to 
him as his Slaves, they mnft have the higheft 
top and perfection of Religion to adtmc of 
comfort % fince the laft Vice, which Religi- 
has to difpoflefs and Conquer, is Pride. Jolf 
felt all the Blows of Heaven, with an un- 
wounded Sonl^ and the reafon is becaule 
the Scroa^es of Heaven drive us to humble 
our felves before God, dethrone Prjde, and 
calm the Soul. But the perpetual Orate- 
ings of an ill natur'd ■ infuking Man, 
whom you muft every day fee, and yet with 
dread and boyltng of Heart j this Itirs up 
oar natural Cboler, foments and awajcens 
Fride,and renders our Miftry infupportable. 
Tis the Boiling of Cholerick Humours in 
our Body.with which our Soul is fo tender- 
ly tonch'd, and fo nearly fympathiies^ thta 
is the Stmg of all Affli£tioa, and this isPride. 
This is the fatal ferment, that no confidcra- 
tion can allay. O Lord, my God, grant 
that I may purge out this old Leaven, evea. 
the LeaVen of Pride and Malice \ and thea 
whatfoever Afflidions, Difeafcs, Troubles, 
befal me, I Hull find Peace ; Peace witli my 
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' felf. Peace with Men, and Peace with thte ; 
' for the Yoke of my humble and meek Sa»i- 
' our, does indeed bring Relt and Peace to 
*■ theSoiil. jfmea. 

la another jrfacc, he gives tlie fpllowiog 
fealbo, why moft ?ta^ refeot Injuries, at 
the rate they do. 
* We ftomach (fays he) Injin-ies that we 

* think are done to ns 5 wc fling and throw 
'^ onder them: Bot it is not the Injoftic^ 

* done as, that we fo much refect ^ as that 
' the Pride of our Hearts makes us thiok

JSecaufe they 
are net henonred by kemg admitted to the CoimttU 
ofothertytherefore they aipkt their ncafuret^ «'<( 
tndeavour to draw ethers after them, "the tueek 
md humble Mm is rarely a Mutineer^ he choofef 
To^er ta fi^ with other j^ thaa tre cUmoreMS by 
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Aad hovr cooftantly he endeaTonr^d afiter 
ameek and mortify'd Spirit, wiUftiil £uther 
3[^r from the following Mediucion.

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' a feafonabte Relief^ St. £4/?/pray'dtobe 
*" freed from the HeaJ-ach, and tbeo Lm^ 

* came; and then be pray'd for the retnrn of 

* bis I^Md-dcb again. Surely we ooght \a 
' love thofe Mortifications^ which keep ns' 

* free from the AfTaalts of Pride and Anger, 

* as well as any other Temptation : Aflanlts> 

* which are continually dogging us, and npon

' ought to love Uiem, not only as they keep

HiiPmenee, As few Men had greater Tryals ofP«t<- 
effcr, i-from frequent, and violent returns of 
Sickoefs ; fb none coa'd bear it, with a more 
compofed Spirit, and a more cbearful SubmiT- 
fion to the Will of God. His Papers are full 
of pious Meditations upon the Advantages of 
Suff^iogsj God's End, ia afSiftiag us with 
Pai»v 
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Pa!n ; and the \XCt ne ought to make ofit. 
Thus ia one place, he argues with bim- 
felf. 

* Shou'd a Man, lying under ad Indifpd- 

* fition of Body, fay to his Phyfician, who 

* was alfo his Friend ; O my Friend, how 

* fweet foever your Love has been to me 

* heretofore,! cannot now pleafemy felf ia

* Confeqr.ent of Sin ; as Shadows flow from 

* dark Bodies: Euc Thon cou'dft feel no 

J Pain,. 
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* Pain, but by thy own choice : Tiierefore I 
' conceive each Moment of thy Paiii, with the 
' lame Horror, as 1 do an Eternity 'ofTor- 
' ment, for finful Men : And'fuch we are all, 
' without the Fruit of thy Pain. Thou didft 

* indeed, bear ov.r infij^fities, and wert brutf- 

* ed for our Sins 'Wriu didft voochfafc to 
' drink of our Cup, and partake of our catu- 

* ral Miferics ; that by Tliy Stripes; we might 

* bs healed : and faved from our natural 
' Torments, by thy voluntary Pains. No 
' longer is Pain a Ciirle; Tiicu by feeling 

* it, haft made it BlelTed : No longer is 
' Hanging on a Tree, a Curfe; Thou haft 
' made it to Penitents, a Step to Glory. 
' Sandtify, O gracious Lord, I bcfeech Thee, 
'my Pain which I now fuffer; for by thy 
' feeling Pain, Thou hall Sanftify'd it to all 
' thy faithful Servants r Let it in:ikc mc fear- 
' ful of that Wrath which devours toiiiene- 

* thermoft Hell \ and of thofe Pains wlfich 
' fhall never end. Let it make me Zealous 
' for the good of Souls i and labour to fnatch 

* them from everiafiin^ BHrn.'n^s. But above 
'alljlet the fenfeof vvhatthou didft fcel,make 

* me nndervahie my own Sufferings, to whom 
' Pain and Mifery is naturally due ; and noc 

* only, let me patiently bear them ; but re- , 

* joice that in this, at leaft,I am made like 

* unto Thee. ^me?i. 

What here follows, was written in a fevere 
fit of Sicknefs, in the midft of our Trou- 
bles, 1689.

* O ray God how Gracious art thou to me 

* HI freeing mc, by thy Rod upon me, from 

* linful Affeftions now in this Perrilous time,

' Comfort or Peace, but only leave, humbly 
' to draw nigh to Thee: Let me not think 

* it hard to fofFer while Thou ftrikeft, for 
' thy Chaftifementsare Fatherly and full of

AgaiOj when after fomeffaort Enjoyment 
of Health, he faw Sicknefs making its ap' 
proaches ; tho' the profpeft of it damp't him a 
mile, yet he foon recovered himfelf; and 
exprefs'd Natures Fears, and his Own De* 
Hres, in the following Meditation. 

' 1 can't avoid ibmeDejeftion of Mind, at 

* the Apprehenfionsofthe Return of ray Di- 

* ftempcr, after fome refpite from it. The 
' thoughts of a meagre fickly Look; Of a 
' mclancholly Confinement to my Chamber, 

* &f Drugs and Phyfick, and calling about 

Ir-,I,G0(><^[C 
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* for new Remedies, and being Jhutupfroni; 
' BBfinefs, aad the Duties of my Place, ftrike 

* me with with a little Terror. But I thanJc 

* God, it is only in my Body ; and thofe 

* Qualities of Vanity and Worldlincfs, (yhich 

* I have contrafted in this fpurt of Health, 
' while it hath been new to me, (my thoughts 
' being apt to be ftrongly carrycd away by a 

* new thing) that ihcfeFearsaffeftme. Thefe 

* Qualities I cfteem my Burden, and ftrive 

* againftthemi and woti'd gladly have them 

* mortify'd, tho' they have a Reluftance to 

* that which wou'd oppofe them, as thcre- 
' turn ofmy lUnefs roowV. And therefore, as 

* 'tis from them, that I feel my Shock, in the 

* apprehcnfion of lllnefs; lb it istheythac 
' draw back, when I woii'd putmy felfinto 
' the Hands of God, and refign myfelf to 
' his Will. But with my Mind, I entirely 

* fubmit to hispleafure: The apprehenfi- 

* onsof being in his Hand, give me a perfeft 
'* readinefs, to what he Ihall ordain. 1 fee 

* Sicknefs at hand, and I am troubled : I look 

< a little fnriher, and fee that it is Thou, 
« Lord, that orders it fo ; and I have fudden 

* PeacCj and a great Calm. The Ox knows his 
*■ Owner, and the jifs his Mafier's Crib, and 
« the Hand that Feeds him. Oh! that! may 

* have the promptitude of thefe Creatures, 

* and know thee my Owner ; and own the 

* Hand that difpofescrf me! How happy (hall 
« I then be ! O fay to my Soul, when I am 

< terrified and in Pain, as thou didft fothy 

* Difciplesi It is J he not i^raid^z\A my SaaX 
y IhaU be at cafe. !

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But, at another time afterwards, be was 
fo far from being difturbcd, at the profpeftof 
Sickfiis; tl\it he made it a matter of Joy 
and T/iankfulncfs, S3 the Meditation that here 
follows, will (hew. 

' 1 bicfs Thcc, O my God, that I can rejoice 
' in the thoughts of this approaching Pain, 
' and Sicknefs \ which Thou art preparing to 

* bring upon nie^ as what, 1 hope, will bean 
' (ftertttai Means, to cure me ot all finful Af- 
' feclrons, of loving any thing befide Thee. 

* How eafy wiil the grealeft Torments of 
' I'jin bci ivhcn I can fee Thee directing 

* them to this End, which I have fo Jong 
' 111 ove and iabour'd after. 

'■■ Lord, Thou wilt help me, to perform 
' the difficult Task which thou haft given me: 
' And tho'tby helping me, give me Pain; ycc 

* lliat Pain to my Body, liiail be Eafe and 

* Plcafuretcmy Mind; forby it,I truftthat 
' I nuy come to love thy Glory above all 

* Hiiiigs; and to love all things only in Thee; 

* that my Heart and ray Soul may be filled 

* with Thee ; and my Mouth may fpeak con- 
' tinuallythy PraiJCi 

' This- coarfe Upper Garment, in which 
' Thou haft clad me, O my God, (by making 
' mycontinu'd Indifpofition to require \i) is 

* the Ballaftofmy Soul: I will love it, and 
' bicfs Thee for it: It keeps me from Va- 

* nities, fromaffe^aingCourtlhip, and fetting 
' up for a Figure in the World. I will thcre- 
' forcj wrap up my felfinit", andnotdefire 
' to be free from a necelfiiy of ulingit, but 

* wear 
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* wear it joyfully, as Thy Livery, and as t 

' Badge of my being thy Care. Amin. 

Again hePrailes God for that which few 
in this World do think a Blelling, but to 
too mnny is one of the moft: Afflifting EfFefts 
of Sickncfs. 

* I Praifethee, Omy Saviour, (fays he J for 

* thefe pale Looks, this wan, Vifage, and for 
' giving me fuch a Face as is ne'e capahle to 

* Rival Thee nor Rob Thee of any Heariof 
' thy Servants, which I fear the natightinefs 

* of my own Heart if thou didft give me other 
' Loolis, wou'd be ape to abufe to this End : 
' I darenotbefetureofmy felf; I willing^ 
' ly accufe my felf to Thee, my Lord, and 
' rejoice and biefs Thee in that thou doll 
' put out of my power to be treacherous to 
' Thee. 

In the fjme pbce he purfues his Devotions 
in the following manner, 

' I Priiife Thee, O my God, for making me 
' thy Caicandfor this proof of it, that thou 
<■ artpleas'd tochallife me with thy fatherly 
' Rod. Twothingsl humbly begofThee^ihac 

* thou vYOud'It pardon thofe Sins which pro» 
' voke thee to deal with me thus contrary to 

* thy Gracious Nature, and that thou woud'ft 
, * fanftifie thy Rod to me, that it may be effe- 

* iftual to remove my Sins, that thou may'It 
' remove it without danger of my Souls re- 

* turning to folly, .^wm. 

Thefe are fomc of Mr. Bomelti. Meditati- 
ons and Prayers, of Sickncfs and Pain } nor 
did his Pradtice stall, fall ftiort of them j for 
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that Patience which he fo earnellly pray'tj for, 
fie enjoy'd in a meafure beyond the greatett: 
pan, even of good Men. When he has been 
in the greatett Anguifh, with two very tor- 
menting Diftempers/thcGravel and Cholick) 
he wou'd often fay ; Tkf WiU O God, thy Wi& 
he dont with me, tuid upon me : I have no WiU 
of my owfy and rejoice in doing Thy WiU. Q 
■what Mercies are the/e Sufferings^ if they he the 
■Way, God thinks jit to mnijh my Sins herp, tit 
order tofpare me hereafter ! Hotv much greater 
were my Saviour s Sufferings upon {he Crofs ! Did 
he stnderga Jiich Agonies for my Sins, andJhaS 
not I chearfully fuhmlt to , and embrace what ever 
(Sod fees fit to lay upon me! With muchmore, 
to the fame pnrpofe, in every fit of Pain. 
When any Medicine was given him, he wou'd, 
after begging God's Bleding, take it ; an(J 
then wou'd ufually fay ; It is better than I dc 
ferve; I hlefsGodfor it, and for giving me fucb 
^jfifiances in this Extremity. Oh! bonmoity of 
his better Servants, want thrfe Comforts ! Blejfe^ 
ke his Holy Name, for giving them to me. 

Nor was he only patient under Bodily 
Pains, but fubmifllve to the Will, and fatis- 
fied with the WiHomof God in every Afftir 
of Life, under every Difappolntraent, Diffi- 
culty and Trouble. He conlidcred that Go^ 
gives us different Talents, different Capacities 
and Employments, and will not proportion 
our Reward to the part he gave us to aft, bqt 
par Faithfqinefs in it. To this pnrpofe is the 
following Meditation upon i Barn. 30. 24. 
^d it WAS fofrom thaf Da; forrpord, that he

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made it a StflWe md an Ordinance for Ifratl 
unto thft day^ that as his partis thatgoeth down 
to the Battky fo fliaB his parp-be that tarritth by 
the Stitfi, they^ail fart a iUte. 

' 6 BlefTed Son of David^ and Captaio of 
' oar Salvation, under whofe Banner thy Ser- 

* vants fight, and are thy Sworn Soldiers to 

* thejr l^ivcs End ; when I hear fome fay thy 

* Toke is eajieandlhy Burden light ^n^ they feem 
' to fpeak as they think, becanfe they find 

* not jnuch difficulties in Life, but run on in 

* a happy and even compofure of Health, and 

* of Bufinefs proportion'd to their ftrengih, 

* freed by their circuraftances from violent 

* Temptations, and by thy Favour in framing 
' them from ftrong Paflions, (tho" I own and 
' exultingly declare with them, that thy Yoke 

* is indeed ancalieyoke,andthyScrviceper- 

* fed freedom,aQd that the keeping thy Com- 
' mandments is its own infinitely abundant 

* Reward i yei)I conliderthatin Warfare'all 

* liave not the fame Pofts of HardtbJp and 

* Danger. Some Confront the Enemies and 

* fome inuft/**y hytheStnf What earthly 
*■ Commander knows how to fuit thefe parts 

* exaftly to hi^Men? But thoo, O Lord, 
' doft it with the higheft degree of Wildom, 

* and fitncfs to thy feveral Soldiers ftrength 

* and abilities. And becaufe thou givell 
' each his Burden according to his might in 
' niceft Equity, therefore thou halt ordain'd 
' it for a perpetual Law to thcnt, that thofe 
' that tarry by the StufQ}all part dike with 

* thofe that confront the Enemy. BQth ffura 
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* alike in thy Favour, both Cnjoy alitcc th_y

* have had the hardeft Polls, but who have 

* behaved themfelves faithfully in the Polls 
' they had, whether hard or eafie, (hall bcre-

nil Sdf-Dc- ^^^ ^^'^ Mr. BomeB's Humility, fuch was 
„,„/. washisMeekncfsand Patience; andagreeable 

to thefe, was his Mortification and Self- den':at-y 
a Grace which always proceeds from a meek 
and lowly Spirit. I (hill not here fpeak of 
his Mortification in point of Falling, and the 
great Severity of his Life ; That mull be re^ 
ferved for another place. The Mortification 
here meant, and what Mr. Bomcll conitant- 
ly labour'd after, was an unconcern'd IndifFe-t 
rcnce to the World ■, to its Profits and Plea- 
fures, to Honour and Fame ; and all the other 
Idols of Mankind. His great Endeavour was, 
to gain the entire Maftery of his Will and 
Affeftions ; and fo to difcipline and tame 
them, that they might not grow Stubborn 
and Rebellious. In order to this, his ufual 
JPradice, was to deny himfelf in fmall mat- 
ters, to which he found "his Inclinations 
prompted him, that fo they might be under 
his Government m^nattr. This Point, he 
had nicely confider'd"; and treats of it in fe- 
veral places of his Writings, with his ufual 
Piety and Judgment; as will appear from 
one or two Meditations upon thisSubjeft. 
' That denying our felves in particular, 

* and little Inftances of lawful Enjoyments, 
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*.isnot ^/i«yj fee) a fnperftitioQs and unprofita- 

* bleExercife; appears from hence, that God, 

* who is ahoHntijul ^evcarder of a CufofCold 
' Water ^ gives us good Thoughts for it^ whit h 
' flow into our Minds, with a fenfibly, more 

* freedom, and afFedingnefs, upon fitch Occa- 

* fion, than at other times. On the contrary, 
' our not complying with fochaHint, when 

* we have a Motion to deny our felves, ia 
' fmall things ; but yielding to our Appetite, 

* or Curiolity, and perhaps palliating our 

* doing fo, with faying, that i> isaTrifie^not 
^ fit to make a Sacrifice of to Ged^ deprives us 

* of good Thoughts, and hardens our Minds 
' againftthemj unlefs we recover our felves, 
' by being humbled before God, and fortify- 
*, ing our Refolutionagainft the next Encoun- 

* ter. For tho" this •yielding to our Appe- 

« tite, be not a Sin ; yet it has fuch a Refem- ■ 

* blance, and Image of Sin, that no lover of 

* God, but ought to have an averfion to it. 
< What is Sin, bet giving way to our Appe- 
« titesand inclinations, againft the Checks of 
t onr Confcience ? The head-ftrong vio, 
t lence of our Wills, carrying away forci- 
« bly our Powers and Faculties, to aft a- 
« gaioft ourReafon and Underftanding. And 
« this agrees fo far with Sin, that it is aa 

* Inftance,- tho' in a lefTer degree, of the 

* head ftrong urirulinefs of our Win,carry- 
t ing us on to aft; tho' not againftourCon- 

* fciences, becanfe the Matter of it is lawfol ; 
« yet againft the Counfel of onr Reafon, ex- 
( honing us to exercife onr felres, in little 
■ *fdf- 
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* felf-denials ; that we may have the better,' 
' and more habitual Maftery over oar Appe- 

* tites ; and be able to watch and rcfift more 
■ eafily, the firft Motions of Sin, ia which the 

* whole ftrcDgth of a ChriAian lies: For 

* who is Maftcr of himfelf, without a Mira- 
' cle, if/Zw^areonce confented to i Where^ 
' fore the Holy Pfalmilt Cries out, after he 
^ had pray'd God, to cUanfe him from fecrtt 

* Stat, of Infirmity and SurpriTe ; Keep htick 
' tty Servant from frefitrnfruouj Sins ; from 
^ Sins that flow from anDngovernableWillj 

* againft the prececding Checksofhis Con- 

* fcience, tho' in never fo little Inftances*. 

* For (hou'd he at all give way to thefe, his 

* Appetites would gain fuch Maltery, and his 

* Will be fo chain'd to them, (for Will and 

* Appetite are very near a-kin •, we hardly 

* know the Line, that bounds and diftinguilh- 

* their Natures ; only that Will is a kind of 
' fpiritual appetite y and jSppetitez^^oxt of cor- 

* poreal IViSjihat he cou'd not hope to be/o»» 
i imoctM and free from the great Offence \ 

* that iinifhiifg Sin, which bnngeth fortli 

* Death. 

The Meditation that here follows, is upon 
the fame Argument, the benefit of Self denied 
in things of lelTer Moment, and that are in ' 
different in their own nature. 

* Mv Soul, yoQ will be apt to lay. This is 
' an innocent Dejire ; whyjhou'd I pat my fclf 

* to the troHhle of thwarting it i Were it un- 
' lawful^ 1 hope J ffiou^drefufe it^hoip much Self- 
f df'f'i'l fifvtr it ri^m'd. (SoA doctt^Qtreqtiire 

" t!i 
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MS to make our Life uiieAfy, nor to retufer his 
' Service irkfome and unpleafant to us. He 

* permits us to indulge our felves a modtji free- 

* dom tninnocem Things : j4nd ids Superjritiott 

* to think, heisfleas'dmth the Sacrifice of Trt- 

* fiss. Bot fancy that thou heareft thy God 
' thus fpeaking to Thee : My Child^ I know 
' that this is a great Snare -, for it is not ttie 
' Matter thou refufeft, that is weighed by 

* me \ but the Aft of Refuling : I refnft mt 

* the Day of fmaU Things ^ don't ThoH defpife 
' them. But thou art farther advanced, as thou 
' thinkefi ; and wou'dji fain leave this Lrfon^ 

' to Beginners. But he that advance*, with ■ ' 

* out layinga good Foundation, will beagam 
' to begin. He that begins in the middle of 

* a Book of Mathematicks, becaufe the b:- 
^ ginning is full of plain and evident Axi- 

* oms and Propofitions, that feem tobefo 

* eafy, as to be of no ufe, wiltfoon find the 
' Want of theft firft Ptinciples ; and be glad, 
*■ with Ihame, to look back, on what he de- 
» fpisd before. So likewife, Thoo, when 
' thon findcft thy felf uncapable to conflia 
' with thy Paflions, and to command thy 

* Thoughts and IncKoations, wilt ttien, too 

* late, confidcr thy NegleQ, in not having 

* train'd thy Mind by degrees to Self-denial. 

* It thou gaineft not the Viftory over thy 

* felf in fmalt Things, how wilt thou be a- 

* ble to do it in greater? Set apart then to- 

* thy felf fome time ; and fay in this time, I 

* will deny my felf in every thing 1 have a 

* miad to ; yet do it calmly, without Super- 

; flitioD, 
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* flition» wichout Anxiety, . This thou wik 

* think perhaps, at firft, a Itr^iiitLe Tasli: 

* Thy inferior Part will repine, ai:d malte 
' many Complaints, aiid iby Body be Cck, 
' atfuch fuddea Checks andCoutradidUoDS. 

* But mind none of thefe. My Son-, Iinileat 
' thy fooliih fenfitive Part, for iL does not 

* undesftand tbac this is even for its eternal 

* Benefit. In a little time, this very Denial 
' will grow a PleafurCvbtcaure it will have 

* littleof Reluftanceinit^ and the Pleafure 

* of triurophing over thy.own laclinations, 

* will make the remaining Trouble ii;f:ariblc. 
' Then.thou may'ft advance to confider, what 
*' things of Mooieat thou halt a mind to ; 

* and there apply thy Difcipline, and teadi 
' thy Mind to o|)ey^ and in general, take 
'this for a certain Rule, To y«//iefl thyftlfia 

* whatever Ihouha^ a firong imHrJ4tioa to. 

* Here's the great Point of Sdf-Denial^ to 
' to dedy our Thoughts, and turn them from 
' Objcfts to. which they incline, to others. 

* Oiir Aftions have fomething Grofs and 
' Perceptible in them ; but our Thoughts 
' are Refin'd ; not to be obferT'd, but by nice 
' Api^ication. This h the true foorce ^ get 
' the Maftery of thefe, and you command 
' all the reft. It is in vain to think, to de- 
' ny our felves in ASions, if we can't do it in 
'- Thoughts \ nor to command onr Paflj^s, if 
' we can't govern our Thoughts. Faflion 
' liTea in the Thoughts, and the EfFeft of 

* it is, toengageand determine ourthoughtsj 
' boc if we have an habitual ConunaDd of 

t thcfe, 
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' thefc, and us'd our felves to deny them ; 
' to turn and wind them as we pleafe : We 
' (halleafily govern our Paflions too, and a- 
' void any Aftions we are prompted to by 
'■ tliem. Why Ihpud it then feem hard to 
' Thee, O my Soul, or a matter worthy to 
' beoncenamd ^ to deny thy felf in Trivial 
' and inditFcrent Concerns, that thou may'ft 
' gain the Maftery of thy Will in greater ? 
' If thou ftaodcft in theprefence ofa Prince, 
' thou haft loft all thy Will in thefe things. 
' If thou haft a mind, to fee any thing par- 

* ticularly in the Room z, yet the Will Dyes 
' as foon as Born ; To much does a Prince's 
' prefeoce awe thee. Is not thy Chamber, O 
' my Soul, the Prefeoce Chamber of Almigh- 
' ty God ? CO that thou wert more fenhble, 

* and more worthy of fuch an Honour !} And 
' yet here can thy Wilt live, fo much as to 
' give thee the leaft fhock, when thou de- 
' nieft thy felf an indifferent thing thou haft 
' a mind to, that thou may'ft with the great- 
' er Eafe and Chearfulncfs, give up thy felf 
' to the Will of God. 

* Herein appears the admirable Wifdom 
' of God, God faw that the Contempt of 

* Outward things, of the Pleafures of Scnic, 
' of Riches, and Glory, and the like, (which 
' are the Baits, the Devil lays for m, and 
' whereby he drowns many Souls in Perditi- 
' on*; was necelfary for Man, in order to 
' his being reftor'd to Blifs^ what courle 
' therefore did (he EHviae Wifdpm take to 

* cmbit- 
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* embitter thefe things td Man ; aad milce 
' their Contraries, that is, Chaftity, Poverty, 

* Humility, Patience, and the CoDtempl of 

* the World, Pleafing and Eafie ? God hiiii- 
' felf came down from Heaven, and caking 
' upon him the form of aServant, did by his 

* own Example, make this Medicine, (fo ne- 

* ceflary to Sicit Men, but withal, fo bitter 
' and loathfomej become fo pleafing, and de- 

* lightful, that good Men now love Fafting, 
' morethan worldly Meii do Excefs; Pover- 
' ty more than Ricfees i and Mortification, 

* more than fcnfual Pleafures. 

But ^s Mr. Bonmll had noble and exalted 

thoughts of God, and a flaming Love to his 

Maker and Redeemer ^ as be was^feiand 

ioip/y, Mortifi'd and Patiettt ; fo thefc Divine 

Graces,led him to allneceflary AftsofDevo- 

tion. 1 (ball therefore now codfider. How 

he difcharg'd the Duty of 7'r*^.-r ,both Publick 

and Private: How conftant and Devout a 

Gueft he was, at the Lord's Table ! How Re* 

ligioufly he obferv'd the Lords-Diy^ and riie 

Fealls and Falls of the Church. 

Bm heUif- As to the Doty of Prayer, it was his con- 

chai'd the ftant and daily Work, and molt detightfol 

/)«/;- o/^Pr^r- Entertainment; and he difcharg'd every 

■0t part of it in fo exad and regular a way, that 

his Private Devotions were not omitted for 

the fake of the Prayers of the Chorch ; nor 

did any Conftancy at the former, make him 

Negled bung daily at Thefe. His PraAice 

from his Youth, was to begin the day vfith 

Cod, and confecratf to Qim bis earliefi:

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Thoughts, and in thit he perfcver'd all hid 
lifelong; For the firft thing he did in the 
Morning, was repeating Pfalms proper for ity

and Walhing time he repeated the i6j. i itf. 
and i4jih Pfalms. In thispartof his Devo- 
tions, ic was his Delife that his Wife ftiou'd* 
bear her paft ;^ And when they were over^' 
he at large otFer'd up his own Private Pray- 
ers in his Clofet. The Evening hecoofecra- 
ted to God, as well as the Morning. His lirlE 
Exercift fas foon as he' cou'd get free frcni| 
Company) was rcpeatingthe^:«^nj?c<ir, and 
fome other //fWB/ofPraifei'his Wife in thefe 
ftill joining with him. Then he ufually re- 
fir'd into his Cloftt, and with great exaftnefi 
examined the ftateofhi&Soiil; and by Read- 
ing and Meditation, put bimfelf into a righll 
Temper for Prayer \ which was then per- 
form'd M the fulled and devoateft manner. 
And he concluded the day, in the fame man- 
ner that he began it ; repeating the Fourth,^ 
and Other py*i/m/, while he undrefs'dv An<I 
when ready • to ftcp into Bed, he kneel'd^ 
down and offerM up a Ihort Prayer, and then 
lay down in Peace'. Ttiis was his Praftictf 
fo conftantly, thai neither the Coldnefs of 
fhe Weather, flor any Bodily Indifpofition or 
Wearinefs, made him negleft it. - 
■ Butit is from himfelt, the Reader mnft Havd 
the cleaf eft view, of the r^ular conftancy or 
SstPfiva^ pfetfotibn's:- For, Writingto a* 
K^i^u'i Ffkij^/wi^ i^boin be je^asvery,^ 
K intimate,' 

,,....,,Goo<^[c 
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iatinate, upoa the Subjrfl c^Privatt Prayer, 
and the moit advaat^^giouswijy ofdifcharginj^ 
that Duty, tw thus delivers bimrelC 
!? tSji. ' The Firft aad the Laft ot the Day, is to 

* me, eflentially necelTary \ and bo other 

* Time of the Day, cou'd fupply the Want 

* of ihe/e. But ! w (It not fay fo of others ; 

* Hace the condition of fome, is fuch, that 

* they rauft take other times, or can get aoi^e 

* at all: Ufe aad Cuftom, may make other 
*. times of the Day, as ufeful to them. But 

* when I have done with the World, and be- 

* fore 1 begin with it, is the time when my 
' Mind is ^tteft for Religious Exercifes; and 

* perhaps you will find my Rule oeceflary

' have had time firftjtodifchargeyourprivatc 

* Duties atiargeat home. 1 go out with plea- 

* fure and confidence, when i have done this ; 
' and Publick Prayers are then more plea- 

* fing to me. At Nights 1 mult get a little 

* more time, to fit ftill, or Read and Writ« 

* iu, as well as Pray. Butfometimcsitpleaft 

* Ci God, to call us to a larger attendance on 

* HimfeJf, when he makes the Wofld vile in 

* in our Eyes -, gives us clearer views of our 
*" future Hopes, convinces us of the End for 
' which wc came into the World, and of the 
' only thin^ NeceiTary. Happy are we in- 
•^deed, when He calls us to this, and gives 
' us leifure for it We may he fure 'tis to 

* invigorate and fortify us, for fome forther 
f Work) which h^has for u$ to doj or to 
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' bring us to copfecrate our felvcs, and all 

' our Powers, iiiore enuFfly to bis Service. 

'Tis good to give way to this Call, and to 

* ftealwbat Ume for it we cjnj and not 
' flightty or eaiily, tofuffer ourfeWes tobe 

* diverted from it; that we may give v?ay to 

* ttie Grace of God, to have its perfcfl: vrork 
' on our Hearts. But this isnoi;tobelook'd 

* upon, as a courfe to be taken up by us *, or 

* any Vows, or Rcfolutions to be made to 

* keep to itjlonger than for the prefcnt Heat ; 

* becaufe ic is not confiftent with otfr Civil 

* Duties in Humane Life. The Difciples 

* were not long permitted to flay on Mount 
' Tahor^ but they mufi: go down again to the 
' Multitude that waited for them. 

' Let us then go bravely on in the way of 
' Piety ,into which our good God has call'd iis- 

* and remember that we mrft go up-Hill,' 

* and down Hill ; fcinetimcs fee our jour- 

* nies end, and fometimes lofe fight of it: 

* But while he permits us to fee in our Hearts. 

* adefire to do nothing in this World, but 

* pleafe Him-, and not to live, but that we' 

* might live to Him: Let us comfort our 
^ felves in His Goodnefs, and not be di- 
' fturb'd at every Diforder; and may His In- 

* finite Mercy grant «s, to grow up in HiJ 
' Fear and Love, to His Heavenly Kingdom. 

Herefrom his Advice to one of his Friends, 
wc may learn his own Praftice ^ and from the 
Information of thofe, who had the beftop- 
bprtunities of knowing the Secrets of his. 
Heart. I <ian affirpi,- that the Fervency and. 
K" X Humility 
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Humility of his Devotions, was aafwerablete 
their Gonltancy. His PoftBre, was the mod 
lowly hecou'd contrive ^' He not only kneel'd, 
but freanently lay proftrate upon the Floor, 
and had fuch fErong Em'otioQS in his Soul, as, 
often e^qirefs'd tfiemfelves in a Flood of 
Tears: And as to his Pofl:urc,he not only chofe' 
that, which was moll: expreffive of Humility 
and Reverence ^ but that which came neareft 
to our Saviours Example, in his Prayer before . 
his Paflion-, or as he does in one place, very 
well expreft it : Ipuimyfelfiifrbt^atPoJlitre^^ 
O my mofiGraciOHi Saviour, in which Thou didfi 
endure Thy drtAdful Agorty^ of which T cannot 
think without Horronr, hecanfi Thou rvert ihe^ 
Son of God, mho fk fired fi it: jindheeattfi; i$ 
was my Sins that occajiori'd it. 
¥le had' con. In his Family, he had conffant Prayers eve- 
fiant pM/mry Night, and in the Morning too, when he 
in Hh Fami- was BOt hindrcd by Bufinefs, which call'd him' 
'■^* early abroad, or brought Company unfeafo- 

nabty to hita-^ a Misfortiire, which fie very ■ 
much regretted, whenever it befel him. Ana 
be not only pray'd with his Family, but read 
the Scriptures to them -, and a good Portion 
of them at a time, as his Health and Time 
allow'd. This is the more to be taken notice 
6f, becaofe 'tis a moft Negkfted, tho' moll 
Neceflary part of Religious Worfhip- parti- 
cularly, among ouV Gentry, wJfio, either 
through want of Religion, or Evii Shame. 
have turned the Worfhip of God quite out of 
their Families; which is attended with this 
t^tsl-GofifequenCe, that their Servants, an^ 

lr„l,G0(>J^[c 
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too often their Children, are train'd up ia 
fuch a fcaodalous Negle<% of God and Reli* 
gion> as verjr oftea ends in their eternal 

RUID. 

But he did not think it cnoogh to ferve ^ 
God in private, and Pray with bis Family a^^^lyl' 
too^ he confider'd befides all this, iheDuty prawrje/fi* 
and Benefits of attending the Publick Service chtrch. 
of the Church \ which during the greater 
part of his Life, he did twice every Day ; and 
from which feldona any thing kept him, but 
.want of Health. And when the hurry of iiis 
Bulinefs hindred him from keeping conftantly 
to one Church, and Hour of Publick Prayer, 
he wou'd ufe all his Art, to get Prayers at 
fome Church or other, tho' not exactly at the 
time when he moft delir'd them ; fnch dif^- 
rent Notions had he of his Duty« from the 
generality of the World ; who will alledgc, 
not only Bulinefs, but Trifles, as an Exciife 
for their Abfence from the Houfe of God ! 

His Behaviour at our Publick Prayers, was 
fo Devout and Grave, fo Intent and Com- 
posed, as cou'd not but ftir op the AffedioDS 
of all who obferv'd it, Talking or Sleeping 
in the Houfe of God, was a great Offence to 
him, and vjhenonce Prayers began, he took 
no notice of any »bont him ; and was always 
troubled at thofe uofeafonable S3lutes,where- 
in too njany allow themfelves, in time of Di* 
vine Service, condemning that Praftice, as 
one of the greaKft Indecencies of our 
phprph.

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It has been already obfftrv'd, that nrhen 
he came early toOiarch^ end was fo happy 
ks to gee a reur'd Flace, he continu'd at his 
Private Devotions, till the Publick Service be- 
gan, or a very little "before : And how he, 
employed thofe happy Momcats of Privacy 
and Devotion, in the Houfe of Gcd ; The 
following Prayer, nientioa'd, as us'd by him 
in the Chnrcb, before Morning Prayer began, 
will Ihew. 

* Behold, O Lord, this Portion of ihy Fa- 
*■ mily, whom in this I-IaceThou haft fo of- 
f ten gractouflv vilited, and favotir'd ^ and 
,' who have addifted, and given np themfelves 
' to thy Service ; arc here met together, in 
' behalf of our felves, andofihe reft of car 

* happy nnmber^ and of all our Chriltiati 
*■ Brethren, even thy whole Church. We 
' befeech chee to unite onr Hearts more and 
^ more in thy felf ^ that we m^y have but one 

* Heart, and one Mind, as we bave^ bm onfc 
*■ Defign,oneAim and Hope. Let' us now 
' welcome each other ('with Heairts fnll of 

* Love and joy) unto thy Prefefice, as we

* hearty and holy Salutations, as the bleOcd 
' Etizahth gave to the Mother of our Lord:

*■ and fuch Comfortable Hopes of thofe Ecer- 
' nal good things, which Thou haft prepar'd

He had the julteft Value, and highcft Ven*. ^^' fr"'^ 
ration for that great Repofitory of true '^^•'^"^ 'JIJ'^^' 
votion, the Liturgy of our Chnrch-^ for which,^^ ^^^^ 
his Regard was ijot in the leaft abated, by * 

the great Fervour of his private Prayers. For 
tho' his Devotion was very Intenfe, and fuU 
of Life and Warmth ; yet it was Calm and 
Governable, and confind within the ftrifteft 
bounds of Sobriety and Rcafon. And fuch 
awful Apprehcnfiotis had he, of the Prefence 
of God; fo cautious was heof uttetini^ any 
^hing fafl^ with his Mouth, before his adora- 
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ble Majeftyi that eveo Ms piivate Prayers, 
Were a well dlgefted Form : FrOin which he 
fometimes ^rf^y</, according to the particular 
Waots and Dellres of \n% Son! ^ tho' ctcd 
thefc f^ar'iations ht ufually put in Writing i 
and to' that purpofe, had his Prayers rcducM 
to Heads, in feveral Columns, jsith BJanki 
lor his Additions, and Variations j frequent- 
ly Reviewing and CorfcQingthewhole. But 
for all Publick O'ccafions', for Congregations 
gather'din Churches ^ he efteem'd Forms of 
Prayer, not only Expedient, but Neccflary. 
And fuch right Notion's had he, oftheUfe- 
fulncfs of 'nieip, and of that popular, but 
miftaken Phrafej of Praying hy the Spirit j that 
I ftiall here give the Reader his Thoughts of 
both, in hisoWn Words, 

* Perhaps fome of us have been too Zea- 

* lous, in crying down' this Phrafe of Praying 
■* hy the Spirit: 'Tis certain that all good Men 
' have the Spirit of Chril^, infpiringthem with 
*theTeMjf er of Chriftianity.This Temper breeds 
' ifi them good Dcfircs ^ and Nature furnifiies 

thefc defireswith fit and fuitable Expreflions. 

* It is the Infpiring uswith thefe Holy Defires, 
' flowing fronilherewjjwr of chriftianityjwhich 

* is the peculiar Work of the Spirit of Coi. 
' Thus the Spirit Of God, fpeak&ip us, and 

* makes IntercefTion for us, wjth thefe jioly 
' Defires, with which it Infpires us; and 

* therefore the Exprellion may be very well 

* allow'd \ that holy Men fo'Infpir'd, do Pray 

* by the Spirit. But as upon an extraordinary 
' Occafjon, 1 Ihou'd not refpfe to joi^ with a 

, . '. ■■■,■. ■ *"6dly 
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* holy Man, infiich an Extemporary Prayer; 
' (God forbid I fliou'd ) fo for ordinary Oc- 
' cafions, fiDCe the Spirit comes and goes ; 
,' and the motb Holy ^lap, has not always 
^ fuch immediate Influenc^sfrpinici I Ihon'd 
' think, that Prayers compos'd by holy Men, 
' fet apart for that Work, and defiring the 
' AfTiftance of Gpd*s Spirit to it ■■, fhou'd have 
^ a greater Portion of His Spirit in them, 
' than any other conftant Extemporary Pray- 

* er. And for a Man's private life, the Oc- 
' calionspfhis Soul do feldomfo much Vary, 
i but that by degrees, and the conftant Exer- 
' cife of this Dnty, he muft come up to a kuid 
'■ pf Form, or way of Expreffing his Needs, 
' in the molt perfcft manner for himfelf; 
*■ froni which there need be very little Varia- 
' tion for extraordinary Emergencies. And 
' isrheo all the Parts of it are thus fettled and 
' adjuftedjbis Duty obliges him, not to omic 
'■ any of thcfe Parts ^ and this is the conftant 
' Excrcife of private Devotion, in which a 

* Man with a good Confciencc, can't allow 
' himfelftofail. 

. Thefe were his Sentiments of the Ufefal- 
nefs of Forms of Prayer, confinti d by his 
lonftantly attending our ChnrchesService^nd 
jy his Praflice in Private; tho" at the fame 
:ime, he cop'd not allow himfelf to be; Severe 
a his Cenfures of thofe who made Choice of 
■nether Way of Worlhip, when be bdiev'd 
>>Dfcieace was their Motive. Railing Ac- 
nfations, never cafne out of bis Mouth a< 
^ijift any : They were too contrary to the 
Ex- 
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Example of his Great Matter, and (fe«t Humi- 
lity and Meekoefs, which (hin'd in bis Life, 
and appear'dia his Words, and all his Ani- 
ons. He hoaour'd true Piety, wherever he 
law it \ aad lov'd thofe, who he believ'd , 
ferv'd God fincerely ; tho'their way of Wor- 
Ihip differ d from his owq. None coonder'd 
more, the Power ofCuftom.and Education ; 
and the difficulty of Relifliing Modes of Wor- 
ftiip, we arc Strangers to, till Prafticerewoi'e 
our Preludices, and Obfervation and Experi- 
ence rtconcik us to theiu. To this putpofc, 
. he ExprelTes himfelf in the following Medi- 
tation. 

' Lord, we blefs Thee, for the free Liber- 

* ty of Worlhipping Thee in the Way in 

* which W« have been brought up^ in the 

* Way, ia which we have partaken of Tby 

* Grace, and receiv'd thy Spirit. Ic is nqc 

* in our power, to reconcile our felves to a- 

* ny Way of Worlhip (tho' we thought it 
' lawful) at our Pleafures. The Grace of 

* Devotion is ealily cbeck'd and ftop'd ; and 
*• little Informalities have a. great Influence 

* and efFeft, Upon the Spiritnal part of out 

* Minds, by which Devotion is excrcisM : 

* Yet if Che liberty of Worlhipping God, in 

* the Way I am us'd to, be taken from me; 

* and AnoGher afforded me, which I am not 
' us'd to, and )udge kWful, I will endea- 

* Tonr as fait as 1 cdQ, tt> acquaint my Mind 

* with that Way ; and in time I doubt not. 
> but God .will enable me to recelTc BeceBi 
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* by it. ft is nnreafonable for ns lo espeft, 
' that thofe who Riakca Confcience of ferving 
' God with Devotion, twt are ftraagers to 
' our Methods, (bou'd immediately Change 
*" their Way of Worfhip, aad heartily Clofe 
' with ortrs; tfao' better in itfelf, and they 

* were fdtisfi'd that there were oothingun- 
f Jawfut in it. Time and Pains Oiuft Work 

* that happy Change. 

In fiis Devotions both Publick and Private, 
he avoided every thing, that had the leaft Ap- 
pearance of Affcftation, or might any way 
Minifter to Vanity i all violent Motions of 
the Body, and unnatural Modulations of 
the Voice. His Behaviour was Grave and 
Simple, Natural and very Plain. And though 
never Man, was lefs apt to «iitertaia hard 
Thoughts of Others, yet he coo'd not but 
fufpeit thofe, who were very Noifie in theh" 
Prayers ; who afFefted ftrange Geftnres of 
Body, and a fcrc'd Tone of Voice. And I 
believe the Reader will excufe me, for deli- 
vering his Judgment of the true add ftilfe 
Signs of Devotion, in his own Words : He 
will find it ib rational and dear, as muH: 
needs be very fatisfadory to him. 

* We miftake ourfclvesofctimes inSignsT/je^'w «^ 

* of Devotion; outward Aftions of theBo--'^'*'^ ^'^*^ 
' dy, may be Signs of Devotion; bat we are ^''*"^'"'* 

* to judge aright of them, and give them 

* their due weight. Devotion is to the Son], 

* what Blood is to the Body, which is the 

* Lifc-ofit: Now the bell ftate of the Body

* Wc don't think we havemoft Life, whca 
' we liave coavulfiveand extraordinary Mo- 
' tionsia our Bodies; thefe things proceed 
' not from the free moving of the filood, buc 
' from the ftoppagc ot the Blood and Spirits; 
' from which Nature endeavouring to fetit 
f felf free, excites thofe violent Motions is 

* the Body. Thefe arc not Signs of Health, 
' butofSickojefe. Ib refpeflofour Souls, the 
' beft ftate is, when onr Minds in our Devo- 

* tions, have a compos'd and gracious Inter- 

* courfe with God, in fnch intentnefs, and re- 
' coUeftednefs oj Thought, jh;tf wc are hard- 

* ly fenfiUe our felves, that we ^re at our 

* Devotions. Thus it is whe;i wc are ^n firip 
^ Health of Mind, our Confcieace right be- 

* fore God, and our Affections (anftifi'd 

* and free from incumbrances. It is whep 

* we come (hort of thefe, in any refpca, that

' Ihoughts intent and recolleded, as we 

* yrou'd have t^em ; tfiat we beat opr ^reafl;;, 

" ' ■ !thaE 
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that wecaft up our Eyes, that we move our 
* Hands. "They arc figns at beft, not that m 
i«rtf Devout, but that we iroaV be fo. Eve- 
ry fudden Motion of the Head, or Ha id, or 
Eye, is not a (ign of an orderly, but of a 
convulfive Devotion ; and is the EfFeft of 
a troubl'd and difcompos'd State of Mind. 
Not that thefe ate ahffays to be cenfur'd ; 
Such Troubles are many times ourUnhap- 
pioeTs, not our Sin. Thus perhaps it was 
with Hannah, .when jhe pr^^^dnTrto the Lord 
in the bitterntfs ofher Soul, i Sam. i. lo. 
And EU obfcrving her outward Geftures, 
particularly the motion of her Lips, thought 
hardly of her. Our BlcfTed Lord, when be 
ofFer'd tip his laff pubtick Prayer to his Fa- 
ther ;■ the per^tual and iiioft gracious Le- 
gacy of his Lovtf to his Chnrch, and the 
Model of his continual InterCeflion in Hea- 
ven for ns; began it with a Jixt liftingup 
of his Eyes to Heaven. Whtn 'jefm hadffo~ 
ken tbefe thingi, hi lifted up his Eyes to HeaveK^ 
and [aid-, Joh. 17. i This cannot be rec- 
kon'd of the fort we are fpeaking of; for ic 
was only a cempos'd fecting of his Eyes in 
one Pofture. If his proftrating himfelfon 
the Ground, in his great Agony, beofFer'tf 
as an In^ance of the other Jon, and it be at- 
gued from thence, that firth violent Moii- 
ODs of the Body, are not Arguments of a 
Difcoiftpos'd. or more Inipcrfeft Devotion j 
becaufe our Lords Devotion, cannot at a- 
ny time be luppos'd Imperfed : It is noc 
acccfiary to fay any thing to it -, only thh^ 
; that

That great hfirmity of Humane Nature, 
with which the bell: Men are freqaentiy di- 
fturb'd, VnMtentiondnAWAndrwgThoKgbtt ra 
Prt^^r, Mr. Bornell bad very well confidcr'd ; 
he hirafelf not being intirely free from it. It 
is what he oftep complains of, with great Paf- 
fion,and for which he prefcribesthe propcreft 
Remedies. His Meditations upon WmuIuux 
tbotights in Prayer, are too many to be here 
ioferted; yet a few Qf them I can't pafs o- 
«r. They (hew a Miad fo deeply aJfe^ed 
with th.e fenfe oi its Iniperfe^ons -, fa deli- 
roas to hpve its Rwrdeos renwv'd •, yetfo pa- 
tient and fubmiflive wnder them j that tbey

But then if 
we wou'd have Peace of Mind under thefedi- 
fturbances, we muft not only Pray ag^nft 
them, with Mr. ifomie/s 2eal, but endeaTonr 
as he did, to prevent or remove them.

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Guett at the Lord's-Table: And therefore I 
now come to flietv, what his Pradice was^ 
with Refped to the Holy Sacrament of the 
Lord's-Suppcr. 

He was very early touched, with a lirely 
Sesfe of hU ObWgatloas^ to cooimeinorate our 
Savioais PalBoB, in that Holy Myftery ^ and 
I Gad from tni own Meditations, that as he 
Improv'd in Knowledge and Years, his [>e- 
fires after that Divine Feaft, grew ftronger 
ftill. For there he found all the eadearing 
Comforts of Religion) God's Goodnefs diC- 
play'd, and His Jufticc fatisfi'd : The Con- 
temptiitioii of which, gives the trnefl Peace 
and Joy to Hnmble and Peniteot Minds. 

A great part of his Private Writings coni- 
fill: of Meditations, preparative to the Sa- 
crament, or ThanJcfgivings after it: So 
that for fcveral Years of his Life, hardly a' 
Week pafled over, but he piit downfome 
ComamnioQ Thoughts in Writing \ fome 
Meditation or Prayer, upon the Love of 
God to Mankind ■, or fome {^rt of onr Sa- 
viour's Life, or Sufferings; efpecially, da- 
ring the Ifite Troubles, when he needed the 
Supports of Religion molt, and feems to' 
have enjoyed them, in a greater degree than' 
at other times. 

After his Settling i& r^j^/ui', His conftant 
PraSice for ihany Years, was, to Commu- 
nicate twice every Month : Be^de all the 
(blema Times, when the Holy Sacrament i£ 
admiaiSred- But fuch lodging Defires had 
be, after that facred Memorial of oiit Savi- 
Mi 6*ftf 
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our's Love^ that -he cou'd not allow bira- 
felf to want it, whenever it might be had ; 
fo that at laft, he Reca?M CTerjr Lord's- 
Day. 

Tho' his Life was a cooltant Prepara- 
tion for the Holy Communion, yet he had 
very ftria and particular Retirements in or- 
der to put his Mind into that Divine Frame, 
wfhich he judg'd fo neceflary, for that near 
and (blemn Approach to God: And thefe 
happy Retirements, were employed in ftrift 
Examinations of his Life ^ and a fevere en- 
quiry after his froalklt Failings} and the 
warmclt Medications upon the Love of God, 
and bitter PafDon of oiir Biefled Saviour. 
And in his tatter Vests, he Lamented no- 
thing more, than that his Time was fo ta- 
ken -up with BufmeSt, that his Retirements 
were ioterrupted ; and confeqoently, bis 
Thoughts not fo mnch bis own, as they os'd 
tobei And particalarly, it troubled bim, 
that he was often iorc'd to be late at bis 
OfHce upon SaiMrJays ; left his ' going to 
the Sacrament next Day, m^ht have an itl 
EtTed upon his Servants-, and tempt them 
to prefume too far, and approach the Lord's 
Table, without fnfiicient Preparation : F«r 
tho'' (?s he wou'd fometimes fay J IfietU Mi- 
tiHtei at wfOfu:e\ they are net emutgh to fitis- 
fie tvy Seq^ much tefi to give good £xamfk to 
Ofhtri. 

As it was his great Study, to Prepare him- 

fdf aright, for the Holy Sacrament, that to 

be might come to it, witb a ttuly Peniceoc 

Hearty 
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^^^^■t, a lively Faith, and inRamd, Affe^i- 
^^^^Hfo during the whole Adminiltratton, To 
^^^^Plre were his Thoughts, fo earneft were 
^^Hb Prayers, that thofe who were near, and 
^Vobferv'd him, hardly ever beljeld him without 
Tears \ which he conceal'd as much as he 
cou'd, by keeping clofe in the mt^ private 
Corner of the Seat; and he was forc'd to 
take fometioie, to make his Face fit to ap- 
pear before the Congregation. For though 
a forrowful Countenance does very well be- 
. come every DeroDE Communicant ; yet his 
principle and Conftant Praftice was, to.'a- 
void every thing, that might make him pb- 
ferv'd by others, or any way raife; the CJia- 
radter of his Piety among Men ; referving 
that chiefly to the Eye of God. ; '^ , 
When he return'd from Church, he ira- 
jnediately retir'd into his Clofet, and fpent 
a confiderableTime in his own Private Pray- 
ers and Praifes: And as his Wife was ftill 
his Fellow Communicant i fo with her, he 
, Pray'd before Dinner, Blegini God for th.it 
happy Opport/mity^ ^ivtn them beth, of Comr 
^emorating our Saviour't Sufftringi^ and re* 
ceiving the Fledges of his reconciled Favour \ 
iOid Praying for alt thofe who had been Partaken 
with thctn^ that Day., or at an} other time., of 
thofe bl^ed means of G race ^iphich they had then 
receiv'd. 

That unhappy Controverfy, which Di- 

ftarbs our Church, about the Pofture in 

Keceiving the Holy Sacrament, was a great 

Trouble to him ; His great Humility did

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His Meditations upon the Sacramrat, are 
very nomcroiis, as I have already faid ; to 
that, iaftead of being ioferted in a Life^ tbey 
won'd make almoft a Volnme thcmfelves. A 
Spirit of Primitive Piety runs through them : 
And it plainly appears, that the Author of 
themjfpokefrom his Heart j and was deep^ 
ly affcftefl with the Subjeft, about which he 
Wrote. I ftiall here give the Reader a Tafte 
of them ; and by thefe Few that here follow, 
he may make a Judgment of the Reft. 

' We pray to God, and our Saviour, for 
' Pardon by his ^foay auii bitter Sufirit^t ; 

* how does this oblige God to Pardon us i 

* What Right have we, to infill on thefe and 
' reprefent them before God ? Women ia- 
' deed Expoftulate with their Husbands, by 
' the Common Pledges of their Love: Their 

* Children, by their mutual Endearments : 
*" And fometimes one Friend with another, 

V * by their commea Sufferings, in the fame 
' Cinfe. And it is an Argument prevailing 

* upon Humane Nature, to yield to what is

* if we hope to prevail. When therefore wc

Bo»- 
wr7frh/' ^^^ Conftancyand Behaviour at the Holy 
Lwd's-Day> Sacrament of the Lord's Supper, the Reader 
will of himfelf conclude, that he was a Re- 
ligious Obferver of the Lord's-Day i andfuch 
he was ia a very ftridt manner, giving it en- 
tirely up to the Service of God, and Exerci- 
fesof Religion. He had Private and Fami- 
ly Devotions fuited to the Day ; and all bis 
Drefling time he employ'd in Repeating 
Pfalms, which had mofl Relation to the Bu- 
finefs of it, as the 84*^, ii6th, ii8tA, and 
iiid, and others, as his time allow'd him> 
He cxprefs'd a great tJiflike to the Praftice 
. of fome Families, in making the Lord's-day, 
a Day of Publick Feafting, and Eatertaia- 
ment ; infomuch that mo(t of their Servants, 
are dcpriv'd of the Benefits of it, being to 
Ihem, neither a Day of Reft, nor Devotion. 
To this purpofe, I find the following Remark 
of his, upon David's refufing to Drink the 
Water of Btthkem. which Three of his 
mighty Men had hazarded their Livts to 
bring him, 2 Sam. 23. 17. h not thitth 
Mood of the Men that nent in Jeopardy of their 
Uvt)y thertfm hfimd not Drink it. Thou,

This Prafiice he remedy'd in his own Fami- 
ly, as rnuch as becoud, without turning the 
Day CQtirely intoa Faft. He, generally up- 
on the Lord's Day, had no Company but his 
own Family ; that fo no Referves might hin- 
der him, horn entertaining them with Religi- 
OM Dii'courfc. But if other Cornpatiy were 
with him, he wou'd isc talking to his Ser- 
vants about the Sermon, and bring infome 
Religious Subjeftto be difcoars'd ofj and if 
Abroad, he us'd the faihc Method, but with 
his nfoiU Modefty and Caution. 

The Lord's-D^V Evenings he chofe to 
fpend abne, or in fuch Company, where Re-^ 
iigion might be the only Entertainment. 
But the Rarity of fuch Company, made bira 
it laft refolve CO vilit None upon that Day, 
imt the Sick, or the Afflided ; and to de- 
cline receiving Vifits, as much as poffible ; 
deiiring to converfe only with God, and his 
own Thoughts, till il was tifne to call his 
Family together. Then he Examin'd bis 
Servaots, and Inftnifted them in the great 
Principles and Duties of Religion. Then he 
ufoaUy read to them fomfe plain Pious 
Boole, far about an Hour together ; then one 
or more Chapters in the Bible, and fo went 
to PrayerSi concluding the Day with his o- 
ther Devotions; only large Additions of 
M ^ Prayfirsy 
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Prayers, and Praifes proper to it. Thos rfid 
he anlvrer, in his Pra<ftice, the End of the 
Inftitutioa of the Lord's Day, making it a 
truly Chriftian Sabbath i a Day, not fo 
much of Reft, as Retigion, and a happy 
Type of that Eternal Sabbath, which the 
Saints enjoy in Heaven \ who reft for ever 
from their Labours, yet are for ever em- 
ploy'd in the woik of Thankfgiving and 
i'raife.

He endeavoured to fpend his Fafting Days 
alone, and wholly to give them up to Reli- 
giotis Exercifes and Contemplations; bis 
chief Stiidy, being to afled his Mind with 
the moft tender fenfe of our Saviour's Bitter 
Sufferings % llrii^ly to review and examine 
his Life, and earnellly to Bewail his fmal- 
left Failings, His ufual Practice on fridayt 
was, aboot Noon to repeat the Fifty Firfl; 
Pfalm, Kneeling ; witb feveral Prayers ta- 
ken out of the ComminatioD Office, beiidc!^ 
Others of his own CompoQng. 

But his manner of obferving Fait Days, 
and what then Prfpcipally eipploy'd his 
Thoughts i the following Meditation will 
fhcw.

* The Exercifc of a Faft Day, is to conCder 
^ oar Saviour's Sorrows, and our Sins that

Having Aas confidered Mr. BimntPi Pie- 
ty, withrelpeftto the great Duty of Pray- 
er, the Sacrament of the Lords-Supper, the 
Lord's Day, with the Feafts and Fafts of the 
Church; I (hall now mention fome other 
puties, which hedifcharg'd with the (ame ex- 
aftaefs and Care. 

Nothing gave him greater Joy, than any 
Propofal or Endeavour to promote the Ho- 
nour and Service of God, and- Jipprefs Im- 
morality and Profanentfs •, and Tome of bis 
moft fennlile Affliftiops, proceeded front 
that coidneft and inditftrcncy he obftrv'd 
in inoft People, in the great Concerns of 
Religion and another World. He was one 
of thofe who Monrn'd in Secret, for our 
Pnblick Sins, and by his powerful Prayers, 1 
contributed not a little, to Avert publick 
judgments from us, or Shorten their Conti- 
nuance. .^ft«, he wou'd often fay to his In- 
timate and Religions Friends, whut will this 
turn to! Where will it end! The true Spirit of 
fiffy-t fetmi more and mart vcearint out of the 
W<irtd. * 

Nor 
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Hot was this Religious Zeal for tbe Ho- 
sour of God, aod Sorrow for theRdgoing 
Impieties of the World, only the EfFefts of 
Age, and more confirm'd Habits of Piety. 
The following Meditation Compos'd at Lon- 
dotty in the Twenty Seventh Year of his Age, 
wiU fliew the coBtrary. 
* O my God ! For the Coritradiftion of Sio-

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The Religious Societies, which began laud great 
D«Wi>i about the Year 1653, gave him creat i'^M^w •/ 
Comfort and Joy; he not only approv'd off'^'K'i'g'^' 
that Pions Defigo, but did very much en-^"""'"' 
courage and Promote it. He pleaded their 
Caufe, writ Letters in their Defence, and 
was one of their moft diligent and Prudent 
Direftors. He confider'd very well the A- 
bufes, to which, by lenah of Time, decay of 
Zeal, and the Neglects of thofe who are 
principally Concerned to Overfce and Qo- 
vern them, thofe Societies might be liable ; 
but he found they did prcfent Good, and 
that made himRejoice^ and he us'd to argue. 
That the Pojftbility of « Thingi being -^»jV, 
is no Reafon to decline the Vje of it. He was 
likcwife a zealous Promoter of the Societies 
for Reformation of Manners^ who apply them- 
felves to the Supprefling of Profanencfs and 
Vice ; He was always prefcat at their Meet- 
ings, Laid their Defign truly to Heart, and 
Tnonghc much of it ; He contributed libe- 
rally towards its neccflary Charge, and con- 
ftantly pray'd for their Snccefs. And all 
who wi(h well to them, or their Caufe, are 
fenlible, how Ufeful a Friend they have loft, 
by Mr. Bomelh Death ; tho' he, no doubt, 
enjoys the Reward of his Indefatigable Zeal, 
in fo Glorious an Undertaking. 

Agreeable to his Zeal for the Religions 
Societies, and all Publicly Undertakings 
which might ferve the Interefts of Piety, 
were his Private Endeavours to promote ic 
in ^U he coayer^'ct y^tti \ but he chiefly ap- 
ply'd 
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jdy'd hinifelf to Young People, and took a 
particular Fleafare, in FormiDg their tender 
Minds to the Love of God and Reli^a ; 
faecatch'dat aUOccalioosoffugge(tinggood 
Thooghtsto them; and Encoarag'd, Dired- 
ed, and even Rcprov'd them, with fuch Ten- 
derners, Concern, aijd Addrefs; asj&y? to 
g^in upon their AfFedionshimfelf; and tha^ 
Jo to improve the Power he bad with them, 
as to make them in love with their Duty, to 
excite ftrong DeGres after Holinefs in tbcir 
Hearts, and to arm them with firm Refola- 
tloBS of adhering to it. . 
'A s^eat Pro- And as he Induftrionfly ernbracM all Op- 
iiwKr of ilftf-portumties of gaining Profelytes to Piety, fo 
«w,c««*fr-Jjg (ttidy'd to make RcUgion theSubjeft of 
jmm. j^jg conftant Conversation ^ and talk'd of no- 
thing elfe with Pleaflire. He had a peculiar 
Art of engaging Company, upon fuch Sub^ 
}Cds-, and manag'd hispartoffnchDifcourfe, 
with, ^lat Modefty add Prudence, that then 
appcar'd nothing of Artifice or Defign; 
nothing that aim'd at magnifying himfelf, or 
railing his own CharaAer : But when he 
Ipake of Reli^on, it was with a natnral £a- 
finefs,'with Calmnefs, and Humility^ and 
never four'd fuch Converfation with Uncha- 
ritable Reftedions opon Others, who either ' 
differed from him in Opinion, or fell fliort 
of him in Praflticc. i 

But his Judgment of Religious Converfa- 
tion, chiefly as to the mauner of it, and with 
What Modelty and Caution be manag'd it

The confequence of his Viflory over his 
Padions and defires, his Humility and Meek-, 
nefs, and Deadnefs to the World, was tho- 
rough Contentment of Mind, with his For- 
}fyufri»n (ktune and Eltate. He had too juft Senti- 
^'""■'r"'^' ments- fif this World, not to be above the 
fmnefs. fordifi Sip of Covetuoufnefs, which he knew 
only in Notion ; as I might prove from ma- 
ny of his Meditations againfl: ic, of which I 
fhdll infcrt oaly two which are as foU 
lows.

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room ia his Soul ^ and thofe who knew liim 

beft. Via witnefs, how far he was from be- 

trayiog any difcootCDt at the Profperous 

Condition of others ; at their EncreaOng in 

Fortune, Honoar, or ^Fame. For he knew 

that the only Happy, were the Religions 

and the Good : And their Graces, were 

the Subjeft of his Fraifes j bat never the 

Occafions of his Eovy. 

Kh Tmpfi- In tbt Duties of TniqKrance and Ghafti- 

rmeiMdPM'tfj be was nicely ftria; and Religionflj 

rity. ferere, and kept the oppofite Vices at the 

greati^'dilbnce. He emi^oy'd his Time 

too Ufeftilly at Home, to allow any of it to 

tbofe Places, which afe the nfuat Scenes of 

Intemperance and Folly. He confider*dthat 

Abftiaence was one of the moft effednal 

Inftnimcnts of Divine Gr^e, to Refinin 

and Subdue our PafOons and Delires ^ and 

that it ougbttobe a Chriltian's great fiudy 

and care, to Govern and Calm, not Exaf- 

perate and Inflame them. His ConvcrTati- 

on was nicely Pure and Modeft, and never 

fully'd with an ExpreOion, which could raile 

a foolifti Thought ; but all was Trantaaed, 

according to the Sevcreft Rules of Decency 

and Religion. 

But that we may have as Full and Right 

How ht fer-a View of Mr. BomeUdA I can give, I fhall 

form d the du-^QYi confider him with Refpeft to Others, 

""?ff^"'and Diew what an Example he was, in the 

r«r/ ^ gieat Duties of jufti« and Charity, and o- 

" * ther Social Virtnes. For 'tis the Property 

of tme Reiigion, not onfy to make us Pious 

towards 
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towards God, Sober aod Temperate oar 
felres, but lifdiiltotbe World. It fecurcs 
Oor Haadi from violence, and Blood \ our 
T(»gues ftom FiUlbood aod Slander ; and 
oar Hearcs from Fraud aiui Crusty ; ic 
renders ns faithftil in eVery Tnift \ Firm 
to «iirery frwnife : Siiioere in aH our Pro- 
feOIoDs ; Peaceable da oar Stations ; Qiarl- 
tdble to the Heedy, and tbe moft valoable 
members of Society. Withoat tfaeCe h^y 
Efleds of Religion, ^tis Soperftitious and 
Talfe, Hypocxidcal and Vain. But Mr. Bon- 
4tefs Metjy when examifl^d by this, or any 
otiier Teft, lyill appear to be True, Geou- 
isCj and Sincere. 

None cou'd be niore Exaft in every part of „. rr^a-^^ 
jamce. -He had many Opportunities of^JJfJ'',.„ 
Improving 'his IbrtDae, snd inct with Temp- 
tations, -whkb ietr, buF htmfelf, wou'd hav« 
refifted. Bot tho' he difpjitdi'd all, «h» 
had Bufinefs with liim, m the molt obliging 
manner, and with great readinefs ; yet he 
never knew, whac Gratuity or Reward 
meant ; confining his Gains entirdy to his 
Salary, and never altowing the Importunity 
or Gratkode of any, to force Pecuniary Ac- 
knoivkdgmen'ts upon him. Aod when at one 
■time. Three Pieces of Broad Gold, and a 
Guinea or Two at Mmihcr, were jeft iipoA 
his Table; by Perfons whom he had Iflghiy 
Oblig'd ; he gave the Mon^ all awav^ a- 
mong thirfc who had formerly been Officers 
intheO/^w-ffl«/e, andwererk* m Wantj 
and acquainted his Friends wiih hHKe^ons

* that the reafon of this Declaration was^ 

* that his Principle might be in fome me». 

* fare known ; that fo he might be better 

* arm'd againfl: Gifts, and Prefents; and- 
' neither Tempted to accept, nor put to the 
' Trouble of Denying them. 

Thefc were his Principles and Praflices 
built upon the folid Foundations of Juftice 
and Piety, and that noble Faich which over- 
cometh the World, None ever complain'd 
who had Bufinefs with him that Money was 
necelTary to procure Difpatch, or that Diffi- 
culties were Impos'd upon them, which Pre- 
fects f another name for Bribes) remov'd. 

' How different was his Behaviour from that 
which is complain'd of as too common in 
the World, and liovr few are proof againft 

■ ■ ~- Tcmptati- 
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Tem^atiooSf which he not pn\y conqoer'd 
bnc defjas'd ? Wertf all who are empioy'd 
io Offices of Truft, afted by his Fidelity and 
contempt of uolawful Gain, we fhouM not 
hear & many Complaints as we do, of the 
Pablick's being defrauded j jult and honcA: 
Caafes wou'd not mifcarry tbrongh the Po- 
verty, nor onjuft ones fucceed through the 
wealth and Power of thofe who maintaia 
them ; but Juftice wou'd flow in regular 
ChanncU, and be equally difpcrs'd to the 
Poor and Rich. 

And fo well was Mr. SotmeH's Ch^ra&eifOrfhansfi-e' 
for Juftice and Integrity, Eftablilh'd, that?''f"'2'^*«* 
the Fortunes of Orphans, were frequently "'.'" '" 
committed to his Management and Care : ""' 
A Truft which he never declin'd, and always 
Diftharg'd with a moftConfcientiousTender- 
nefs^ which is a great Inftance of his Charkyias 
well as Juftice. 

Nor was his Juftice to Mens Fortunes, 
ftrider than to their Charafter, and Fame. 
He rarely touch'd fo ulce a Thing as Repu- 
tation; and did it always with a Chriftiaa 
Temper and Tender Hand. Byt nothing 
like Detradion, was obferv'd in his freeft 
Converfation. He cxcusM Mens Failings, as 
fyt as was Reconcilable with Chriftlan P ru- 
dence andSincerity ; and put the belt Com- 
ment upon every Adion itcou'd bear: And 
what he cou'd not Juftifie, he wou'd pafs 
lighjtly over. Not but that he was above 
that Ridiculous Complaifance of Applaud- 
ing every Perfon, and every A<^ion, how 
•■ ? z worclv 
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wwtM«fi foet«r the One or the Other might 
be : He was BleflM with too ctifccrDiBg fl 
GetiiHs, for fuch good nstur'd F0II7. Vet ob 
tlie other hand, aoae made greater Allow' 
aaoes for Humane Nature ; tot the rariros 
Tempen and EdaoitioDS of Men ; aad he 
was feldom fo ftvere on any as himfiAf. His 
Conferfatioa was not fonr'd, wkh CoDttant 
and M«)aDdiolly Complaiots of the Impie- 
ties of the Age •, and Railing at thofe Free- 
doms of Ltfe, which tbo' he did not Pra- 
diPe himfelf, yet he wou'd not condemn as 
Crimea in thofe whons'd them. And ssthis 
is a Temper, very Excellent in it felf-, fince 
it proceeds from that Q)arity,iplbicfc fJopab^ 
Sclievah, totd EndHreth aU "Things : So it is 
the more to be valued, becaufe the want of 
it, has been Complain'd of, in Men of very 
ftrid: Lives: Some Religions Severities, 
perhaps, dlfpoling Men to Melancholly, and 
hard Thoughts of thofe, who don't deny 
themfelves every liberty, tbey have a diQikc 
to. But with Mr. BomeS^ it was quite o- 
therwifc ; he Rejoiced, when he con'd fpeak 
well of any : And when he was forced to 
dircommend, ^was always done with Con* ' 
cernand Regret. • 

nil Chtriij. . Eq"a' to his Jnflice was his Charity, which 
like that of Heaven, Rejoic'd in doing Good 
to All. He had a true Concern for the Souls 
To Mens of Men : He Contemplated, fo conftantly. 
Souls. the amazing Love of our Saviour to Man- 

Itind, with his Bitter Sufferings to Redeem 
their Souls; that he was AOcd, with fomc 
Degree 
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Degree of his Infinite Love, and Burri'd 
with his Heavenly Flame. No Man iahis 
Starion, cou'd take more Pains, to give att 
bo convti^j'd with, a true Relilh of Piety 
and RcBgion. He was continQally difper- 
Sia^ good Books among young People, his 
Clerks, and Servants, and Poor Families \ 
which he feconded with fuch conftant lo- 
ftniiftions. npon all fitting Occafions, deli- 
Tcp'd with ^ch Kindnefs and Concern, as 
coa'd not h\\, of making great Imprefltons 
□pon oiany of thnn. 

The lame Divine Charity to the Soals ofT» the 4f- 
Men, fhew'd it felf, in his great and con-^'^"'- 
ftaot Endeavours, to Direfl: and Comfort 
tbofe, who labour'd under Troubles and 
Dilcontents of Mind. He had a very hap- 
py Way of Calming uneafy Thoughts, and 
(dieting difturb'd Conlciences. And in no 
Work did he employ himfelf, with greater 
Readinefs or Soccefs. For feme Years, his 
fpare Hours, efpecially upon the Lord's Day, 
were very much given to the Scrupulous and 
Difccmfolate ; with whom, what he (aid, had 
very great Weighty not only becanfe he de- 
livered himfelf with great Clearnefs and Judg- 
ment; but alfo becaufe they were always 
willing to be Convinc'd aijd Perfuadedby . 
him, from the Opinion they had of his Sin- 
cerity and Kindnefs ^ for he treated Affliftcd 
Perfons, with great Tenderuefs and Com- 
paffion. He firft felt their Pains, before he 
attempted their Care ; and Wept with them, 
that with him they mighc afterwards Re- 
P $ joice. 
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joice. And the fame Charity oftea eagagfd 
him, in GompoliDg Qjianels and Difpntes, 
^moDg Relations >3nd Friends. Molt who 
Vnew^ bim^defirM his AiHltance in thofe Cafes, 
often leaving their differences to his Deterinir 
'cation alone : The mofi oppoGce Interefts 
and Tempers, agreeing in this, that there 
cou'd be no partial proceedii^s where be 
was Concerned. 
His Management of the Duty of Rifroofy 
W, m^ege--^^ another Inllance of his Charity to Meo> 
d'"' Sff" ^°"''- ^^'^^'''1'? ever omitted to Reprove, 
Pmy VV- where he faw it neccflary- which fliews, 
f"^ov- fonfidcring how hard a Dnty Jteproa/ ise(pe- 

cidlly to one of his great Modcfty, that a 
Zeal for God, had gain'd the entire Afcen- 
dant of his Soul ; and Conquer'd, even his 
Natural Temper. But as he feldoro negleft- 
ed to Reprove, when 'twas fit for him to do 
it; fo he h^d a peculiar Happiaefs in the 
Way and Manner of Rtfroving : He did it 
in fuch a Prudent Obliging Way, as to gain 
more Friends by his Reproofs, than many 
do by their Flatteries : His Rebukes were 
always deliverM with that Addrefs and Coa- 
cern ihtt Force of Argument, and Perfia- 
iive Eloquence \ as he feldom fail'd of niaking 
the Man his- Convert, but was ftr? of his, 
•Friendfhip and Efteem. And I have, been 
aflur'd by his Friends, particularly a Great 
Man, who had a long and intimate Ac- 
quaintance with him -, chat they have won- 
dred to fee Paflionate and Prond Men, en- 
dure fuch home and cuttjog Jleproaches 1 
^elivcr'q 
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deliTerM with fuch Plainncis from Him 
without the le^ft Reium of Refentmenti 
And that-his Method of Reproving, was fo 
Parucnlar and Uncommon, that 'tis impofli- 
blc for any, who did not fee it, often, and 
the ftrange Effeds it produced, to have any » 

Joft Notion of it. Such'force there is ia 
Prudent "acd well manag'd ZeaJ; fo diffe- 
rent, both in Value and Succefs, from the 
infolcnt Reproofs of the Violent and Haugh- 
ty ; which only Expofe fuch foolilh Refor- 
mers , and Harden-Sianers in their Crimes. 

But His Charity was not fo entirely con- u;, charitf 
-fin'd to Mens Souls, as to negleft their ho-tothePm. 
dies ; great was his Concern for both : And 
by his Bounty to the One, he often made 
way for Succefs, to his Charitable Endeavours 
on the Other. By the exadelt Computation 
his moft intimate Friends, who were beft ac- 
quainted both with his Fortune and Charity, 
cou'dmake-, he gave away the Eighth part 
of his Yearly Income to the Poor. And 
fome Years when Objefts were numerous, he 
fav'd nothing at all. His Private Papers 
fufHciently fhew, what a Chrifliao Feeling 
he had, of the SutTerings and NecelTities m, 
the Poor ; and there are feveral Meditations 
in them, to move us to Companionate and 
Relieve them. And in one Place he Prays for 
Charity in this manner. Give me Faitb^ that 
mil make me dare t9 be Charitable^ without 
fear of Wanting my Setf^ by what J Lend, or 
Civt Away \ ih/tt mU make me freely commit all 
P 4 ''■> 
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ay WorUfy Cmctmt t» poJ^ ^i trt^ klm itiik 
my Forttme^ n^ RtfHtMion^ 4i*d Lif^ *P /etfi 
Thatfo J mayfee myfilf^Hit Care ; aifdmidor 
the Comiaii of His ProviJewe^ Orekraig sn4 
Over rnlipg^ my whole Liff, md every Circm»- 
fitmce of it. 

He sever hewd (tf aoy in Wutt, bnt be 
generoufly Relieved epi ^ $Dd fce^oitly dc- 
^rM his Friends, to Bod out for bim, poor 
Hoofe-kcepers, apd fnch as ner« aAun^d t» 
Beg J for filch he EOieeni'd the fltuft Qif- 
)eds of bis CharHy. And to firvei?^^ He 
gave yearly Pen&oas \ that thiey miglH: not 
only be comforted, with prefenc Rdi«f, bat 
the Profpc^ of ftitofe Stipfily : Aod left !%• 
flrudions ia his Will, for the CodtiMiADce 
of thofe Penlions ; aad ordsr'd a copftde^ 
rable Sum of MoQcy, to be laid out! ia Cha- 
rity forever. 

Nay hh Bounty to the Poor was fo great 
and built oq iuch right Principles that nei'- 
ther his being of a fickly Conflitutvon^andcon^ 
fequently needing more to fupport hitfi.thaa 
if he had been healthy, nor yet the Ap^e- 
henlions of lofing his Employmcflt in the 
lace King James's Reign weretheleaft Iter 
itraints upon his Cbaricy, as may appear by 
th; following Meditation writwn in the Year 
1688 and during a Fit of Skknefs.

Bat to Great, Jb Geaeroas was Mr. Sos- iju charity 
fteS's Charity, as to extend, even to Injortas « Enemiei. 
and Enemies^ infomuch, that, I beUeiWi, 
few, ewer more fully obey'd the Command, 
or imitated the Example of our Lord, in 
loving his Enemies, and praying for hii Perfe- 
cMors. When he heard that any had fpo- 
keo Refleftiogly (rfhtm. he was hardly ever 
Known to Refeat ic. And tho' humane Na- 
ture is hawlly ever m«r« Provok'd. than by 
Ipjurioos or Reproachful Words ; yet fo 
much had Grace with him, got the Maftery 
of Natare, that the ufe he made of Slanden 
and Regediofls^ vras^co Examine himlelf, if 
fit had never beat ^nilty of DetraSion towards 
others \ or at leafi heard them Cenfur'd^jfitboHt 
firivini f« Jufii^ them : If he had^ then he 
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hof^j what ftt then SMffir'd^ vtas aB the fw 
ttifimem Ood dejifti^d him for (Vj *! fi, he 
ehearfnUf etrArac a it. 

And when immediately after the late Re- 
Tolutlon, an Mumpt nas made to Deprive 
htm of his Employment^ a Gentledian faav- 
' inp'made great Interelt for it -, aud wbcii 
thmgs were brought to that pars, that both 
Heand'hh Friends loolc'd upon the Em- 
ployment as loft : Yet he was rarely known 
to rpeak an angry Word againfl: iiis Supplan- 
tcr. And when others, who were concernM 
for Mr. BwntUy wou'd Exprefs themfelves 
with fome beat againlt that Gentleman ; he 
commonly pleaded for him, and faid every 
thing that cou'd be ofTerM in his Favour. 
Thole Defigns indeed Mifcarry'd, bat Mr.. 
SwmeB'i Charity was ftill the fame. And 
how little fuch an Attempt dtlcompos'd 
him, tlie following Meditation, Compos'd 
npoa that particular occalion wiU Ihew. 

' O my God, Ihave<rften folemnly offer'd 
' Dp to Thee my Place ; Thon now talteft 
' me at my Word : Ought I not to Rejoice 

* and be fatisfi'd.tbat thou accepteft of any

* how Reproachfol that is among ui now : 
' But we know not how mach more fo ic

* He bore Scourgiogs and Reproaches, wiih- 

* oat Mormurs and Complaints; and his 
' Grace can prodnce the fame EKfts in 

* me. 

* As to Enemits ; he is a gregt Man who 

' can fpeak to them with indiflereoce, with- 

' out diftarbaa^,orcliaDgeofCoiuicegaoce: I 

! Not 
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' Not fiom a Court DifGmnUtion, but iirom 

* 3 CoaMcTatioa ttiit tiiefe are mo» inune- 
' diate loftrumeDts, (perhaps thaa our 
' Frieods) of Cobd to as j and thit God is 
' nearer brhiad theft, when we conTcrfe 
' with them,thaii behind many ofonr Friends. 
' God's Pretence it faid to be, where he

TtR other Meditatiog is as follows. 

* How ealie is it for a Child of God, that

'■ this Perfbn Injures me in thofe things that 
' are of -ao Efteeai with me; He Injures 
' me in Trifles , and things of no value :

' Eternal Ruine of his Soul. And fliall I not 
' Pity him fbr this ■, and befeech my God 
' to Pity his Folly ; and fave him from thofe 
' things which are nothing to me, but may

f^m'mSsligi-t^ to thofe of diiFerent Perfwafions in Heligi- 
«»■ on. He throughly coufider'd the Educati- 

ons aDd Capacities of Men, their various 
ways of thinking and exprefllag their 
Thoughts, and judg'd it uareafona&le that 
all Mankind fliou'd be oblig'd to think and 
fpeak juft as we do. Tho" no Man was firm- 
er to the Proteftant Religion Eftablifti'd a- 
mong us, and more truly zealous tofupporc 
and enlarge it ; yet Force and Violence he 
efteemd the unfittefl: m^ns in the World, 
to attain that End. And he utterly con- 
dem'd all Perfecutions for Religion, and vi- 
plence to Men's Confciences. Thus in one 
place, after confidering the many Wars and 
■Revolutions, which almoft crery Forty Years 
haw happcD'd in Ireland-^ he aOigns this as 
-one ReafoQ of thefe Fatal Confufions; that 
we are a mixt People, of difTereat Nations 
and Religions, and have very little Love.or 
Regard for one another; and thus con- 
cludes. 
' There is no way pofllble, to prevent 

* the Forty Years Periodical Revolution of 

* Commotions in this Country, but by ma- . 
' king -all in it, one People, aud of one Re- 

' ligion. Uowfiiallthis bet By Force? God 

* forbid. This is a Sieve that Winnows 

* out the Good,and faves only the Bad ; be- 

J caufe 

I,;-,I,G0(><^[C 
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* caufe the Good will be deftroy'd by it, 
' and the Bad only brought over. It is a 
' pretty denrice for lazy OiriftiaDs to make 

* tife of, to convert the World : Suchas 
t care Dot to be at the Pains of good Uviog, 
t or pious preaching ; ftc the Temporal 

* Power, and Rude Soldiers-<m"Work, to 
c bring over People to their Folds, that 
i they may enjoy the Glory of having great- 
t er Numbers: Or being Men altogether 
c worldly Minded, and offecular Defigns, 
•■ they defire greater Numbers on their fide, 

* to itrengthcn their worldly Intercft, and 

* fecure their Caufe and Party. 

His Charity was fo generous and Noble, 
that it efFeanally fecurd him from all nar- 
rownefs of Temper, and Morofenefs of Be- 
haviour, towards thofc who difFer'd from 
him in Opinion. He us*d frequently to fay, \ 
that mofl: difTercnces among Chrtftiaos, 
were chiefly in Words ; and that their Sen- 
timents were much nearer than their Ex- 
prefiions: And he had always Inftances at 
band, to prove this: And compared the 
Quarrels of Parties among Chriftians, to 
Engagements that happen in Armies ; whca 
they fall foul on their Friends, thinking 
that they are Enemies : But the Animoftty 
ceafcs, when the difcovery is made ; which 
Ihall be the Happinefs of good Men in Hea- 
ven, whatever Heats and Miftakes may be 
among them here. And what charitable 
Thoughts he had of good Men, tho' of dif- 
ferent Perfwalioas will appear from wh^c 
follows ^ Were 
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*■ Were the CircOlatioa of the BloOi as 

* JOHch difpatabk in Pbyfick, as Porgatory, 
^ TFaoJubihatiatioii, and many ocfaer things 
*" are in OiTinity, and did foise Doftors'

' which, they laiemlelves, will call Dempn- 
' ftrafiioa 5 and to aflert, that the Erring 

* fide, or the fide that differs from cbemr 
' nu^ needs -Ruine the Souls of Men. 
' Whereas, we find tl»t Error has not To 

* great anlofiiicnce upon People's Lives, as 

* they woiCd make us beJieve ; but that up- 
' on (he matter, thefe differing Parties are 
' eqaaUy Succefsni in the Practice of Piety: 

' (Chat is to fay, there are good Men of all , 
' Parties in the Chriftian Church, except: 
' fuch as deny the very Fundamentals of 

* of Religion^ Churchmen, and DifftntcrSj 

^ Armmisnt and Culvinipj have all pro- ] 
' duc'd

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■ dnc'd very pioiis Men ; and tfiat,becan(^ 
' the regelating Mens Lives and Adions, does

* Exercire afld Praftice. God kncFflrs, hovr 

* to eXcufe thefe Errors of onr Judgment,

The Divifions which prevail amdflg Chri- 
ftians, he heartily bewail'd : He faw, how 
innch of Paflion and worldly Intereft there 
was in them ; and how DeftruSive they are 
to Piety and Charity. But then he confidet'dj 
that Charity oblig'd hirti to look upon a){ 
Chriftians, as his Brethren; as Children of 
the fame Father, aad Members of (he fame 
Family to which he belonged ; and cbnfe- 
qucntiy, that he mnfl: not Hate nor Perfe- 
cute any of them : That he oiigbt to laitieni 
their Divilions, and do all chat in hrm lay, 
to heal their Breaches, and cure their Ani- 
mofitiesi but flill, they had a right to his 
Charity, and to his Prayers. 

But Mr. BonneB always exprefles his own 
Senfe in the fitted Words, and in the clear- 
eft manner. And this being a matter of 
great Moment, 'tis to be hop'd, that the 
Judgment of one fo eminent for Piety, and 
Charity, will have its juft Weightj with eve- 
ry confidering Reader. 

* Chriftian Religion (fays he) is but one; 

* The Belief of one Trinity in Unity, and 
' the Redemption of the World, by the In* 

Ci, * caroa- 
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* carnation. and Paffion of the Lord Jefui 
Chrift^ and a Life anfwerable to this Be- 
lief, This is the Groand aed Subftance 

' of it. But becaufe, God has thought fie 

* for the humbling of Men, to leave their 
' Minds lubjea to Error, (the Error of 
' the Judgment, not being Sin, but of the 
' Will,) there haTe arifen fcceraldifferences 
^ aniong the ProfefTors of thb one Religi- 

* on ; each endeavouring what they can (as 

* is natural to Men, fond of their own 

* Produftions) to raife the Merit of their 

* difFerences ; and to pretend thera to be 

* ofmoreElfentialnefs^and weight in ReiigioD, 

* than indeed chey are. Evil minded and 

* Politick ft-lenr knowing the eagernefs of 
' Mankind in Points of Religion, whet on 

* this Zeal to promote their worldly De- 
' figns. The niatter fpreading, and many 

* being engag'd in it, who have no Reli- 

* giofl at alt, cry up thefe differences, as 
*■' the Tefts and Soul of Religion. Thus 
.*■ the World inns inco Fadions, and good 
' Men lilently wonder,, andgiievft. They 
' are fenlible, that none of all thefe difFe- 
'' reaces, are Religion v and that the zeal 
' of abetting them, is nothing elfe but worldr 

* ly Faction j that pious Men, may abound 

* in their own Senfe, and may differ from 

* others, in matters of Judgment, fwhich 

* iire not incontinent with the abovemcn- 
' tiofl'd Snbftance ot Religion,") while with 

* Modefty, Humiiity and Submiffion, they 
- • fceep them to Jhemfelve. Thus all Pro- 

.;: ' '^ 'fcfTora 
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* fcBow of this one Religion may Uaite ; 
*■ and all true ones do Unite, in die Bond 

* of Charity. But thofe that infift on thofe

In another Places upon the fame Subjeft,- 
he exprefles himfelf, as follows.

* Men i and wonder what it was, (boa'd put 

* ttiem into fuch Heats, abont fnch Trifle*. 

* The Reafoa plainly is, that worldly dc- 

* figning Men, knowing that nothing Ani- 
*■ mates Men's 2eal To much, as what relies 

* to Religion,carry on their Defigns, nndet 
' Notions of it : For Inftance, if thofe a* 

* bont the governing Part of a State, have 

* a mind to make more room for their 

* Friends, by excluding others from Favour: 

* Of, on the other hand, if Men have Am>

* difierence be fow'd by the Devil fwho is 

* the fower of Tares; among the People, 

* both thcfe Parties fliall cfpoure the oppo- 

* fite part of this difference ^ and endeavour

his Fricadflijp defirablcj Firranefs and Re- 
Cl^ folution, 
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IblntipQ, SioceTity and Openncfs, FrodCDca 
aad Ca'odocr, Geaerofity and Love. He de- 
clin'd no Trouble, nor Hazards to ferve his 
Friends. He Aflifted, he Adfls'd them in 
all [heir DifiicDltin aad Doubts, and con- 
ftaotty pray'd for them. Aod he had ooe 
property of 4 true Friend^ very rarely to be 
met with, (becaDfc true FrienJJhif is fi>) 
which was always to deal plainly with bU 
Frirnds, and tell theia wb^ he difUk'd in 
their Condnd : Bat this he did not in a 
hau^ty, imperious way, but with the pni* 
dent Epdeartnents and TeDdernefs, as weU 
as Sincerity of a Frimd ^ ip fuch a manner 
as by his Xefrooft to oblige them, and fix 
them fafter to bis Frien^p- 

He was not long in this Kingdom before 
his Friendfhip was very much coveted ; aad- 
llill as he became more known, it was defir d 
the more. He was intimately acquaintctt 
with miay of our Bifhops; but his chief 
Friends among them, were, Dodor Doffing^- 
late Lord Bilhop of MtMth, and Do^or Fo- 
ley^ late Lord Bifhop of Dotpu and Comvr^ 
who inade Mr. BonneU one ofhis Executors : 
The Deaths of thefe Eminent Prelates he 
truly lamented, bjK much moie for the 
Church's (ake, than his own. Such were- 
likewifc Dodor (Teit^iW, the prefent. fcord 
Bifhop of Klmort and yf^^^A, and podor 
JTir-^, L'jrd Bifhop of Dtrry : Th«ir Lord- i 
fliips maintained a conftant and m^ftlnti- 
pBte Correfpondence wiih him ; they con- 
fulted him in tooft of t^Kif A#*U9i and 
raid 
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paid a very great Inference to his Judg- 
ment ; and ftill fpeak of his Virtues with a 
particnlar Pleafare. 

Among the Gentry, his Frieodfhip was 
couTt^ by moft who were fo happy, as to 
have any opporcuoity of doing it, and had 
a right Relilh of Learning, or Piety : But 
with fome, he contraded a great Intimacy ; 
parti[u]arly the Honourable Sir Rotia't King 
Barrooet; who has a particular Veneratioa . 
for Mr. BotmeiTs Memory, f^aks of him 
with the greateft delight, and ever Cnce 
bis Death, has exprefsd longing defircs of , 
feeing his Life PuUiQi'd- To whom 1 fhal) 
only add, John Bhlkfy, and John ReAding^ Efijsj 
late of the City of JJKblia\ who, as with 
Mr. Bonnell^ they were asmelj in their Lives^ 
fo in their Detithj, (hey were very little Divi' 
ded \ it having pleasd God to take them both 
to hipirelf, in a (hort time after Mr. Bonnell : 
So that, in lefs than Three Months, ths 
City oi Dui>li« was depriv'd of Three Gen- 
tlemen , who were Eminent Patterns of Pi- 
ety and GoodneB. 

Many of the Phyficians of Dublin wers 
likewife his intimate Friend's, which they 
wou'd never have been, had they not been 
as Emipent for their Piety, as their Abili- 
ties IB their ov?a profedion, and his Ac- 
quaintance was d<gr'd,9Dd Friendlhip courtej 
by the raoft eojirvdcrable of the Clergy, for 
Piety 3Qd L^rnipg; fpveral of .whom, adr 
yis'd with him in their Difficulties^ and 
p^ubtsi paytKuliriy wWrc any Mans Cop- 
fcience 
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fcience was conccrn'd, and alwrafs paid a 
great Regard to his Jadgmcnt. 

And indeed fo well was the Charafter of 
his Excetlencies confirm'd among ns, fo ge- 
nerally was he Known, Efteem'd, and LovM 
in IreiMd i fo InogealiTe was his Life, fo free 
from Ceafure, or Blame ; that I believe no 
Private Man was erer more Lamented. . AH 
Profeffions joyn'd in Teftifying their Con- 
cern at his Death. It was look'd upon as 
a general Lofs • and many who had never 
Perfonally knowa him, BewailMit. 
Hit Brhavi- If we cosfider Mr. So^eH with ref^eft to 
ouTta hi) ff-h'K feveral ReUtionty we fliall find him an 
veral SfUti- f xccUent Pattern In every Doty, ariling from 
o"^ tbtm. As he had been blefled with Reli- 

gious Parents, fo he ever acknowledged his 
J, - Obligations to their Pious Care. They be- 
gan betimes to form his Mind to Religion : 
And as their Endeavours were fo Blefs'd 
from Above, that they made him a fincer? 
Servant to God-, fo of Confcqoence, a 
Dntiful Sod to themfelves. Thus in one 
place he fpeaks of his Parents, foinc Yeqrs 
before his Marriage. 
* My Chicieft BenefaQrefi on Earth, is my 

* Mother ; She hath brought me to Heaven : 

* And Blefled be the Memory of my Father, 

* which hath Influenc'd my Life, I have no 

* Children to Bequeath thefe BtefGngs tt>, let 

* them Defcend upon all the Faithful Chil- 

* drcn of Graham ; and diffuft themfelTes 

* the more, for not being confin'd to a Single 

* Uoe, till after maay Dd^ents, they (hall

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•come at laft, to meet ihemfelvw at the'

* God this is my Mgacy ! The Blefling De- 

* fcendetj on me from my Father and Mother,

If we conlidcr Mr. Bomttt either as a Son GonermuT^ 
of the Cbarch, or a Subjeft of the State 5 
he had all thoftQtia!ities, vfhich, were they 
UaiverT^, wouM render bur Charch and 
CoOTitrey Flourifhing and Happy. Re pur» 
|u*d no Private Defigns, Ijad no Ambition 
to Gratifie, fell in with nooe of our Parties ^ 
and was not only htz from FaEtion, but all 
SuffMonai it. He off?r'd d|> his cfeily Pray- 
ers for all our Govemours both Spiritual 
and Temporal % and was very rarely knowa 
to Condemn their Aftions, or Cenfiire their- 
very Faults. And in allGaftsofDifEcultyaQd 
Doubt, with Relation to Goverpment, he 
flill beg'd Dircftton from Above, Thai hit 
Mind might be InlighitrCd^ and his Confciertce 
guided by the Divine Spirit \ and that Godwoiid 
Jnfirnli him, and tfU bis trne Servants tb fudge 
Righteous Judgmtnt. 

If we coDuderhim as a Husband, no Man ^f^^* 
ever expreft'd more Tendernefs and rtal 
Love. He ever found fotne New Way to 
fliew his Kindneft, fome Peculiar Methods of 
Obliging^ In every Illncfs of his Wife's, 
he ftnllbly fuiFer'd with her ; and when eVer, 
in hisSicfenefs, (he ^ave him^ any AOiltancej 
he always made Freftj arid Kind Acknow- 
ledgqieatsofher Gsre : And whatwasmore, 
he Inftniaed, he ft^^he? ft* Httveo, 
{allii)| 
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caHing daily qpon her, to join in Prayer» 
and Praifes to God nith him 
v^nti, Hi» SBTTints be treated with the lame Ci- 

Tility, as if they had fervid Him out of Good 
Will, and not for Maintenance and Reward. 



lity^ Comforting them, when in Affiiiftion 
or Tronble- Reproving them, when in Sin ^ 
^nd Supplying them, -when in Want : And 
all this without any other View or Defign, 
than the confcientious Difcharge 0/ his own 
Pqcy^ and that by alt the Services he was 
a^le to do them, he might eqgage them in 
the Service of hjg Great Matter, and make 
them his F«Uow-C«ndidate» for Heaven.

hisowa ifiafterly Hand. And no doubt the 
Whole will fuflkiently convince us. That 
his Piety and Goodoefs were of a Strain very 
nrely to be met with i and that the more 
we lOake bim our Rule and Pattern, both id 
R^igious and Civil Life, the nearer we fltalt 
come to Perfedion. 

And now to give his Character is (hort. , 

Mr. Soimtll, like another Samntl, feemi to f' ^''*^- 
have been confecrated to God from die ' 
Wombf and to have had his firft Dawoings 
of Reafon inlightned by Grace. He made 
early and quick Improvements in Knowledge 
and Learning, greater in Mifion and Picff, 
He began his Journey to Heaven in the 
Morning of Life, and remerr^reJ hit Creator 
m the Dayt of hli very Childhood. He had 
Noble and Generous Thoughts of God, 
joiu'd with the humbleft, lowelt Thoughts 
of himfelf; and a moft inflamM Love to 
our BleCed Saviour. And by theft Princi- 
ples were his Life and Actions infittenc'd ani 
govern'd : For in God he plaC*d his Confi'- 
deace and Truft ; to God he refign'd him- 
IWf, his Concernsj and very Defires. With 
the loweft Humility he fubmitted to hit 
Will, and with unparaTlel'd Patience bore 
his Correftions. In Silence he underwent , 

Pain and Anguifb, or, if he fpake, *twas all 
Prayers and Praifes, His Devttimi had their 
d3i]y Returns with the Sm ; nor was it more 
coa- 
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conftant ia its Courfe, than 71bf> ; Pnyet 
was the EnteitamiBcac of his Health, and 
Suppott of his Sicknefs, his greateH Deiighc 
aad Joy, He faw clearly through t^e Vanity 
of Life, and wifely confidef-'d how fliort- 
liv*d and unlatisfyiag all its Pleafures are ( 
and therefore propos'd to himfelf a Nobler 
End; andby an strive F^th, look'd beyond 
;the Grave. There be faw Joys which can 
never fail ; upon which he entirely fix'd his 
Heart> and all the Bent of his Defiro ; and 
continued ■ conftant at every Duty, .which 
might help him forward towards the happy 
Mantions of Eternal Pleafures. 

In his ConverfatioD, . there was an eafie 
Cheerfiilncls, mixM with a Religious Gra- 
vity, fomething that commanded and flea^tt 
sconce: And in all his Adions,inhisMeea 
and Behaviour there appear'd an humble 
|;4odefty, a Natural Opennefs and Sincerity : 
Nothing that was dark or defigning) alTu- 
ming or vain, pofitive or Morofe ; but all 
Flainaefs, . Gentlenefs, Meeknefs. He la- 
bour'd with great Application, to bring his 
Palfions to a ready Submiflion, to the Di- 
^tes of Grace and Reafon ; and by the hap- 
py Methods he us'd, gain'd a mighty Con- - 
quell over them. He fix'd them upon pro- 
per Objeds, and kept them within narrow 
founds : Or, if he ever allowed them grea- 
ter Liberty, it was when, warmed by an 
adive Zeal, be endearour'd the Advancement 
of Piety, aod UieSDppredioa of Vice. 

L._._ . >^*^ 
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With refpeft to the other Duties of the 
^irilli^QUfe, his Jultice was unlhaken, his 
Integrity unrufpeded. Interefi loft all Powef 
where Duty was cOncern'd ^ and he was af- 
laulted by it as a Rock is by the Sea, its 
Wavesare broken* but the Rock ffauds firm 
and uflinov'd. His Hai^s were never ful- 
ly'd with difputable Gain, nor his Heart 
iilfefted with any liind of Fraud. Slander 
and DetradioQ bore no part in his Conver- 
iatioa ^ and he put the belt Conftrudiona 
upon Adions tbey were capable of bear- 
ing. 

He bad a true Chriltian Concern for th» 
Souls and Bodies of Men, and did alt that 
in bim lay, to fupply the Wants of Both. 
He was Zealom for the Church, whereof he 
was a Member, yet charitable to thofe who 
diffcr'd from him: And his very Enemies 
Ihar'd in his Love, his Compatlion, and his 
Prayers. It was his daily Study to be ufeful 
to the World, and to do Good to MankJod ; 
and he never rejoyced more, than when Pro- 
vidence gave him an Opportunity of com- 
forting any in Diftrcfs, or relieving any Iq 
Want. 

As to bis Relations, there couM oot be. 
a more dutiful obliging Son, a more tender 
and indulgent Husband, a more faithful 
and zealous Friend ; making his Friends 
Concerns, in the kindeft manner, his ownj 
Iharing in their Sorrows and Joys, and dc- 
cliuing no Pains to do them Good in their 
Fortunes, their Charaften and Souls. Our 
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Govcrnours con'd not defire a better Sobjed, 
nor onr Church a better Member ^ fubmitting 
to her Aathority, waiciag upon her Service, 
and reverencing her Laws, and adomingall 
by a Heavenly ExdmfU. 

And tho' he always ftndyM to be little 
knoma, yrt foch EiccUencics con'd not be 
hid ; he was known and juAl? valn'd ; be 
Was hononr*d by the Bad, and belov'd by 
the Good of every Perfwafion. He was re- 
garded by the Great, and confaUed bjr the 
Wife. A general Love attended him u his 
Life, and as general Sorrow waited on bim 
Co his Grave. 

Anc^now from the preceeding Acconnt of 
Mr. BamtlTs Life and Chara^er, I leave it 
to all Competent Judges to determine, if he 
was not a truly Great Man^ according to all 
jult Notions of Creatntfs, which can never 
be feparated from Piety and Goodnets ? And 
whether many, who are reckon'd Heroes io 
the Records of Time, don't fall (hort of 
him, in many Inftances of Sabftantial Vir- 
tne. For wherein did their Greatnefs prin- 
cipally conlift, but in railing a Dull, and 
raakingaNoifein theWorld ? Io command- 
ing Armies, and laying Countries walle? 
In committing A6h of Violence and Cruelty, 
and doing much Mifchief to Mankind? 
Whereas his Princijilcs led him on to make 
All rejoyce, but None mourn; to do Men 
Good in their Valuable Concerns, in their 
Fortunes, their Bodies, but chiefly in their 
Sottls, He Ihidy'd to cranfcribe in his Life, 
aU, 
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aU th« imitdble Perf%ftioas of Cod ; aod Co 
be truly Great by refembling, as much as 
poflible, that ioSnite Fouotaio of Greatuels 
and Goodnefs. 

And from the fame Accoant of Mr; Soa- 
neiTs Pieily, and the feveral Inftanccs givcd 
of bis VirtBev'*^ r^ay ^ce ho* glorious 
Chriilunity appears, wben it duly inBueoces 
our Lires, and governs our Aftions: when 
it fmooths our dative Roughnefs, and fo& 
tens OS into Love and good Nature, Humi^ 
lity and Meeknefs, Gentlenefs and Qiarity • 
When it enltghcens the Head wtcb exalted 
Thoughts of C^, 3Dd warnft the Heart with 
his Love and Fear : When it opens our 
Mouths in Prayers and Praifes, our Hands to 
the Poor, and our Doors to Strangers; 
When it plants a firm Faith in the Soul, 
which is fruitful in producing all Graces and. 
Virtues there : When it arms us with fteady 
Juftice and Truth, unfhakeo Co[Htancy,and 
invincible Patience : When it exalts us abovn 
the World \ gives bs jurft Sentiments of its 
Vanity, aud ftroog Defires irfter unfeen De* 
lights : When it enlarges our Profpcft be- 
yond the Grave, and prefents the Spiritual 
World to our View, and fills us with en- 
livening Hopes of being fbf ever happy 
there: When theft Hopes- To powerfally aft 
upon our Souls, that we can be unconcern'd 
Spectators of human Greatnefe, and defire 
filentlyand calmly to paft thro' this World: 
In a word, when Chriftianiey makes us live, 
(onveTfe and ad here, as this great £xa«ple 
R of 
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of Piety before us did : It is then, that k 
(bines wttb an irrefiftable Beaotjr, and ra- 
TtOiesall wbo atteouvely behold it, with its 
Charms. 

May wc not likewife learo from what has 
been faid, of Mr. BwmtlTs ftrift Life, and 
conftant Difcharge of every Religioos Duty ; 
that Religion is no impoffible Work, wbea 
we in earneR: fet about it : And tbat the Dif- 
ficulties of Piety, and Preflures of Temporal 
Affairs are norearooable Excufe for neglect- 
ing the Duties of it. For here we have ;an 
Inliaace of One who reconcil'd a Life of Re- 
ligion and Budbefs together^ who omitted 
no Office of GTiILife,nor AdofDevotion; 
who liv'd in tlic midft of Temporal Afiairs, 
yet had his Comverfatiim in Hmvoi. Here 
we may fee what miflakeii Notions they have, 
who think a Wildernefs or a Cell thC'Caly 
Scenes of true Devotioa : For what is that, 
but fming our CmMemder * BHJkL, aad not 

letting it ^ne before Men I Whereas Mr. Bim- 
ndl, like Enoch, walked with God araidft the 
Throng of daily Bufmefs j the private Cares 
of a Family, and the confcientious Difcharge 
of a weighty Employment. Let this then 
jiience onrOsmplaints of Religion,, and uirn 
them all againltour feivesiaodmakemowo, 
that we want noc Timi to ferveCod, bnt 
Zed -, and that we have not too. much Bm^ 
ncfs, but too little Gf/tfe. 

And is ic not for the Honour of the Ka- 

forin'd Religion^ that it can give fiicb an in- 

ftsnce (and bleO'ed be God, that many jot^rs 

can 
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Can be given likewife; ) of all that ftrift 
fevere Piety, which the Komsnifis pretend 
to, as oaV to be found in their Religious 
Hoofes ? Sure I am, that were the Lives of 
their molt Celebrated Saints, corapar'd with 
this GentlemaQ's Character, (If they can be 
call'd Lives, which are fo full of Fable,) a 
maaifeft difference wou'd foon appear. Her* 
all that Stri<fl:aefs in Reality, to which many 
of them were only Pretenders: Butwithaf, 
a Piety, that was Rational and Sober; Pru- 
dent and iDtell^ible ; Meek and Charitable; 
Ufeful to the World^ and charming in it 
felf: A Piety, that was not clondoi by 
Melancholy; nordifturb'd withSoperftiiion, 
Eathaiiafm, and other foolifh paObns: A. 
Piety, that was nOt Supercilious and Proud ; 
Crnel and Defigning : But was Temper'd 
with the Meehefi and LmfUnefs of Chrifi ; 
and that Love Mid Jay^ Peace^ Long Sufferin^^ 
Goodnefi mmJ faitbt which are the Genuiae 
Fruits of the Spirit of God. 

Muft it not alfo, be matter (rf great Joy, 
to the Church of £«^iwJ; to fee all its 
Principles and Laws, fo truly Tranfcrib'd 
in the Life of on* of its ExceHeot Sons? 
Here is all that generous Piety, that xinbouod- 
ed Charity and Love, which are fo Remark- 
able in oar Church. Here is Religioa ia its 
Native Beauty, and moft charming Drefs \ 
as it bears the greatcd RefembUoce to its 
Divine Founder ; and has moEb of God and 
ChriS. and Heaven in it. And wou'd we 
behold a Oiurcb of fwf^n^ Msn, trbo has 
i i all 
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all the AccomptilhmeDts She cm give him; 
who has fully fmbiVd her Doarine, and 
gives himfdf uT[y to thcConduft of Her Laws; 
who 'pym daily in her Devotions, and Re- 
ceives the Holy Sacrament from her Hands ; 
who. partakes of her extentive Charity, and 
is afted by her Primitive Spirit-, who Ho- 
nonrs her Laws, and lives up to her Pre. 
irtpts : Confider Mr. BomeU well, and it it 
He. This Chnrch he Hononr'd and Lov'd ; 
and Her Misfortunes he BewailM : He few 
Her Conftitotion Primitive and Apoftolical; 
Her Dodrine, Pure ^ Her Service Rational 
and Heavenly : But lamented that fb many, 
who call themfelves by Her Name, fhoo'd 
bring fo much Scandal upon Her, by their 
Immoral Lives. Boc ' what he cou'd not 
amend in others, he findy'd to prevent la 
htmfelf: And efte^uailty (hew'd to all who 
Jcnew him, how Glorious otrr Chnrch wou'4 
be, did all who own her Authority, come 
ap to her Principles in their Lives. 

And now at lalb, ro come to a CodcIuHod, 

I won'd defire every one, who confiders the 

Life of this Excellent Man, to a^ themTelvcs 

this ferious Qneltion: Whether all things 

duly wcigh'd ; this World and the next ; 

the fcorinefs of Life,, and the Eternity to 

follow : They von*d not rather Live and 

Die like Mr. BomeU-^ enjoy the prefent 

Pleaforcs of his Virtues ; and be fntitPd to 

their exceeding great Reward : Than afi 

-«ne of the moft Bnfie Parts of HaruuK 

. Life ^ than pollefs nhate^r die nio^ boandlcfs 

- " - Ambi' 
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AmVtdon caa crave; than make the greateQ: 
Noife and Figure in the World ? For what 
is this feort Life, and all its poor concerns ? 
It appears, and is gone, Fljes like. a Sha- 
dow, and Vaniflies as a Dream. Who then 
that's traly Wife, wou'd Le/c theSnbftanti- 
al j<^8 of a. good Confcience ; that Peace, 
thofc Comforts, which Retigion gives ; and 
chiefly, tbofe enlivening Hopes of Immorta- 
lity and Glory, which are the happy confe- 
qacnts of Piety : To Glitter a while in the 
World, be the Subjca of Talk, and Gaz'd 
at by the Multitode ; to (Irilte our Fellow- 
Creatures with Terror, and gratifie our 
Pride and Vain-Glory ? How quickly does 
a Death-Bed Cure us of thefe Follies? Give 
Gs a new Tad and Relilh of things, take off 
tlie Uiick Scales which ftick to oar Eyes, 
aad the falfe Colours of worldly Glory; 
till it appears in its Native Littlenefs and 
Deformity, andatlalt Vanilbesiato nothing? 
Then (hall we be convinc'd (O why are we 
not before \) that therms noWifdom like 
fecuring our Eternal Interell ; nor Madnefs, 
like lo&ig our SonUj tho' we got the whole 
World in Exct^nge. 

Bat fuch a Lue, as Mr. BQnmff% was, 
brings every Day new Delights to the Soul; 
the Pleafures \t gives, encreafe with Time ; 
improve upon Enjoymenc, and leave do un- 
graceful Relilh upon the Mind. A Soul, fp 
ReGgn'd to God, » calm amidlt all the 
Storms of Fortnne, and Diforders of the 
WQrld ; is fiot afraid of Men, nor diftarb'd 
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at evil Tidings-, hat goes quietly throogb a 
world of Noife and Vantty ; knowing, that 
*ti9 under the Care of Infinite Power and 
Wirdom ; and itill has Heaven in its View : 
Heaven ! that end of all Labours ! and San- 
ftuary from Trouble and Sin! That Eternal 
Retreat from Grief, from Mifery andPaia ! 
The Refidence of Cod, asd Angels, and 
happy Spirits! A Soul firmly fix'd upon 
Heaven and Heavenly things, pities the 
vain Defigns and reftlels Purfuits of Mao- 
kind •■, and wonders that fo much Time and 
Labour, fhou'd be titrown away, upon what 
can never Profit, and very impcrfeftly pleafe ; 
which well employ'd, might fecure prefent 
.Tranquility and I^ace, with a happy Rever- 
fion of Endlefs Joy and Glory. Sudi 4 
happy Soul knows and confiders, that molt

If then the cale be reglly fo ; if Religion 
he our only Happiners, and Piety our trn- 
eft Wifdom : The uft we rtiou'd make of 
this great Example of all thefe, is to be- 
wail the Imperfeflions of our Graces, the 
Coldnefs of our Devotions and tlic ifiany 
defcfts of all our Religious Performances ; 
when coippar'd with his exalted Piefy, his 
deep Humility, his flaming Zeal and Love. 
Ttiis confid?ratioft (hou'd ch?ck our Touring 
Jbpught?, 
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Thoughts, and keep us from over-rating 
our own worth, which falls fo vaflly fV.orc 
of his; who yet was as low in his own 
Eftcem, as he was high in that of others, 
Bnt chiefly, his Example fhoiid enfiame our 
Zeal, and fet every Faculty in Motion ; (hoti'd 
make as Earneft in our Prayers for his 
Graces, and in our Endeavours to Imitate 
his Virtues ; that we may at bfl: fliare in 
his Reward. 

And Gnce Angels Rejoice at' the Gjn- 
verfion of Sinners s and fincc Mr. Bonnh's 
Xci\ for Souls, was fo great in his Impcr- 
fca ftate V and no doubt is now Refind 
into a Seraphic Flame : We cannot but 
hope, that if either his Writings, or his 
Life, be inftruraencal in turning one Sinner 
from his Evil Ways ; or confirmingany in 
their good Purpofes and Aftionsj it will 
add to his Joy, and improve his Glory in 
Heaven. 

And we need not QueJtion, hut we Ihalt 
partake in his Happincfs; and join forever 
with him in that work of Piaife, which was 
his rnoft delightful Exercife below, and is a 
great part ot his Reward above : If with 
his Diligence and Car?, we watch over our 
Hearts, our Tongues and Steps: If with 
the Fervours and Humility of his Soul, ne 
pray for Grace and {strength from God to 
walk in the Divine Laws and Command- 
ments; and p-irtiailarly, to be lepc (_as he 
in one place exprefies itj from (peaking a 
R 4 y^a 
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yain or Proud thirrg, doing an Vnjitfi things 
or thinking an Impure thing, 
■ la {horc, if, like Him, we wou'd be hap- 
py ^ like Him, we rauft be Wife . Not ac- 
cording CO the millakea Wifdom ^ this Wvrldy 
which is foolijhnefs with God : But that Wif- 
dom which is from Above ; which defcends 
frpm the Father of Lights, and God of all 
Qrace. And St. Jamei's Dcfcription of that 
Wifdom, gives us Mr. Bomells Cbarader 
in very few Words : For be wai Pure md 
Ppaeeable, Gentle^ and eajie to be Entreated \ 
full of Mercy and good Fruits -y without Par- 
tiality and -without ^focriJiCf Jaxa. j.

great Tranfcendcncy of the Gofpel-Oilpen- 
^tion above that of the Law. . 

This he does, even in A conGd^^te Part 
of the Chapter, whence I have^ taken theft 
Words i making the Refult of the Compari- 
foQ, an Argument to aggravu:e Mens Difb- 
bedience to the Gofpet, above the old Jtrrs 
Difbbedieace to the Lavr. 

The Pointf on which the Comparifba 
here mns, is, the manner of the PuhUcatim of 
£Mb. The Delivery efthe Lam was Drtad* 
fiit^ or with molt AmatSng Terrors } with- 
al direatned to be Fatal to fucb, who fhould 
but touch the Mountain whence it was pro- 
DOUQced: All put tt^ether, the Terrors 
filch, That thty who heard it, could not indure 
to hear itagiun. But the Promulgation of the 
Gt^pelvix Calm, Sweet, Charming, and every 
way Salutary-, foch, which, not only Eni- 
nonted all its Hearers with what they heard, 
but endeared to them, the very Places where 
it was delivered ; the Perfons who were fent 
.to deliver it; and even the whole Society 
and Multitude of theii^ who were Partakers 
of thole blelTed Tidings, makiig them all, 
however diftant, one Body by Union of 
Hearts, mutually tranfported, and made the 
happier by one aaothers growing Happitiels. 
This is the Sum of Verf, iS,ip,2o. andcothe 
endofthea4thycrie. ~ Par- 
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. Particularly, is Verf. i8, and fofor Four 
Veifes together, he fets forth the Aftonifiiiog 
Manner^ wherein the Law was deiiveied : 
From * Momit that imieed might he Touch'd 
br Feltj ( 4«A«i?a>(</ra ) In its own Nature, it 
was, as any other Bodies, an Obje^ of Feel- 
ing ; but yet it BitmeJ with fire^ and wai 
declared at that time fo Holy, that it mght 
mt be Touched : for If fo much at s Beafi , 

toHch it ( Biyny by aftnal Contaft prefied it JEW. XIX< 
the Seafi pmU h ftoHedj or thrnft throufh vith n, '3- 
a Dart. And, to inhance the Dreadnilnefs 
of all, while the Law was about to be de- 
livered, and in the very Delivery of it, Black- 
neft and Darknefs, fays our Author, Thm' 
deritv and Lightnitig, and a thick Cloud, lays ,- 
Ji^ojct., were upon the Mount. And from 
thence the Sound of a Trumpet^ and the foiceprerfe i6\ 
ef Words J which they that heardy intreatetl that 
the WordfioHld not be'fpokento thtm any mtn-Cy 
for they could not indurt that which wot Com- 
manded. So terrifying a Scene was the Pro- 
mnlgation of the L^ on Mount Sinai. 
,. Then, on the other hand, in Three Vet' 
fes CWz.. 22, 2j,24.) he rejprefents the Na- 
tnre of. our Calling under the Gofpel. Te 
are come unto Mount Sion, and unto the City 
tfthe Living God, the ' Heavenly jetaiaXem', to 
an innumerahle Company ofjingelsy to the Ge- 
neral j^ffemhly and Church of the Firfi-bornyWhich, 
are written in Heaven j and to the God the J^dgg 
^jofjiU ; and to the Spirits ofjnfi Mm made pcr- 
fe6l ; and tdjefut the Mediator of the Nen Co' 
venant y and to the Bkiod of Sprinklings thai 
S fpe^hsk 
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fptdketh better thirst than that tf/Abel. All 
thefe Glorious Emidencies of the Evangdical 
State, above the Law, are verified to Chri- 
ftian People, cTen la theprefenc Mortal Life ; 
for herein are we initiated and incorporalM 
into the City of tht living God, which is ttS 
Church, the Spiritual Moimt Sion. Htttia 
wchavetheKnowledgcof an nnleea World, 
wherein, we are taaght, are an ImtHmerable 
Omtfany of Angeli : And both They haTB more 
CommunioQwith Us, and confequently We 
with Them, than we are aware of. Hereia 
are we alTured, That the Souls of Saints de- 
X)arted, are in a Paradifical State above ^ 
That the Sfiriti of Jufi Men made ferfcSy are 
one Part of the Heavenly Inhabitants. 
Lukf XVI. Bat much more will all thefe thiogs be ve^ 
26. riGcd to us, and in ns, when we our felves 

fliall have ihot the great Gulf^ and be tran- 
fported into that World of Blefled Spirits. 
And with regard to this latter Condition, ' 
which we hope for, Ihalll take thefe Words, 
and conclude thence this Propofidoo, 

It win be one Branch and Advantage of our 
Felicity in Heaven, that we jhaS there enjoy the 
Society of the Spirits of Juft Men made per- 
fea. 

For opening and making Good hereof, 
there are Two Points neceflkry to be ftated, 
or Two Difficulties to be refolved. 

I. IVhat Perfeiiion the Spirits of Jnfl Men, 
whKe feparated from their Bodiet, may be con- 
ceived to attain to. 

I,;--Ht,G00<^[c 
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II. WbMffappimft their Sofietycaahe then 
to MS, their Chriftian Brethren, when ga- 
thered to them. 

, As to the Firft of thefe. What Perfeahtt 
the Sprits ofjuil Men, while feparated front 
the Body, may be cooceived to attain to. 
This may be refolved in. Three Particu- 
lars. 

I. It is one Step to PerfeAion, that in that 
Separate Zfiatt, the Spirits arefirift of aU the 
Jmfedmtnts and Difiurbaneei of their PerfeQioit. 
Diverfeofthefe, our Souls are here encom- 

gifled with, as long as they inhabit thefc 
oufes of Clay, which we call onr Bodies. 
Such are, 

I. ^S fittful Infirmities. The Hearts of 
none of (tie Saints, Int^z^efintEfiatey arc 
fo purged, but ,fo.nie Remains of Corrupti- 
on Tecretly lurk in them, or cleave to them. 
Ppflibly, fome unhappy Propenfities to cer- 
tain Sins ^ fome ^afinels or Aptnefs to yield 
to fundry Temptations, fome Vanity or Le- 
nity of Mind : if none of thefe, yet at leaft 
fomething of AfTcftion to the Things that 
are feen \ fome Averfation and Loathnefs to 
be turned Naked into an unknown World, 
and Entertained with none but Invifible and 
Intelkftual Objeds. Nothing is there, in the 
Separate Efiate, expefted, or to come from 
Senfe, from which notwichllanding, here we 
have been accultomed to' take in moft of our 
.Contorts. This kind of abftraft and ftript 
Condition, Flefh and Blood is fomewhat 
fearfol to eater into. But from this, a- 
■ Si mongft 
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taongft other Infirmities^ the firfl: Step into 
the unicen World, delivers us. As foon as 
tsre arethere^ zad d.aTiag the Separate Efiale^ 
ferewel all Infirtrnties, of or from Senfe ; for 
farewel Senfe it felf, all its Organs being laid 
afide for that Prcjem Efiate. 

A fecond fort of Hinderanccs to Pcrfedii- 
oo, are Penal In^^ties; all fnch bodily In- 
felicities, which heh\ us as the Puoithmeot of 
our Sins; Faintoers, Fceblcnefs, Decay of 
Spirits, Pains, Difcafes, and other Indif- 
pofitions, by which the Body becomes unfit 
and unable to hold pace with the Soul, or to 
.ferve and concur in its Aftions. Oftentimes 
a Man cannot eat a Meal, bat he is unfit for 
the Duties of tus common or Chriftian Cal- 
ling. 
The fupplying the Neccffities of Natnre^ 
— ^{./feiiwww quoque frtgravoi^ 
jltque afyit harni Vivina forticdam ohTa, ) 
Loads the Soul, and ^ena to Earth that 
part of the Divine Nature. Not to mention 
here the Perplexities of Mens particular Af- 
fairs ; our almott, incredible Croffing and 
Thwarting one another, and diverfe other- 
ways preying mutually upon Time and Life, 
and wafting one anothers good Hours. Ve- 
rily the Impediments of Perfeftion, which 
arife from our outward Circumftances, Con- 
ditions, and both lawful and necefiary Em- 
ployments of Life, are almoft innumerable 
But of thefe, the feparate State rids us alfo* 
Yea, and of a more troublefom fort of Evils- 
which ( however Spiritual ) we may juftly. 
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refcjMn 'amongft the Penal Infirmitiei of onr 
MoTkal State ^ namely, Dewi*/ and Fm«, both 
as to our prefeot and future Condition. We 
fte not in our fclves perhaps, that Sanftity 
w^defire; we feel not always /W Strength 
of Faith, that Warmth of Love, that du- 
rance of Hope, wltA which we rememberGod 
fometimcs to have favoured us. On the con- 
trary, we find a great Dulnefs on our Spi- 
rits, which we are apt to account Hardnefs 
of Heart; aod we cuiaot mourn with fuch 
Tcademefs over our Sins, as we have done. 
Hereupon we Jonbt of the Sincerity or Suffi- 
ciency of our Repentance: We ftar our felves 
to be of the Nnnrf>er of thofc Temporary 
Profelytes, whom our Lord deCgned by the 
Stony Groimd f' Mattb. 1 3.) fuch who htlieve 
and rtjoyce in Hope, only /or «(»me. Again, 
revolving in our Minds our former Falls, and 
the Strength of our Corruptions Itill, we 
arei apt to entertain fuch Melancholly and 
Delponding Thoughts in Spirituals, as were 
thofe oipavid^^ in another Cafe, / fitall one 
d»i perijh by the Hand of Saul. Tbefe arc 
Grounds of^ great Sadnefs and Sore lets to 
Chriltiaa Pemdion. But when once Chrift 
fljali have deliver'd us from the Burden of 
Corruption, we ftiall immediately find, onr 
felves at Eale and Reft, in a State of Safety 
and Security from all Dangers, and paft not 
only finning, but the Fear of it. All thefe, 
and any other like molcfting Anxieties, th^ 
feparatie Ellate fets as above.

3. The laft fort of Hindrances I (ball men-^ 
tton, ate, the JmerruptioitJ and Difiurbaitctf 
the Sold receives from the Senfes ; it can 
,fcarce be determined, whether our Eyes and 
Ears give us more AflUtaQce towards taking 
in of Knowledge, than Hint^ances many times 
in digelting thofe imperfedt Notices they 
take in, and in purfuing our Notions and 
Contemplations : How frequently comes it to 
pafs, that having fet oor felves, I will not 
fay to ftndy, but even to pray, or co medi- 
tate on Heavenly and Divine Things, fome 
untoward, unfeafonable Objeft is calt in by 
Senfe, which turns off Thought, and diverts 
the Soul clearly from its purpofe ^ flops and 
checks it in its Motion, and quite puts it out 
of its Road i and either fcatters or ftrikes 
dead all happy Cogitation and Devotion. 

Now of all thefeand the like Kumberlefs 
Infelicities, Intanglements and Incumbrances, 
is the Spirit divelled in its feparate Eftkte. 
And being thus fet free, 

II. Itfoon arrives at a FerftBionof itsrMia- 
tial Faculty^ which immediately becomes fur- . 
nifti'd with themoft agreeable and felicita- 
ting Habits. 

I. As to the VndtrFianding, It cannot be 
by us,, in our prefent State conceived, what 
fpeedy and vaft Progrers the Soul will make 
in Knowledge, when it (hall be thus enfran- ' 
chifed and fet at liberty. Nothing in that 
ftate can hinder itsdifcurfivePowers, that it 
fhould not from one Truth known, immedi- 
ately infer many others J or rather (^unoin- 
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fmitu ) bebold an endlcTs Train of CoqIc- 
qnents. 

But it is to be confidered, the Spirits of 
jHJtMen., capDOt go out of the World pof- 
fefs'd, of the Notice onIy» of One or Two 
iinglc Truths. They have long been endow- 
'Cd with what the wile ' j^«- ftiles the Know- ^ 
kdge of the my. (The lofight into that Bo- ^' ^''■'' 
dy, and Variety of Truths, which made 
tbem w^e mto Sahatitm. ) And from {uch 
plenteous Stock of Principles, how iuBnite 
wiU foon be the Inferences ! At leaft how 
Vaftly various the Improvements, which fuch 
Minds, advanced now into the Sphere of In- 
telligences, will make, draw, and accumu- 
l^ceT And beddes the Stock of Knowledge, 
they carry hence with them, what Numbers 
of new Objefts will entertain them in that 
World of Spirits i The innumerable Compaq 
of jingelii, the general j^jfembly, and Church 
of the Firfi horn ! (Patriarchs and Prophets, 
Apoftles, Martyrs, aod Confeflbrs ) But a- 
bovc thefe. Cod the Judge of aS-, and Jefuj 
the Mediator of the /^en> Covenant : Dear Je- 
fus ! Who lovfd HI-, and Redeemed us with hit 
Blood ; f that long'd for Speifiacle ; his glo- 
rious Peribn, Hull then the Eyes of our Soul 
behold. We (hall alfo then know what that 
Spirit is, which has dwelt in our Hearts', and 
fandilied us : And we fhall have an incelle- 
iftoal Vilion of the jincient of Days ^ the E- 
ternal and Almighty Father. We (hall then 
fee clearly through all the Riddles and 
Myfi«rics of oar taith- Nay, Faith (hall be 
Sf no 
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lio more, becaufe Sight fhall be in its room.' 
Tmly. when I deeply think on thefe thingsj 
it feenjs to me worth ones labour to Die* 
pieerly to be able to frame, but one dlreSt 
and proper Conception what G6d is ; of 
Whole EfTence here we c^n> for the main, 
only ^ame fofne negative Notions, that is, 
rather fay what he is not, than what be is : 
But one Minute of Eternity, fpardon the 
ExpreffionJ will then inform us more, than 
all Ages of Time have here done. The i*- 
jnenGlarU, which inquificire Wits have talk- 
ed of, but the deeped Heads fecm not to 
know what here to make of will indeed 
fooQ Oiew us a nety Univerfe of Wonders. 
Thus briefly as to the Perfection of the Vh- 
derfiand'ng. 
If. As tothe.W^i/.- That diall then per- 
■ feaiy follow the Condnft of this Railed 
and Heavenly enlightued Judgment : 
That ftiall no longer difpnte its EH- 
dat{:s, or in the leaft haug back. Indeed 
ft will be wholly transform'd into Love; 
into the LovcofGod, and Chrift, and An- 
gels, and Saints; andamongft thelaft, even 
bf the iaint J too that are on Earth. There 
will he no defire of aiiy other things, but 
what are enjoy'd, unlefs it fee of a Re union I 
to the old l^riend, its fallen Body, and the j 
gathering together, or comploating the num- I 
ber of the Faithfjl. The fcparate Spirit ; 
piay perhaps, nay mult in courfe of Nature, 

^4rii€ftly ^e&re to be cloath^d upon with

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its Ifwfc ahieb it from Heaven : To have 
its late C(irr«/!(.o», put on JrcortHftion % and 
the whole Man entirely to be with the Lordi 
But even this delire, Ihall be without Pain 
or Impatience \ with the highcft Submiflion 
to> and Complacency io> die Will of God, 
till the happy Day of Accomplifliment come. 
There will be ni> dciire, which will not re- 
foke it felf into E}elight : And in every 
ad of delire, will meet with infinite Satis- 
fadion in the light of God. And chat light, 
ftill inQame new deiires ^ and thus a conftanc 
circulation of Delight, and Defire^and Satis- 
faftioa be maintained till alt be confum- 
mated at the Refurre^lon, and thence to 
Eternity. O the depth of the Riches of ihe 
Goodaefs and Grace, and Glory of God ! 
Thus briefly as to the Perfeftion of the Will 
Lafily, we may yet conceive of a Third 
Faculty, even iu the feparate Soul,andthat 
is Memory and Co»ycie«ceias Conlcience will 
then (ignifje a laftiog feofe of what we have 
done in the Body. Now I fay, that ia the 
future blefled Eltate, even this (hall be per- 
feded. That is, aU evil Confcie?ice, (all Con- 
fbience Qf Guilt) all Sin (hall be w^ed a- 
, iay^ with thp Blood of the Lamb. The pe- 
/nal Senr* or Mcipory of Sin,(hai! fieeniirely 
^_^ken off and extinft. Only wc may con- 
^^eive fo much Remembrance of cur owti 
Vilcnefs to remain, as may ferve, amitil all 
our Glqries, to raife io us a higher Admi- 
ration of the moft glorious Goodaefs of God, 
s^d more PafGoaate Love of Chrift. Thus 
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in the JievtUtiWi while the Angels cry Ho^. 
M>/f, Bohf^ Lord God jibuiMirji^ Che Foaraod 
Twenty Eldtrs faU damn iefore him tbM fits 
en the Tiroru, md Worjhif him that livab fv 
ever Mid ever, andst^ their Cormu before the 
throne y*9'»»X, "Thou *rt worthy^ O Lardy to re- 
*eive Ciory, and Honour^ and Power : For TboM 
bafi Created 'aB Thingt^ and for thy Tleafitre 
they are and were created. RcT. vt. 10, 11. 
Tb^ remember themfelves natnrally Vilc; 
however, now Grown'd and Glorions. They 
Adore, Love, and Praife cbe God chat has 
made them otherwire than they were by Ka- 
tore s and lay all their Glories at the Feet 
of him who gave them. Bat I iay, all un- 
eafy memory of Sin, and even of their In- 
firnuties, while they were here below, will 
be baniflied. The comfort of their good 
Works will Hide. Thcfe/oJW them^ even 
in Death, {Rev. xtv. ij. ) and the folace of 
good Gonfcience, advances into Joy nn- 
fpeakable,and fbll of Glory. Thus as to the 
PerfedtioQ of the Faculties of the , feparatt 
Spirits of Jaft Men made pciilea. 

Before we proceed further : Something 
Ihonld be faid, that belldes the old Faculties 
which we now have, we do not know but 
we may have fome new ones added, fnitaUe 
to that Nev? World, into which we enter : 
It feems to me very probable, we Ihall. Bat 
of theft things, we can yet only make Con- 
jcdDres : However, a word in brief, as to 
the rerfeQion of their Gmcei. 
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Seme CrMcs, even amoagft tbem that feeot 
here of the Firfb Magnitude ; there are, 
whiclj in their own Nature argue Imperfe£Hoit^ 
fuch are Faith^ and Hope^ and Patience^ and 
Lone-fi^ving, and fome like them. Now tiS 
theft by reafon of the Perfeaion of the Fu- 
ture Condition, fiall ceafe and be choHged in- > 
to what is agreeable to Perfeftion. Faith 
will pafs into Vifion : What we now believe, 
we (nail then fee ; and fo the Evidence of 
things not feeii, will be at an end. Hope will 
pafs into Eajoyment, and being polTeft of 
the Subitance of things hoped for, we Jhall 
hope no more. Expedation in which the 
nature of hope eOencially lies, muft in fuch 
cafe, needs be at an end. Patience of Evils 
can there have no place,where no Evil dwells. 
Nor bearing with one anothers In^rmities 
when all our Infirmities (perlbnal and focial 
or both our, and our Brethrens) are taken 
away. And fo of other like Graces. Batjhe 
grcateft of all Graces is Charity, which will 
then and ever remain ^ and that in a moft 
exalted Eltate. Our love to God, will not 
then be that faint, dull, poor forced Com- 
pound of Warmth and IndifTerency^it is now. 
It will then be all pure and perpetual Flame. 
Our Love to Mankind, will not be that nar- 
row hearted ftingy Affeftion, which here be- 
gins with Self, and too much confines it felf 
thereto; but as far as finite Beings are capa- 
ble thereof, of the fame comprehenOoa 
with God's Love. We fliall fee by the light 
of his Glory, and Love by the emanations of 
bis 
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his Pbtlanthropy, or by a fympatby with his 
eternal Good-Will tow<irds Mankind. 

I hare thus endeavoured, as I am able to 
ftatc the Firlt Point, or refolve the <firft Dif- 
fedty pit^fed-, namely, to what PerfeSiim 
the Spiriti ef Jitfi Mm while feparated from 
their Bodies, may be conceiired to attain. 

The Second is. 

What Happinefi their Society can there he ta 
their Chrifiitm Brethren^ when gathered to 
them ? 

And for reTolving hereof, I lay this for 
a foundation, which for the prefent, I mnfl; 
take for a certain Truth, becanfe 1 cannot 
ftand particularly to prove it : Namely, that 
Xhe Saints Ihall a0uredly know one another 
in the fntare World. Indeed^l judge it unqne- 
fiionably true,and that as well of the wicked,as 
of the Juft . But I have no occafion at prefeat 
to f^k, touching the former. The Saints, I 
fay, (ball not ojily renew all their Virtuous 
Acquaintances, and old Friendfhips, even af- 
ter the Grave, but contraft ncvr ones. Wc 
(hall know Abraham, and Ifaac, and Jacob, 
Mofes and Elias, and the Profheti j St. Peter 
i«Mi/S'(.Paul,and thzhelovedDifcifk^au^ allthoft 
ancient Witneffes of the Faith, who here,many 
of them ipandredaboM tit defartt,and mountaiai^ 
and Caves 6^ the Earth ; fome of them cloathed 
in Shttf-SkmSy and Goat Skim^ defiitute^ affiiff- 
edy tormtmed; others of them naked, and cold^ 
and hungry^ of whom the World wat not worthy. 
But God'hai provided that without US-, even they 
pHutldnot Ife madcferfeS. Heb. xi. ult* Now 
this 
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diislieing laid as a FouDdatJon, we maycoa- 
eeive, amongft other Particulars, that the 
Society of the Spirits of Jaft Men mada per- 
fect will coDtribnte to our Happinefs, even 
when glorified in the Three following 
Points. 

I. It will be one degree of HappincTs, to 
be free from the foHdtodc we arc apt to re- 
tain for the Condition, Good and Welfare 
of many of our ChrilBan Friends. There 
are diverfe perhaps now Dead, whom in 
Life we dearly loved, and touching the con- 
dition of whofe Sonh we have many times 
Fear and Anxiety : Though fometimes a- 
gain, as we have reaiba, we conceire' great 
hopes touching tl^cif Happinefs. When there- 
fore we Ihall find them as happy as our 
felves, ioftated as Co-heirs with our Lord 
Chrift Jefus in his Kingdom, all fuch Solici-^ 
tude ffluft ceafe. That painful Anxiety,' 
with which pofllbly we may go out oftbe 
World, touching the perfeverance and final 
Salvation of fomewe leave behind ns,in the 
midft of a Wicked and Adulterous Generati- 
on, (amidlt the Temptations and Violence 
of the World; Obnoxious to the M^ice of 
the Denl, and the Deceitfblnefs of Sin) the 
Fears, left by any M* all thefe they Ihould 
mifcarry Call this troubleaad concern, which 
our love to them gives us for them,) will I 
fay, be removed ; and as we reft from our 
Labour, fo we (hall be at reft from thofe 
Cares too. .This certainly is a degree of Fcr 
licity, f« wjiich Biany of us (nwoy a toti^ 
dec 
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der hearted Parent, {maaj Husbands and 
Wires, inaaf Pioos Soids in otbcr Relations) 
would p,fi a World if they bad it at pre- 
fiat to be fure of. This is the Firit Point. 

II. In as much as Charity will be there 
moft perfea, the Society of that Holy Mul- 
tkude muH vaftly enlarge our otherwise prj- 
v^£ joys. It is the nature of Charity uys 
the Apoftle (iCw- 13. 4.) Thatit is iiaJy 
that it cnvyab /uf, tiat it Jeeieth mt itt tmn. 
that it rejoicah not itf Evil^ but certai&Iy ther^ 
fore r^iceth in <)\iiitts Good. When there- 
fore we fhaU fee the whole Body of the Faith- 
ful all hldStd aboDt ns, in that InuneafeC^- 
cle of Light, their Bljfs, will as by ^ympa' 
thy encrraie our own, and we Ihall Dune the 
fii^bcer by the vicinity of their Glories. 

lU. For as much as according to Humane 
Speaking and even Underftanding, the more 
there ace in Heaven of the Spirits of Juft 
Men nude perfed:^ the greater mnft be the 
Glory of the moft high God, it will prove 
on this account, an encreafe of our Joys in 
Heaven, that by their Society the Glory of 
God is enaeafed. To raife the Glory of 
God to the greateft pitch, to fet , forth his 
Name, and Iwiag Credit to our holy Reli- 
gion, ever has been, is, and .^triU be 
the grand defign and endeavour of all holy 
Men on Earth. 

When therefore their Souls fliall be receiv- 
ed into their Fathers Houfe, and ihall there 
join with the vaft Fraternity and AlTembly 
of Saints and Angels, whofe incefljijit Bvfi- 
nefs 
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iiefs !e is to ^ve Glory into God, this 
3telled Gompany mult needs inbaw^ tbeir 
Joys. It has bcw fweet to them many a tiaw 
to give God Fraife, even by tbemfelves, oa 
their Knees is didr Clofets ; yet modi a 
greater Joy, to praife him with their Chri- 
ftiai Brethren, in the great Congre^tion : 
But when they fiiEdl be taken into the bea- 
venly Qpire, and be cai^hi by $aints, as 
well as Angds, to Sing bis Praife, here will 
be a Cot^rcption and Harmony indeed! 
Who can exprefs what Joy this mvlt iill fach 
Sools with? This is matter of Joy to the 
very Angels in Heaven : They (fays oar 
Lord in the 6ofpel) Rejoice at the Conver- 
fmn of a Simery and much more then muft we, 
at the Salvation of fo many Sinners (that have 
been bnt in that State happily chaog'd) and 
at their mutual glorifying God with us. 

I have thus endeavoured Caccordij^ to what 
of dme t have had to conlider, and what I 
have of Ability to comprehend, I have, I fey, 
endeavoured) faithfully to reprefent the Fer- 
feUkmi of Separate HolySoKls-, and Aow theS^_ 
ckty ofotieanotbeTyadJjtoeachothersBUfs. I 
am fenfible I have come much ftiort of fo great 
a Subjeft. Words cannot exprefs it, no nor 
Thoughts reach it. Eye hat not ften^ nor Ear 
heard, neither has it entred into the Heart vf 
M atiy the things ■^ich God has frtfared for them 
that love him. I Cor. 2. 9. 

If our- dear Brother (whofe Earthly Part 
lies here before os) could hear, how I hare 
ipol^ of thele things, though 1 have endea- 
vour©! 

,ooglc 
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toured to take the higheftaodboldeft Flights^ 
which with Sobriety I could, yet could be, 
I fay novr, after his fhort experience of thae 
Weiled PerteAion, hear Jwhat I have faid, 
and together coaceire what Notions you hare 
framed thereof, how woald he Pity us all, 
groping thus in the Dark, ^ctHcotirung and 
blinking of heavenly ptrfi^on, juftas Men 
born Blind do of Lights;or as thore,wfao never 
faw any thing but Midnight would do of the 
Snn walking in his^Noon-Days brightoefs. 
Hdw would he, if not reprove our Miltake, 
yet help our Errors — EU fe^Mor — I troft 
we (hall all fotlow^ him into like perfcfHoo, 
and then fee alfo. 

I Would here willingly flop or draw a 
Curtain, for that I am not able to £>eline. 
ate,tothe Life,fomnch ofreal Worth,and true 
Chriftianity, fuch Prndence and Temper, fuch 
heavenly mindednefs,and ferious Scnle of Reli- 
gion,aswellasexaanefsinthe outward Offices 
ofit,3sdweltin ourDeceafed Brothcr.Verilyhe 
was rather a Snbjed for Admiration and Won- 
der, than for Commendations. I had almoft 
faid he was above Praiie. Such Charity to 
the Bodies, fochCare and Compaffion to the 
Souls of Manj fuch Integrity and Upright- 
nefs in his Dealing, and yet fuch ftrange A- 
bilities for the Difpacch of Bulinefs^ iucha 
feifdenying Spirit and ftrift Retirednefs, 
yet fuch conftancy in doing Publick Good j 
fuch Readinefs to oblige all, yet fiich Siace- 
rity in his FricndOup^itis not ealietofiiid : 
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I fincefely profefs, I know not where in the 
prefcotAge to meet With, every way, the like 
Man. In a word, a Perfon To accompliOit 
Ibr the ftiblick Employments he fuIUiacd, 
yet no lefs Accurate in his Duties to God, 
CO his Neighbour, and Himfelf, I fear fcarce 
an Age may flicw. This be fpoken M^enerml 
as to the Bulk of his ExceUencies and wbolo 
ConveTlation. 

As to forae particulars of his Life, (for, 
to all I cannot ipcakO there are Two, whlcb 
I Iball take Notice of. The Firit ot them Js 
indeed fatrh, la which (according to the Judg- 
ments of fome Eerce Men,) he needs to be' 
Vindicated. He held ("or rather, he was in a' 
Ibrt by force kept in) hit Place at the Cu- 
fiam-Hoiife, during . the v^orfi fart of the lajt 
Reiin. Touching this, I will only Read to 
you part of a Letter, which I this Day re- 
ceived, from a Perfon of known Worth and 
Integrity. I can fpeak Doching therein of 
my own Knowledge, for all Correfponden- 
cy, even by Letters, was then cut ofFbetweeo 
my dear Friend and Me. The Letter, after 
a rnodeft Excufe, which indeed it needed not,' 
relates, " That he happened to be continu- 
" ed in his Employment at the Cufiom-fionfe 
** becaufe (at that time) they could not be 
" withont his Knowledge in the Revennei- 
'■*' but how he did employ his time, and the 
"' Intereft be had amongft that fort then ia' 
'* Power, is to none better known (faith the 
** Writer) than to my felf : He was emi-, 
■''BcatljpCharitable, and ufefulto'the Poor, 
- T " I^Oppieft" 
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" Opprefl: ("roteftaritsi both thofe who M 
" iiv'd in the City, and' others who 
*' fled for Refagfii and made fo great uft 
*' of the Opportunities he had to Relieve 
" and Aflift them, that it was niore than 
^' one baff of his Bufi'nefs to run about anji 
*'" Aft in' their behalf. What Income tie 
** had, by his Employment, he fcattered a- J 
"■ broad amongft thcfti, ana fouglit oW oc- 
■' cafions.for fo doing; and very oftenran | 
" Hazards, in Prefling their Sufferings,, to 
•* the Reproach of a Malicious and Revenge- 
•■ ful People, who had Rob'd and Abus'A 
" them. We were daily together in one 
** Cordef or other, (as we durft without 
'* obfei'vahce) and t am fure he valued no- 
*• thing more than the good he could do 
" (ia that fad time) to all that wanted his 
•* help._ I might enlarge upon this Subjeft, 
' '' but it may be needleft : He is gone to hU 
'* Reward in that Heavenly Kingdom. 
ThnsitiT-Toucher. 
I have a!! the' rcafon in the World to be- 
lieve this Relation; and I here folemnly de- 
clare Idb: It holds fnch proportion with 
the Temper of his Eife, known to me. And 
this both fuflicifcntly vindicates and together 
highly commends our Dcceafed Friead in 
thatdifinaljnn.5lurc, 

. The other Particrilarrcbtes to God*sErpe- 
cial Providence to him on his Death-bed. It 
fo came to paff, that from his fitft taking fcis 
^ ftcd; his Head of all Parts wa5 n^offily Teiz- 
ed^ 0ad' thdugh ft; had frequent awl long 
Lucid 
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ImcU latervabj yet^e too oftea wanted what 
we .call SM$e Memory : But hoKv often none 
knew fo welV, as She who bell Jinew him, and 
Was of aay,aioft coDftaBtiywithJiiiQ. Strang- 
ers who are not acquainted with the Cjrcuin- 
itances and private Converfation of People* 
when in their Hc3lths> are apt to miftake 
many Speeches or fayings of theirs in 
Sicknefs, and upon approaching Death, efpe^ 
dally if unufual ; and this befel the Deceaf- 
ed. Divers Vifitantsand People about him on 
his Death-Bed, mi (interpreting maay things 
h.e fpoke to his Wife, to have been delirious, 
which (he knev? to be only the pious Breath- 
ings of his Soul. Notwithltanding it muft be 
confelt, that fome^es during his Sicknefs,by 
the interruption of his I^eafon, through his 
Difeafe, we /o/?,what perhaps wonldhave been 
the mofi gloricHS Stent 6f his Life. For from a 
Soul of fuch ftandiug in Qirilt, and fo long, 
pradifed in a|]Chrillian Virtues, (and more 
efpecially in all the parts of GQdline&,and in 
the feveral kinds of devout Exercifes, from' 
fqch a Soul J I fay) many Inftances of great 
Peace ani Joy in the f/olyGhofi-^ of theafliiran-. 
ces of God's Loye, and Fprctafts of Heaven ^ 
niany exalted Ejaculations, aud almoft. Sera- 
phick Strains of Praife (haply even Raptures 
and ExtafyJ might have been expeSed ; . Not 
to menttoaCounrelsandDireiflions to Friends, 
pollili^y fome peculiar Comit^nds al^ to cer- 
^iooftheOi': Exhpit^tioDS and Admonitions * 

t6 foch attendiog him that ^leedcd them,, and 
jtajQioiiktc^ Attei^tibns to the I'niUl'bf Reli- 
~ " " T 2- giott' ■ 
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ligioQ unto allj together with exemplar; 
dying RecoiBtnendatioiis of thoiehe lefc be- 
hind him to God : Tbefe and many Hke Ad- 
vantagesj which none but Soah like his, 
kocw bow to Talutj we loft by this the un- 
happy Afftaion of his rmbleft Part. Butlt 
V3S God's Hand, and more a Pimlfiimjeiit to 
Us, than to Him ; for, MeHed be ocr good 
God, he died in pcrfcft Ptacc. 

Yet upon this, there h one Obfervation, 
which 1 canaot forbear makkig, that may be 
for the Spiritual Benefit of us all. It {Scaled 
God fo to govern his Trague, and as ^t as 
could be perceived, his very Thoughts, ira- 
der atl theft difcofflpofM Paroxyfms or Emo- 
tions of Mi^', that nothing came from him 
any wife unbecoming a Chriftiao of the moft- 
Heavenly Temper. All that was beardfrwn 
him, was either Prayers or Invitarions there- 
tOj or AriChTHetical Accompts : Tliat is. He 
was, even in his DeiirtHmt^mhtr emptey'd as a 
DevoDt PerfisB' in theExercife of his RcK^pn, 
or,as 3 diligent Officer in the Difthargcof his 
Calling and honeftBuliaers. A rare Provi- 
dence.' aiid iucb as (hould teach Bs afl Two 
Thiegs.

If fuch a 
Perfoa as this was, fo Upright and Innocent* 
lb Religious and Devour, fo Temperate, nay 
even Abftemious, had but little more than 
Lucid Iiitervali OQ his Death-bed \ what may 
they expeft, who have fcarce ever ferioufiy 
entertained the Thoughts of God, or their 
Duty} Who at Night feldom go to Bed fo- 
b^r ? Or in the Day-time live regularly many 
Hours in all their Life ? And if thefe Ihould 
then want the Ufe of Reafon, how can they 
prepare for another World ? Repentancff 
is a long and ferious Work^ to Men of 
readieft and largeft Parts, of moft compofed 
Minds, bard to be performed as it flioi;Id be. 
We bjve been a long time committing Sins, 
and that in great Variety, and cannot pofr 
fibly in a few Moments look over all that 
has been fo long in doing- A general Re- 
pentance will not ferve for all Sins. Many 
require particular Tears, Humiliation, Afts 
of Faith, Charity, Reconciliation with, or 
Satis^ftion to, our Neighbours. Ah ! conr 
ftder, allye rain Ones, how can all this be 
done on a Death-bed, and in a few Hours, 
yea, though it Ihould happen you had Days 
in a few Days ? The good God grant ^11 may 
take warning early. 

There are other things I Ihould have taken 
notice of, as to the Memory of our dear 
Brother deceafed. But pofCbly ibme may 
think I am too much a Friend to be impartial.
